of them, and in the Relation of fever al 
Matters of Faff, Common Prudence re- 
quires thefe Memoirs Jhould lie dormant 
9 till fuch be out of a Capacity to refent thf 
jitme eithef on My Self or Poftcrity. 

To begin then • I do mofl folemnly de- 
tlare, not becaufeit is the Jog-trot Method 
of Prefaces, bnt becaufe 'tis real Truth; 
*Jhat my Wrtting of thefe -Memoirs did 
fyt firocetd from any Defire of bring a?i 
Author ^ fo? the true Rife and Origine 
was, as J'm now to tell you, having had 
the Honour to Rep/efent One of the Chief 
ihjres in Scotland daring the Four lajl 
Sejffions, I did apply my f elf to become as 
ufeful as I could to my Country : And, I 
thank God, my Behavipt^r was fu,ch, That 
J did not procure the pifpleafure of my 
IConftituentj* I confiderd that, when I 
pft entered upon that Employment, I wai 
very Tqung, and void of Experience, and 
was defirqus 'to retrieve ttyat Lofs by a 
diligent Application, to obfetve, what

The PREFACE: 

would occur, for the future ^ and fob 
that Purpofe, I ufed,for the mofi Part, to 
make my Remarks on what I thought ob* 
fervabk, as they occurred either in or out 
of the Parliament Houfe, and gather a 
Collection of all the valuable Prints, and 
procure ExtraQs of thofe Papers, as I be- 
lieved might be ufeful to lie by me : Ha+ 
ving follow* d this Method for Pour Tears, 
viz. From Queen Anne'j firfl Se/pon of 
Parliament, in May, 1709, to the Com~ 
mencement of the Union in May, 1707 : 
I Liv*d thereafter fame Time privately at 
my Houfe in the Country, and thought I 
could not divert my f elf to better Purpofe, 
than by Ranging my Notes into Order, 
believing they might, perhaps, prove fome 
time or other ufeful, to keep in my Remem- 
brance fever al Paffages that I might 
others ays forget^ and all, I then defign'd, 
was to be contain' d in a f mall Volume; 
But after / teas once engag f d in the 
Work, I found fever al Paffages required 
the Relation of others, without .which, 
they were not plain, which, bit by bit, drew 
me into a Labyrinth, out of which 1 
could not well extricate my felf * till it 
-had fweWd to a much greater Bulk than 
I at firfl imagined. This being finifbed, 
I projected no more : but being afterwards 
ft little curious to knoiv if any other Ptf* 
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Jbit, had, a ;DeJigh of Writing an Account 
ofthefeTimes, and being certaiiify informed; 
That there was none, at Jeaji that I could 
bear of (except Mr. Ridpcth, and fome 
fuch other Mercenary Party Scriblers+ 
krhofe Accdunts (if ever publijhed') >nnll 
he found to want feveral remarkable Paf- 
fages, the Knowledge of which they could 
pever attain to, and which are contain d 
here) 1 thought it a Million of Pities^ 
That fuch confiderable TranfaSions jbould 
be altogether buried in Oblivion \ and 
therefore fine* no other, that 1 heard of 
*lid, I was refoh'd to attempt it. 

. > In Vrofetution whereof, 1 found it rie*> 
fejfary to give the Reader a particular 
Account of the Lives and <2hara&ers of 
fever al Perfons i without which he could 
"not well -have had k c le ar and full Idea 
-of what pajfedy I know 'tis . the bar deft 
Part of dnHiftorian, andboiv 1 have per- 
\fornid, 1 mujl refer to the Judgment of 
others. Thefe CbaraBers will let Pofte- 
tity know, who they were made the greatefi 
appearance, and had the chief Ruling of 
We Roaji in thefe Days , and the Pra- 
tejlatio'ns and Proteftors Names will ferve 
to keep in Remembrance the Grounds upon 
which they rvent> and to whom the Country

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erwei itt Ke«'«, ami who ttoy leer* flood 
to its Defence,

After 1 had finished it fofar, as to th& 
tomrkencefnent of the Union, the Defigrid 
fnvafion from France foon follow' d ^ and 
I thought it badfo near a Relation and 
T^ependame upon what preceeded, that I 
inftiri W to givk likewife an Account ofitc 
The Dif appointment of which drew me 
infonftbly to take a Jhort Glance of the 
Happy State frton which the Kingdom of 
Scotland was foil* n ^ and, Vmperfwaded, 
if Scotchmen ivotud often and ferioufly 
refieff upon it, and the Glorious, and 
Beroick AH'tons of their Progenitdrs 9 it 
could not foil <?f Exciting in them a gene- 
rous R&folution of Recovering w/hat was 
fo Valiantly lief ended and Maintained 
their Rredeteffors, and fneanly parted 
with by tins Age : And I can never faff er 
toy f elf to defptmdy or doubt, but that,fome 
time or other % God mil blefs fach Resolu- 
tions and Endeavours with Succefs, hy 
Re/loring the Nation to its Ancient Rights 
and Liberties. 

What next remains, is to acquaint my 
Reader, That befides the Rains I was at 
to make the Obfervations and Colle&ions 
/ have fpoke of / had Opportunities of 

knowing 
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knowing the Rife of mojl Tranfaftions, a* 
much as any of my Contemporaries, having 
(I fay it without Vanity) been trufied by 
the Chief of the Cavaliers and Country 
Parties: It cannot be imagind, that I 
(tbo* I doubt not the Time will come f 
when Truth will appear, and be made 
pubUck) can, in all Points, give a full 
Account of the Springs and Caufes of all 
the Meafures that were taken and fouow 9 d 
during this Time j many of them being 
the Secret Intriegues and Refolutions of 
Afpiring Self Designing Men \ but in the 
main, 1 fancy I have difcover'd as much 
as will give my Reader a clear potion of 
the State of Affairs, and the feveral 
Views and Motives that then prevailed. 
And I do moft folemnly declare I have, to 
the befl of my Knowledge, neither added 



ra&ers, and the general Strain of thefe 
Memoirs, wherein I have not fpar'd my 
near Relations, particular Friends, and 
intirriate Comrades, when I thought them 
Faulty. 

As Vm Confcious to my felf, that no 
Motive, fave a True Hearted Scots one, 
incited me to compile thefe Memoirs fo I 
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Contain, may be excused by all fitch, into 
whofe Hands they fall. If I have mifre^ 
prefented any Perfon, 'tis a Sin of Igno- 
rance, and I beg Pardon for't but I may 
defire my Reader to give their Vindications 
no Credit, unlefs they be as well vouched 
as my Accufations ^ which Ym fare are fo 
well founded, that was there, (as we fay 
Scotland) a right fitting Sheriff, I would 
not doubt to fee fome Gentlemen firing. 
This remembers me, that I forefee, it may 
be objected, I write too much againfi a 
certain Party : *Tis true, my Indignation 
againft the Betrayers of my Country is fo 
. great I never could, nor will fpeak or write 
otherwife of them ^ but when it does not 
induce me to deviate from the Truth, on 
.fo provoking a Subjeft, I may be granted 
that Grain of Allowance, which, you know, 
is never refufed Lofing Gamefters. 

All I have to add is, That perhaps in 
Procefs of Time, Jome of thefe Perfons, 
whofe CharaSers I have drawn, and fo 
whofe Behavioiir I have given an Account, 
may alter their Minds and Manners, fome 
grow better, and fome grow worfe : As to 
thofe that grow better, and I wifh there 
may he many fucb, I Jhall honour them as 
ptuch as any Man, and I hope they wont 
fake it amifs, that I tell the Truth, and 

condemn 
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condemn what they themselves feem to 
difapprove of As to the other fort of 
Men> I Jhall heartily regret their Falling 
of from what they once knew to be right j 
and what's contained in thefe Memoirs^ 
that feems to favour them 9 will become 
their gre ate f Reproach. Thus I fee no 
Qccafon of retracing what I have f aid of 
either of thefe Sorts of Men^ if the 
Account 1 give of them he true, and the 
Faults I mention were aBually committed^ 
1 cannot be accufed with any Shadow of

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HE Surprize upon the 
Imagination would be too 

great, and the Light too 
Strong upon the Eye of 
the Reader, from the Na- 
ked View of thefe follow- 
\r\%Memoirst without conveying the Im- 
portant Matters contained therein to the 
Senfes, by a Proper Medium, and Pre- 
paring them to dwell upon fuch prodigious 
Wickednefs for fome Time, with a Re- 
ftraint of Temper. 

The Strokes in many Places, indeed 
are fo Bold, and lye fo open to the Senfes 
of every Man, as will raife the Blood of the 
moft Phlegmatick, and it's happy for fome 
deluded People, who have hitherto doubted 
of a Plot being carry'd on againft their 
Country, that the Author of thefe Memoirs 
has fo freely difcover'd the Flagitious 
Attempt of his Party,

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The many Impious Schemes the Rea- 
der will meet with, thro* the Courfe of 
thefe Sheets, laid down for the Entire

The Noble Struggles which have been 
made for keeping out Popery and Slavery,

The Barbarous DeGgns of thefe Men, 
you will find, thro* the whole Strain of 
the Memoirs, Artfully difeuis'd, with the 
Plaufible 'Fame of Publick Spirit, and a 
Tenacious Love of their Country j but 
they who obferve upon what Founda- 
tions all their Measures were Built, and 
that the compaffing them muft Inevitably 
have been the Deftruftion of all Civil 
and Religious Rights, will never be very 
forward in approving the Means, when 
the End was fo Pernicious.

refolv'd to make the Oath as Explicit 
and Binding as they could think of,

Publick Stations to take it to him as 
Rigbtfitl and Lawful Sovereign. > 

This was an Effectual Check upon 
feveral, and difabled them from doing 
any Legal Mifchief: Thus being disap- 
pointed of their Aim, we rauft expect 
to find their Paflions DifburdenM in 
Bitter Invefiives again ft thofe Worthy 
Patriots, who took all the NecefTary 
Precautions for the Support of fo Glo- 
rious a Caufe.

Prince of Orange was 
declar'd King, a Con- 
vention of Eftates was 
called in Scotland, and 
1 met at Edinburgh on 
the 14th of March, 
1689 5 which in a little Time declar'd, 
That King James having, in feveral 
Points, Violated and Infringed the Fun- 
damental Conftitution of this Kingdom, 

B had 
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had thereby forfeited his Right to the 
Crown and that the Throne was be- 
come Vacant ^ and immediately fettled 
the Crown upon the Prince and Prin- 
cefs of Orange during their Lives, and

continu'd firm to King James's Intereft 
all the time he liv'd} but the Son, not- 
withftanding K. Charles and K. James's 
Kindnefs to his Father and Family (thro* 
which he was created a Duke, and Scra- 
ped together a Vaft Fortune) and the 
Refped and "Favour which King James 
had all alongft beftow'd on hirafelf, was 
the firft Scots Man that diverted over 
to the Prince of Orange, and from thence 
acquir'd the Epithet (araongft Honeft 
Men) of Proto Rebel, and has ever fince

He was 
WelUBred, and had fo Courteous a Be- 
haviour, that what by this, and the occa- 
fion of doing Acts of Kindnefs, by hav- 
ing the Chief Adminiftration of Affairs 
a long time in his Hands, he En£ag'd the 
Favour and Friendftiip of very many of 
all Ranks of People, and entirely manag'd 
the Revolution Party, and fuch as were 
willing to Proftitute themfeives to ferv$ 
{hp Court Mwfure§. To outward ap- 
pearance 
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pearancc, and in his ordinary Conversa- 
tion, he was of a Gentle and good Dif- 
pofition, but inwardly a very Devil, 
{landing at nothing to advance his own 
. Intereft and Defigns. Thp* his Hypo- 
crify and Diflimulation ferv'd him very 
much, yet he became fo very well known, 
that no man, except fuch as were his 
neareft Friends, and Socy-Criminis, gave 
him any Truft^ and fo little regard 
had he to his Promifes and Vows, that 
it was obferv'd and Nottour, that if he 
was at any Pains to convince you of 
his Friendship, and by Swearing and

To Sum 
up all, he was altogether Void of Honour, 
Loyalty, Juftice, Religion and Ingenuity ^ 
an Ungrateful Defertcr of, and Rebel to 
his Prince, the Ruin and Bane of his 
Country, and the Avcrfion of all Loyal 
and True Scots Men.

other things, he affirm^ that Prejlytery 
was inconfifhnt with Monarch/, was 
ExpelM the Houfe.

culty of Advocates having pafs'd a Vote vocatcs ar-

And 
thence it came to pafs, that he often 
in Parliament Stuck clofe to the 
Country Party, and was their Cicero, 
He was, no doubt, an Enemy to all 
Monarchical Governments , at leaft 
thought they wanted to be much 
Reformed j but I do very well be- 
lieve, his averfion to the Enghflt and 
the Union was fo great, in Revenge 
to them, he'd have fided with the 
Royal Family, but as that was a

But finding he was refolv'd to ftand 
it out, in behaving, as became a 
good Chriftian, and Worthy Gen- 
tleman, produced Queen Anne's Re- 
prieve, Sufpending the Execution:

Rule over Scots Affairs, Invade her 
Freedom, and Ruin her Trade, 
Twas he that was at the Bottom 
of the Union, and to him, in a 
great Meafure, it owes its Succefs, 
and fo he may be Stiled the Judas 
of his Country. As he was thus 
the Bane of Scotland in General, 
fo he and his Family were the 
great OpprefTors of all the Particu- 
lar Perfons, that did not depend 
upon him, and go along with his 
Defigns, and that fo openly, and 
barefacedly, that a Cavalier i or Anti- 
Courtier, was not to expeft Common 
Juftice in the Seffion, where his 
Brother was Prefident, whereby his, 
and his Family, were> at the fame 
Time, the moft dreaded and detefted 
of any in the Kingdom, Ruling 
over whom, and after what manner 
they pleafed. This Family had rofc 
but lately from Nothing - ? and it was 
fo much the ftranger, that they pre-

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toot over the Cavaliers alone, but evefl 
fuch of the Revolution Party, as were 
of any other Intereft befide theirs, felt 
the heavy Effe&s of it.

He was extreamly 
Facetious and Diverting Company in 
Common Converfation, and fetting 
afide his Politicks ( to which all 
did yield ) Good-Natured. To thefe 
Qualifications was likewife added that 
of Eloquence, being fo great a Ma- 
tter of it, that he exprefled himfelf, 
on all Occafions and Subjeds, with 
fo much Life and Rhetorick, and 
that likewife fo Pointedly and Copi- 
oufly, that there was none in the 
Parliament capable to take up the

Cudgels with him. Had a Judgment 
of his Infidc been taken from his 
Outfide, he might well enough have 
pafied for that of which he was the 
leaft. Thefc Endowments, much inn- , 
proven by long Experience and Ap- 
plication in Bufinefs, may juftly en- 
title him to be ranked among the 
Greateft, tho*, at the fame Time, 
likewife among the Worft Men in 
this Age : And what has been faid 
of him may ferve for a Chara&er of 
his Two Brothers, Sir Hugh and 
Sir David Dalrjmples, yea, the whole

He had nothing in his Na- 
ture that was Cruel or Revengeful, was 
Affable, Courteous, and Juft 'twixt Man 
and Man : And tho* he purfued his own 
Maxims and Defigns, yet it was in a Mo-' 
derate Gentlemanny Way. Being De- 
scended of a Family Enemies to Monarchy^ 
and Educated after that Way, and hi» 
Fortune in bad Circumftances, he eafily 5 
dropt into the Court Meafuref, and was 
foon taken Notice of, firft made an Ex- 
traordinary Lord of the Seffion, in which 
Poft he behaved to all Men's Satisfaction, 
Studying to underftand the Laws arid 
Conftitution of the Kingdom, and deter- 
mine accordingly. He was endowed 
with good Natural Parts, and had much 
improven them in his Younger Years by 
Reading: And tho' he did not much 
affeft to fliew them in Publick, yet there 
were few exceeded him in Contriving 
and Carrying on a Defign, having a cleat 
Judgment and ready Apprehenfion. 

David, of L — n, in the Begin- 
ning of his Life, was fo vain and conceity, f ~Z2 
that he became the Jefb of all fober Men j Chmaei, 
but as he grew Older, he overcame that 
Folly in Part, and from the Proudeft be* 
came the Civilefr Man: alive. He was a

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Man of good Parts, and found Judgment 
but Mafter of no kind of Learning : And 
tho* he had once the Command of a Re- 
giment, and was at laft created Lieute- 
nant-General, and Commander in Chief 
of the Forces in this Kingdom ^ yet his 
Courage was much called in Queftion, up- 
on fundry Accounts, not neceflary to be 
mentioned here. He was born and bred an 
Enemy to the Royal Family, and there- 
fore chearfully embraced, and fignificant- 
ly promoted every Thing againft its In- 
tereft. However, he was no ways Severe, 
but rather very Civil to all the Cavaliers, 
efpecially fuch as were Prifoners in the 
Caftle of Edinburgh, when he was Gover- 
nour, from whence" he gained more of 
their Favour than any Man in the 
Government.

the World, knew his Parents were, not 
long ago, Boatmen, and fince Married to 
the Heirefs of Kelburn, a Petty little Fa- 
mily in the Shire of Air, the Reprefen- 
tatives of which, until his Father's time 
never defigned the Laird, but always the 
Goodman of Kelburn.

before them fuccefsfully ; particularly 
Johnfion the Regifter, (though he faw 
he was odious to the Nation) took fo 
much upon him, that he had the Im- 
prudence, or rather, Impudence to fay 
leveral Times publickly before the Par- 
liament met, That the Parliament muft, 
and fliould fwallow down the Succef- 
fion : But he foon found it was not fuch 
a mean fervile Parliament, as he had to 
do with in 1695. to fuffer him to 
bully and di&ate to them ; for notwith- 
ftanding of this great Defection of fa 

ma- 
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rhany, afid fo confiderable Numbers, 
and their great Diligence and Aflurance 
of Succefs ; what by the Affiftance of 
the Duke of P^— — Js Friends, (who 
were now left to themfelves) and the 
Courage and Conduft of the Cavaliers, 
the DefignS of the Court were all fru- 
ftrated, and the Honour of the Nation 
afTertea. 

But now I proceed to the Parliament PariUmM 
it felf, which met the Sixth of July meUS - 
1704. the M. of T— -e being Corn- 
mi flioner thereto* ' \ 

The Queen's Letter, Commiffioner 
and Chancellors Speeches, were of the 
ordinary ftrain, exhorting to Unity, pro- 
railing good LaWs, and Encouragement 
to Trade ; and demanding Supplies for 
the Support of the Army ; but the Set- 
tlement of the Succeflion of the Crown 
on the Heufe of Hanover, was the main 
Scope, and chiefly infifted on, and re- 
commended as neceflary to eftablifh 
Peace, and fecure the Proteftant Reli- 
gion. And I obferve, that generally 
both thefe are in Danger at the ap- 
proaching of a Parliament, the belt 
things being often thus made a bad ufe 
of, viz. to fqueeze and drain the Coun- 
try of Money, to gratify the Ambition, - 
and fupply the Avarice of its greateft, 
that is, domeftick Enemies. 

I 2 The - 
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The firft two Days being fpent in 
conftituting the Houfe, and difcufling of 
controverted Ele&ions : On the $d fe- 
deral, (being the lyh of Jul/) the Duke 

of H n prefented the following Re- 

folve : " That this Parliament will not 
" proceed to the Nomination of a Suc- 
? cefTor to the Crown, until we have 
" had a previous Treaty with England^ 
" in relation to our Commerce, and o- 
" ther Concerns with that Nation. 

This Refolve was compiled and pre- 
fented after ferious Confideration, in or- 
der to put a Bar upon the Succeffion's 
being eftablifhed, before the Courtiers 
had Time to work upon, and feduce 
the Members. The Court was much 
furprized and perplexed, not expecting 
the Cavaliers would have begun fo ear- 
ly on that Subjeft ; and they hoped 
to have had Time to gull over fome of 
the Members, with paffing a few :n- 
confiderable Limitations. After the Re- 
folve was read, and fome pickering 
Difcourfes followed thereon, it was a- 
greed, That the Refolve fhould Jie up- 
on the Table till next Sederunt ^be-ng 
the ijtb of July)* And the Confideration 
thereof be realfumed in the fii lt Place, 

which the Duke of H n having, on 

thefiidDay, accordingly moved; after 
fome Debates, (wherein many Mem- 
bers, particularly Mr. Fletcher of Salter, 

d:d 
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did elegantly and pathetically fet forth 
the Hardfhips and Miferies to which' 
we have been expofed, fince the Union 
of the two Crowns of Scotland and En

land in orte and the fame Sovereign; 
and the Impoffibillty of amending and 
bettering our Condition, if we did not 
take Care to prevent any Defign, that; 
tended to continue the fame, without a- 
ther Terms, and better Security than

The Court being very pofi- 
tive they v^outd be (Irong enough to give 
thi$ . la.lt the Preference, and therefore 
hpprovq 6f it, . and'-rqea the other R<?- 
tbfve ? rWjdv'd t^iat a Vote r might be ft^- 
t^%hl&rof the two Relolves fhould 
come 'firft ' under the Houfe's Co.nfidera- 
tion ? thereupon brisk i Speeches and 
fliarp Repartees were nfode by both 
Parties, -and great Heats arofe, which,

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continued a long Time, till fomewhat 
allay'd by that worthy and learned 
LoulVhcttos Judge, Sir James Falconer 0? Pbefdo, who 
Speech. fpake to thisPurpofe; " That he was 
a very glad to fee fuch an Emulation in 
" the Houfe, upon Account of the Na- 
" tion's Intereft and Securitty ; that he 
" thought both the Refolves under their 
" their Confideration, fo good and ne- 
" ceflary, that 'twas Pity they fhould 
" juftle with one another; and there-, 
" fore moved, that both fhould be con- 

* joined in the following Manner ; Re- 
enjoining " folved, That this Houfc will not pro- 
the t.wo jfc T " cecd to the Nomination of a Succelfor, 
filvet. «• until \vc have had a previous Treaty 

cc with for regulating our Com- 

* mercc, and other Affairs, with that 
" Nation. And further refolved, That 
" this Parliament will proceed to make 
u fuch Limitations and Conditions of Go- 
" vernment, for the Rectification of our 
" Conftitution, as may fecure theRe- 
H ligion, Independency, and Liberty of 
" this Nation, before they proceed to 
" the Nomination of a SuccefTor to the 
<c Crown. And this Motion (added he) 
u will, I hope, be fatisfying and agree* 

able to both Sides - ? fince -there was 
u nothing repugnant in the one to the 
" other, and that both had their Defires 
" granted. The whole Cavaliers fe- 
conded the Motion, but the Courtiers 

«nV.' <viOIfr dwrnffSTr Tkji^ vub \ rji • " 
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as unanimously oppofcd it; for fince 
their darling Succeffion was impeded by 
the firft Refolve, they were more a- 
verfe to the fecond than any' ' others' j 
their only Defign of propofing the Limi- 
tations, being to promote the Succeffion ; 
and therefore if the firft Refolve mull 
pafs, they would willingly have drop- 
ped the other, though it was their own 
Child. And next, this Refolve, if ap- 
proven, propaled, at the very Beginning 
of the Parliament, their Incapacity to 
manage the Nation, and make good 
their Engagements to the 'Englifb Mini- 
ftry: But the Cavaliers inftfting upon it, 
as what comprehended every Man 7 ^ 
Wifb, viz,. Religion, Liberty, ancl 
Trade ; and obferving that it took with 
the Houfe, called for, and preffed k 
Vote upon it ; which being often fhifted 
and poftpori'd by the Court, (the Chan- 
cellor not giving Orders as he ought, tb 
the Clerks to call over the Rolls upoh 
^ny Queftion offered by a Member, antt 
feconded by others; a certain Member, 
in Anfwer to'a Difcourfe made by my

was after that Manner convoyed from 
the Parliament Houfe to the Abbay y and 
nothing was to be feen or heard that 
Night, but Jollity, Mirth, and an uni- 
verfal Satisfaction and Approbation of 
what was done, and that by-People of 
all Ranks and Degrees. This, you may 
be fure, did much exalt the Cavaliers, to 
fee themfelves from being a poor, defpis'd, 
opprefs'd Party, become fo powerful as to 
carry fuch a material point in Parlia- 
ment, and gain the Love and good 
Wifhes of the Nation for fo doing. 
This, I fay, did much encourage them, 
and induce them to rene\V their Affu- 
rances, of continuing faithful in Defence 
of their Monarchy and Country.

Courtiers, were amongft the Number of 
thofe that were befpattered by , this 
Plot, and would willingly all qf them 
have profecuted the Authors of it to die 
utmoift Extremity j yet durft they by 
no means content to this Refofve, be- 
cause it loaded, and was levelled, againft 
their fuperior Powers, the Peers, Eng- 
land I and therefore they oppofed it with 
all their Might: But the Matter was 
fo hotjy handled, and the Injuftice, In- 
croachrnent, and Ufurpation of the Houfe 
of Lords, fo clearly proven, ai>d . the 
Neceffity of refentjing the fajiie, (left in 
a few Years the, Exgltjh fhqpld pretend 
their ppminipn.aqd Pqwer over ; u$> wa? 
prefcribed; fo * efte&ually reprcfented, 
that when it wa^ put to thp Vote, the 
£rft Branch, with relation- ,ta the Lord^ 
was approven by a gieat IVJajprity.; but 
the other Branch, concerning the Cpm- 
iiipns, was reje£M ? many feeiog 
pinion, it wouid have r beea an, undue 
Intermeddling ir^ the Englifr (Qqpcerns, 
for the Scots Parliament to cjeclaix" its 
PpjRWD, wh<?tU?r the, Evglijb were i» 
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the right or the wrong to the Queen, 
as Queen of England ? and below the 
Scots Parliament, to return them Thanks 
for not invading the Rights and Liber- 
ties of Scotland. This Claufe was not 
much valued by the Cavaliers ; fincethe 
only Defign of inferring it, was to ca- 
jole the Houfe of Commons, at that 
Time in very bad Terms with the Houfe . 
of Lords : But the kind Reception the 
other Branch met with, very much 
Courtiers di- humbled the Courtiers ; for they knew

And prevail, feft with the Whigg Lords, who pre- 
vailed fo far with Queen Anne, and 
Her Minifters, as to lay afide this 
motely Miniftry in Scotland, (as they 
termed it in England) and lodge the 

, Government again in the Duke's Hands.

km Character. Father not only in his Eftate, Honours, 
and Employments ; but likewife in his 
Lewdnefs and Difloyalty, and, if it 
was poffible, exceeded him in them 
both. He was not, ftrictly fpeaking, a 
Man of found Underftanding and Judg- 
ment; for all his natural Endowments 
were fullied with too much Impetuo- 
Cty, Pallion, and Pofitivenels, and his 
i-.ri'v ' Senfe 
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Senfe rather lay in a fudden Flafh of 
Wit, than a folid Conception and Re- 
flexion ; yet neverthelels he might well 
enough pafs as a very well accomplifh- 
ed Gentleman. He was extremely for- 
ward in effe&ing what he aimed at and 
defigned, which he owjaed and pro- 
moted above Board, being altogether 
free of the leaft Share of Diffimulation, 
and his Word fofacred, that one might 
a flu redly depend on it. His Head ran 
more upon the Camp, than the Court; 
and it would appeared Nature had 
dftflcd him up accordingly, being altoge- 
ther incapable of the fervile Dependen- 
cy, and flattering Infinuations requifite 
in the laft, and endowed with that 
cheerful, lively Temper, and perfonal 
Valour, efteemed and -necefTary in the 
other. In Scotland he afFe&ed and 
gained the leading of the Presbyterians, 
as his Father had done before him, and 
was upon that, and other Accounts, a 
very fignificant Man.

The great Difficulty and Queftion at Proceedings 
London was, what Meafures were to« ,En * ,a,Mj * 
be taken, to make this new defigned 
Miniftry fuccefsful. They forefaw, the 
other Party, when laid afide, would 
oppofe them : and being convinced that 
it was impoflible to carry the Succeflion 
in Scotland, uolefs England and Ihe were

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in better Terms, refolved to authorize 
the Queen to fet a Treaty on Foot, and 
Dominate and appoint Commiffioners to 
meet and treat with thofe of Scotland 
for that Effeft. And accordingly an 
Aft for that Purpofe was framed and 
paired in Parliament ; but withal fb imr. 
perious and haughty, that the Jike 
Treatment was never given by one Na- 
tion to another : For in the very A£t 
it felf they direft the Scots Parliament, 
after what Manner the Scots Commif- 
fioners were to be chofen ; exprefly 
prohibiting their own Commiflioners 
(whom they allowM the Queen to name) 
to meet and treat with thofe of Scot- 
land, unlets the Parliament of Scotland 
did allow the Queen the naming and 
appointing of them; And further, tq 
frighten the Scots into a Compliance, 
the declare all Scotsmen to be Aliens, and 
incapable to enjoy the Liberties and 
Privileges of Engltflwen ; prohibit the 
Importation of Sects Cattle and Linen- 
Cloth into England, and Exportation of 
Horfes and Arms into Scotland : And 
ordain, That Ships Ihould be appointed 
to difturb and moleft the Scots Trade^ 
with feveral other prohibiting Claufes, 
all which were to take Place about Eight 
Months thereafter, viz. Chriftmas 1705, 
Then they addrefs'd the Queen, That 
She would pnint the Roy^l Aflent tq 
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the abovementioned A& ; and give Or- 
ders to fend down Troops to the Bor- 
ders, and put the Towns of Nen>caJlU 9 
Tinmouth, Berwick, Carlijle, and Hull, in 
a Pofture of Defence. 
5 This was a ftrange Preamble and 
Introduttion towards an Agreement, 
Firft, to propofe an Amicable Treaty to 
remove Grudges and Animofities be* 
. twixt the two Nations ; but at the fame 
Time threaten the Scots with their 
Power and Vengeance, if they did not 
comply with what was demanded of 
them : And truly all true Scot [men look- 
ed upon it as a grofs Invafion on their 
Liberties and Sovereignty, and an info- 
lent Behaviour towards a free and inde- 
pendent People ; and 'twas odd fo wife 
a Nation as England fhould have been 
guilty of fo unpolitick a Step ; for they 
cpuld not have propofed a more effe- 
£tual Way to irritate the Scots Nation, 
(when I fay the Scots, I exclude the 
Courtiers and mercenary Members of 
Parliament, from that Category) and I 
look upon it as the firft Rife and Caufe 
of the general, I may fay, univerfal A- 
verfion, that appeared afterwards to 
the Union : Arid I never could hear a 
fatisfying Reafon given lor it, favirtg once 
I was amired by a pretty gobd Hand', 
that the Englijb would not have pre* 
fumed or ventured upon it, had not our

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own Statefmen propofed it to them, 
as what would effeftually frighten us 
to yield to what was demanded by 
them : Vile, ungrateful, rapacious Vul- 
tures! thus to tear their own Vitals, 
Little did they confider the Rock upon 
which they ran the Queen, when, by 
advifing Her to confent to a Deed, de- 
priving Her Subje&s of Her Protection, 
and declaring them Aliens, She at the 
fame Time abfolved them of their Al- 
legiance to Her, efpecially fince it was 
a received orthodox Maxim, at, and fince 
the Revolution, that Protection and Air 
legiance are reciprocal ; or, it feems, they 
had not advifed with the Lea rned Bacon 
or Cooky , who would ha/ve taught them, 
it was the conftant, unanimous Opinion 
of all the judges and Lawyers of Ettg-i 
liniy fince the Union of the two Crowns, 
That the Pfift> rute, that is, thefe born 
in the other Kingdom, after the Accef* 
fion of the fame Monarch to bq King of 
•both Kingdoms, were, by the Laws of 
Nature, and Cuftoms of all Nations, 
Freemen ; and had an uncontroverted 
natural Right to enjoy tl>e Privileges of 
the natural Free-born Sub>e&s of the o* 
ther Kingdom. However, the Enolijb 
flood at nothing to promote theitvDe- 
fign, ^nd were encouraged by having fq 
many Saoilmw to aflift them in it.

Now that we have difcuffed this Sett of k 
Minifters, let me compleat the Cha ra- 
fters of the leading Men of that Party,

could not be fixed to any Party or Prin- cbaracfcr - 
ciple, being a might Projedor, and ftill 

plodding 
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plodding how to advance himfelf, and, 
for that End, fteer'd his Courfe to ma- 
ny oppofite Shores ; by which Means he 
became diftrufted by both Cavaliers 
and Revolutioners. 'Twas Avarice and 
Ambition moved him to defert the 
Country Party, and go over with the 

M. of T e : But as foon as he 

found them going down the Hill, he 
left them altogether, and returned to 
his old Friends; though, I'm afraid, 
there's too much Reafon to believe, he 
afted a double Part. In Parliament he 
afFefted long premeditated Harrangues, 
wherein, having a prodigious Memory, 
he ufed to be very full in citing fuch 
PafTages of Hiftory, as made for what 
he advanced, driving Parallels betwixt 
preceeding and prefent Times. He was 
a well accomplifh'd Gentleman in moft 
, kinds of Learning ; well acquainted with 
the Conftitucion of this Kingdom, very 
dextrous in chufing the proper Seafons 
and Means of managing a Debate in 
Parliament, and a forward, uleful Mem- 
ber in a Party. 

The Cavaliers apply'd to the M. of 

T — e, and his Party, (who were 

henceforward always called, the Squa- 
&rone voUnte, from their pretending to 
aft by themfelves, and caft the Balance 
of the contending Parties in Parliament) 

that 
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that they would again unite with them 
in Defence of their Country ; but they 
pofitively refufed to treat or concert 
with the Cavaliers, refenting, to the 
greateft Height, the Difappointments 
they met with laft Year. 

The D. of £ y did not think fit 

to come down to the Beginning of this 
Seffion of Parliament, being defirous to 
fee how Affairs would go, before he ven* 
tured himfelf in a Country, where h$ 
was generally hated and abhorred ; and 

therefore he fent the D. of A e 

down as Commiffioner; ufing him *s 
the Monkey did the Cat, in pulling put 
the hot roafted Cbefnuts. 

The D. of H », before the Parli- 
ament met, had been often converfing, 

and in private with the E. of M r, 

and a great Familiarity and Confidence 
appeared to be betwixt them.

from, and the Reprefentative of a Fami- character. 
ly, not^d for its Loyalty on many Occa- 
sions, both ancient and modern, and 
much beholden to the Bounty of the 
Crown. f Tis true indeed, his Father 
embarqu'd with the Revolution. But 
if all be true that is reported, his Lord- 
fhip give a particular, tho' fatal .Sign of 
his Remorfe and Repentance. This pre- 
fect CJentleman's Fortune being in bad 

Cir- 
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Circumftances ; when he came to Age, 

. he devoted himfelf to the D. of ^ y y 

and the Court Meafures; to which he al- 
ways ftuck clofe, till in the Year 1704, 
he headed fuch of the D. of « — fs 

Friends, as oppofed the M. of T e 9 

and his Party's Defigns ; and that with 
fo much Art and Diffimulation, that he 
gained the Favour of all the Tories, and 
was, by many of them, efteemed an 
honeft Man, and well inclined to the 
Royal Family. Certain it is, he vowM 
and protefted fo much many a Time ; 

but no fooner was the M. of T e 9 

and his Party, difpofTeffed, than he re- 
turned as the Dog to the Vomit, and 
promoted all the Court of England?* 
Meafures, with the greateft Zeal ima- 
ginable. If he was not a Man of a good 
coram vobis, and was a very bad, though 
very frequent, Speaker in Parliament : 
But his great Talent lay in the cunning 
Management of his Defigns and Pro- 
jects, in which it was hard to find him 
out, vtfien he aimed to be incognito : 
And thus he fhewed himfelf to be a 
Man of good Senfe, but bad Morals.

Reafon to attribute his Grace's appear- 
ing with lefs Zeal and Forwardnels in 
this enfuing, than in former Parliaments, 
to fome Agreement that pafTed betwixt 
them two : And particularly, I was told 
by a Perfon of Knowledge and Integri- 
ty, that he knew the D. of H — a 
did promife not to oppofe the Queen's 
Affairs; and chiefly Her having the No- 
mination of the Commiffioners to the 
then defigned Treaty, provided he him- 
felf fhould be one of the Number, which 
was agreed to ; but more of this here- 
after. 

At the opening of this Seflion of Par- 7** 
liament, which met the 2%th of e june ment 
1705. there appeared three different 
Parties, viz. the CaValiers, the Squadroxe, Different

Courtiers; which laft cojififted of true-- 
blue Presbyterians and Revolutioners, and 
fuch as enjoy'd Penfions, and civil or 
military Pofts. .

was Commiffioner ; yet he was not able^*^ 

to 
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to oppofe the Ccvaliers* unlefs he cattie 
down, and, by his Prefence and Influ- 
ence, aflifted and fupported him : And 
indeed, while he was abfent, fuch of 
his Friends and Followers, who were 
left to follow their own Inclinations, 
and join with the Cavaliers laft Seffions, 
ftill continued in- that Way, and fo the 
Court Meafures were baffled in every 
thing that came before the Parliament ; 
but no fooner was his Grace amongft 
them, than, one way or other, he per- 
fwaded them every one to return again 
to his Beck, and aft as he propofed and 
direfted, though againft their own In- 
inflexions clinations and Judgments. And here I 
thereon. cannot but wonder at the Influence he 
had over Men of Senfe, Quality, and 
Eftates ; Men that had, at leaft many of 
them, no Dependence upon him ; and 
yet fo much deluded, as to ferve his am- 
bitious Defigns, contrary to the acknow- 
ledged Diftates of their own Confcience; 
for, at the fame Time, they knew and 
owned they were in the wrong, and 
would not fome of them ftand to fay, 
That though they voted fo and fo them- 
felves, yet they wifhed the Cavaliers 
might carry all the Votes. 
The Cavaliers This being Matter of Faft, clearly 
^^^'^demonftrates the Cavaliers were mi- 
ftaken in their Meafures and Politicks, 
when they poftponed the more material 

Affairs, 
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Affairs, and trifled away the Beginning 
of the Parliament on fome Acta that 
related to Trade, and • other Matters of 
no great Importance; for had they im- 
mediately called for the Queen's Letter, 
(which, and likewife the Commiflioner 
and Chancellor's Speeches, chiefly in- 
filled on the Neceffity and Advantage 
of treating with England) in order to 
return an Anfwer to it, the Treaty 
would have naturally fallen under Con- 
fideration ; and then the D. of — fs 
Friends and Party not being gone off 
from them, they might eafiiy have either 
reje&ed it altogether, or at leaft framed 
and clogged it as they pleafed, and cho- 
fen fucn Members as they had a Mind 
to be Commiffioners, for meeting and 
treating with the Commiffioners from 
England. Befides, I have always ob- 
ferved, if any thing for the Country's 
Intereft was to be attempted in a Scots 
Parliament, it mud be in the Beginning 
of the Seffion ; for in a little Time the 
Zeal and Fervour of the Members goes 
off, they become weary with Atten- 
dance, and fteal home to thfeir Country 
Houfes. And laftly, the Court, who 
had the Purfe and the Power, were ftill 
gaming upon the Country, who has no 
Arguments or Perfuafives to induce

rbePariu- 'Tis to no Purpofe to fpend fo much 
mens Pro- Time, as to narrate the Particulars of 

Z d T^Tof what P affed whilft the Parliament had 
tie Nation, the State of the Nation, in relation to its 
Trade, under Confideration ; 'tis fuffi- 
cient to fay, that feveral good Afts 
were prefented for that Purpofe ; fomfe 
of which paffed, and others were re- 
jefted in the Houfe ; and that the Courts 
according to their laudable Cuftom, op- 
pofed them all. 
A Council of 'Tis fit however particularly to men*- 
Trade created, tion, that a Council of Trade was ap- 
pointed, with Power to put the Laws, 
in relation to Trade, in Execution ; and 
it was recommended to them, to bring 
the Export and Import of the Nation 
to a Balance, and lay the fame before 
the Houfe next Seflions: This indeed 
was very neceffary ; for the Merchants 
met with no Encouragement, and Trade 
was carried on without any Regard to 
the Methods prefer i bed by Law; and 
thelntereftof the Nation. There wer e 
Propofahfor likewife feverai Propofals made for fup- 
apropcrCre- plying the National Money by a proper 
diu Credit, particularly one offered by Dr. 

Hugh Chamberlain, and another by Job* 
Law. The firft had, with the Projects 
in England^ broke, and fpent fo great a 

Part 
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Part of his own Money, that he wa$ 
neceflitated to fly out of that Kingdom. 
The other was the Son of a GoUfmith in 
Edinburgh, who, being left a fmall fi- 
liate, which he had feveral Years ago 
fpent, had ever fince lived by Gaming 
and Sharping ; and being a cunning 
Fellow, and nicely expert in all Man- 
ner of Debaucheries, found a Way 
quickly to get into my Lord D. of 
A— — — <?'s Favotir, and in Confidence 
df his, and the Squadron^ (with whom 
he was very intimate; their Afliftance. ■ 
he prefented a very plaufible Scheme, all 
the Court and Sqtiadrone (except fomethat 
were modied Men) efpoufed the fame; 
becaufe it was fo found, that, in procefs 
of Time, it brought all the Eftates oC 
the Kingdom to depend on the Govern- 
ment: But the Houfe reje&ed the Mo-~ . a - d 
tion, and pafled a Refolve, That the 9 * 
eftablifhirig aiiy kind of proper Credit, 
fo as to oblige it to pafs, was an unpro- 
per Expedient for this Nation.

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confiderable Limitations, that in Cafe 
fhey were difappointed in their Defigns 
concerning the Aft of Treaty, they 
might reaffume the Affair of the Succef- 
(ion, according to the old Proverb ; 
Catch Geeje if they cannot Gazelings. The 
Cavaliers, I fay, to prevent this After- 
game, had recourfe to the Meafure they 
- took laftSeffions, by propofing the fame 
Refolve, viz. " Refolved, That the Pa r- 
" liament will not proceed to the No- 
" mination of a SuccefTor, till we have 
" had a previous Treaty with England, 
u in relation to our Commerce, and o- 
" ther Concerns with that Nation. 
iC And further Refolved, That this£ar- 
" liament will proceed to make fuch 
« Limitations and Conditions of Go- 
" vernment, for the Rectification of our 
" Conftitution, as may fecure the Liber- 
a ty, Religion, and Independency of 
" trie Kingdom, before they proceed to 
u the faid Nomination. The Court 
and Squadrone both united againft this 
Refolve, although it advanced their re- 
fpe&ive Proje&s, viz. the Treaty and 
Limitations ; for the Squadroxe were no 
Ways now inclined for the Union ; and 
both favoured and promoted the Limi- 
tations, only in fo far as they might 
ferve to advance the SuccefTion. How-

upon it, and, by the Afliftance of the

in thefe Meafures, he had the faireft 

L % Garat 
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Game to play of any young Man that 
ever was in Scotland ; imce undoubtedly 
he would have been acknowledged and 
followed as the Head and Leader of the 
Cavaliers. But being of an eafy, fflean- 
fpirited Temper, governed by his Mother, 

and her Relations, the Family of R s y 

and extremely covetous, he could not 
refift the firft Temptation the Court 
threw in his Way ; and from the Time 
he firft engaged with them, he adhe- 
red clofeiy to their Intereft, and, with 
thegreateft Vehemency, profecuted their 
Meafures, notwithftanding all the 
Friends of his Father's Family remori- 
ftrated to him againft it, and that he loft 
the Efteem and Favour of them and the 
Cavaliers. He was a Man of good Un- 
derftanding^; yet was led by the Nofe 
by a Sett of Men whom he far furpafled : 
And never, in all his by-paft Life, did 
one material Aftion that was prudent 
and difcreet. His Courage, upon fome 
certain Accounts, was much queftioned ; 
but his Unfincerity and Falfenefs allow- 
ed by all, 

But to return to the Parliament: 
That Day this Refolve paft ; on this Oc- 
cafion the Inclinations of the People 
were feen by their Mirth and Rejoicings. 

On the 20th of July, the M. of T * 

prefented a Draught of a Letter, in An- 
swer to the Queen's, which was read next 
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Sederunt ; but a Motion being made, 
that the Houfe fhould, preferable to the 
faid Letter, take the Acts in relation to 
Trade under ConGderation, it was a- 
jgreed to. 'Twas unaccountable in the 
Squadrone to be Promoters of fuch a Piece 
of ftrange Stuff, and to expofe their Par- 
ty, by pufhing what they knew was 
not agreeable to the Houfe ; and that 
it was certain the Court would join 
with the Cavaliers, in oppofing every 
Motion that came from them. Their 
Defign was to fhew, that though the 
Refolve again ft the Succeflion had 
palled in the Houfe, it was none of 
their Fault ; and that they had ftill no 
other View, 'but to obtain the fame. . 
The Letter containing little, lave Inti- 
mations of their Readinels to cftabtifh 
the fame Succeflbr vt\\h England, beg- 
ging Her Majefty would grant them 
fuch Limitations on her Succeflbrs, a$ 
were neceflary for that Purpofe. And . 
laftly, afluring Her Majefty, that if this 
were once done, they would cheerfully 
fet about the Work. 

This being over, the Cavaliers incli- 
ned to proceed upon the Limitations, 
propofing tliereby to obftruft the Sue- TheCavaSns 
ceflion's being eftablifhed, in Cafe thsr™^*™ 
proje&ed Treaty fhould fail; for they ^jZtyl**'' 
knew the Court would not grant them 
the Royal A (Tent ; and that the Succeflion 

L j would 
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would be reje&ed. ■ Next, to make the 
beftthey could of an ill Bargain, by 
clogging the Monarch, in Cafe the Houfe 
of Hanover fhould come to the Crown. 
And laftly, to ingratiate themfelves with 
the People, who groaned exceedingly 
under the Oppreflion of England ; ancj 
were extremely fond of every Thing 
that feemed to free them of k : And a 
Motion being made to grant a firft 
Reading to an A61, and Commiffion for 
a Treaty with Englar/d, the D. of H—n<> 
in Oppofition thereto, moved, that the 
Houfe would proceed to the enafting of 
Limitations ; and a Vote being ftated in 
thefe Terms: " Proceed to confider the 
A61 for a Treaty, or Limitations; the lat- 
ter carried :.And in the fubiequent Sede- 
runt* of Parliament, feveral A&s for that

Several other i 
Overtures we.re made, that came not 
the Length of being ingrofTed into Afts : 
And though th<? Houfe did approve But got not 
the abovementioned Afts, pone of them the h**l 4F* 
obtained the Royal AlTent, though the^ w ' # 
Court promifed it often to many of the 
Members; and thereby wheedled over 
feveral to follow the Court, in framing 
the Aft of Treaty ; they thinking them- 
felves in a tolerable good State, by thefe 
Afts of Limitations, and never imagining 
thq Treaty would terminate as it did. But 
Mr. Fletcher of Salton having, in a long 
Difcourfe, fet forth the deplorable State 
to which this Nation was reduced, by 
being fubjefted to Englsfh Councils and, 
Meafures, while one and the fame Per-, 
fpn was King of both Kingdoms, did 
conclude, thefe abovementioned Afts of 
Limitation were not fufficient; aj\d 
therefore prefented a Scheme of Limita- 
tions, which he propofed fhould be in- 
grofTed into an Aft, and taken under 
the Houfe's Conjjderation : And though 
they did not pafs in the Hople, yet it 
\yill not be fimifs to fet th$m down here.

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Fletcher of That Eleftions fhalt be made at e- 
Sahon'j very Mich&elmas Head Court, for a new 
Schem > of Li- Parliament every Yfear to fit the Brji 
vutanons. ^ November next following, and adjourn 
themfelves from Time to Time till next 
Michaelmas : That they chufe their own 
Prefident ; and that every thing be de-

and under the fame Reftri&ions. 

XII. That if any King break in upon 
any of thefe Conditions of Government, 
he fhall, by the Eftates, be declared to 
have forfeited the Crown, 

Then he at large infifted on every 
particular Article, demonftrating, That 
the firft Eight were necefTary to prevent 
Englifi Influence over our Affairs, by 
rectifying our Conftitution; and the 
Ninths to enable the Nation to defend 
its Rights and Liberties ; the Tenth, to 
terrify the Minifters of State, from pre- 
fbming to give the King bad Advice, 
and aoing things contrary to Law. 
And here I muft mention, that the E. of 

S s having Jpoke againft: this 

Scheme, Mr. Fletcher, in Anfwer there- 
to, when he came to juftify this Article, 
fa id, It was no Wonder his Lordfhip 
was againft it; for, had there ben fuch 
an Aft, his Lord (hip had long e're now 
been hanged, for the Advices he gave 
K. James, the Murder of Glenco, and 
his (Jondu& fince the Revolution. The

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Eleventh^ he faid, was neceflary to pre- 
lerve the Judicatories from corrupt 
Judges; and added, if the Twelfth be 
not approven, fure I am, this Houfe muft 
own, they treated the laft K. James 
moft barbaroufly arid unjuftly. 

Another material Point under the The Pariu- 
Confederation of this Seffion, was tbt mi £ i * 9 * m 
Plot. The preceeding Seffion had Ad-^JfJ 
drefTed the Queen, to tranfmit, againft > £«. p/<*. 
the nextSeffions, fuch Perfons as were 
Evidences in, and fuch Papers as related 
to, that Affair. In the Beginning of this 

Seffion, the D. of H n and A e 9 

were very defirous to profecute it to the 
greateft Height : But the Cavaliers were 
not fo forward ; becaufe, firft, they 
were under a kind of Engagement, as 

above narrated, to the E. of M h 

and Sir. J. M— y of Pbilipbau%k> 

that if the D.of £ ?s Friends did 

oppofe the M. of T e % and his Par- 
ty, in the former Seffions, not to infift 
on that Affair : Befides, it would irri- 
tate them to fo great a Degree, that 
many of them would not concur in op- 
pofing the defigned A& for a Treaty ; 
and this would ruine all. Next, they 
were afraid they might well JOhow their 
Teeth, but could not bite ; the Edge of 
many Peoples Indignation againft it be- 
ing blunted by its lying fo long dor- 
mant* Had it indeed been entered up- 
on 
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on while the Horrour of it was frefli in 
their Minds, and whilft the D. of £z~-j* 
and the other Confpirators, were in Dif- 
grace, and had not the Government in 
their Hands, there were many would 
have pufhed it violently enough; but 
the Cafe was altered, and, as Matters 
flood then, they were afraid they fhould 
be baffled in the Attempt. But after 

the D. of O y came down, and fe* 

duced all iuch of his Friends as had* ift 
the laft, and Beginning of this Seflions, 
Hood for the Country, the Cavaliers did 
not fb much oppofe the two D's Defir^ 
of profecuting the Plotters ; but were 
refolved to ftand as it were Neutral, 
till they faw, if they and the Squadrone 
could prove any Thing againft the Con- 
trivers of it. It being therefore moved, 
that the Houfe might know what An- 
fwer the Queen had given to the above- 
mentioned Addrefs from the laft Sef- 
fion ; my Lord Commiflioner acquaint- 
ed the Houfe, he had received fome of 
the Papers that were before the Engl/Jb 
Houfe of Lords, which he had put in 
my Lord Secretary London's Hands, 
and expe&ed the reft in a little Time : 
But when the Houfe went upon the 
Confideration of thefe Papers, they were 
found to be no more than Copies ; for 
none of the principal Papers, nor the 
Perfons that were Evidences, and re- 
* j mained 
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mained in London; fuch as Sir John 
M'lean, Mr. Kjith, and others, were 
fqnt to Scotland; and thofe who liv'd 
iji Scotland, fuch as Campbell of 
and Captain MHeod, were fent out of 
the Way ; by which it was plain, the 
Queen, and Her Miniftry, did not de- 
fign a fair and full Trial ; fince the Par- 
liament could not proceed, unleft the 
Perfons that were Evidences, and the 
original Papers, were at their Com- 
mand, whereupon to have founded 
their Alledgeance, and proven the fame. 

However the D. of H n and A — -e> 

the L. B », Baily of Jervefoood, 

and fome others, made Difcourfes in 
the Parliament : Wherein they vindica- 
ted themfelves, and afferted, That the 
Acculation againft them, in the Difcove- 
ry of the faid pretended Plot, was falfe 

and calumnious. But the D. of A e 

particularly, in a long Difcourfe, very 
handfomely narrated the Beginning, 
Progrefs, and Conclufion of the whole 
Affair, did illuftrate the Defign of it; 
whence it had its Rife, and who were 
the Promoters ot it : Accufed the D. of 

y of endeavouring to give the 

Queen bad Im pre/lions of Her good 
Subjects ; producing Copies of Letters 
from him to Her, affirming the whole 
Cavaliers were concerned in the Plot, 
or at leaft Enemies to Her ; and that 
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* 

he had, tile better to carry on this Def-I 
fign^ employ'd and held Correfpondencfi 
with, and furnifhed Paftports and Mo- 
ney to Frdzer, and infifted upon many 
othtr Particulars, which rendered the 
Affair* and Promoters of it, moft odi- 
ous : And though his Grace did feveral 
times term the Defign (of which he a£ 

ferted the D. of Q y by Name 

and Sirname, and fevefal others, to be 
the Authors and Abettors; vilianous^ 
difhonourable, falfe, and fcandalous, 
and not to be tolerated in a well- 
governed Kingdom : Yet the D. of 

y y and his Accomplices, made 

no Anfwer, fuffering all thefe and the 
like reproachful Epithets, being confci* 
ous of their own Guilt, and glad to e* 
^fcape at fo eafy a Rate: And this was 
all that was done in expifcating that 
villanous Defign, in which the Lives 
and Fortunes of many of the chief Fami- 
lies of the Kingdom were levelled at.

TrtJj. * done * n relation to the Ad of Treaty: 

The E. of M r, in the Beginning of 

this Seffion, had prefented the Draught 
of an Aft, for appointing Commiflioners 
to treat with the Commiflioners from 
England, upon an Union of the Two 
Kingdoms of Scotland anfd England, which 
lay upon the Table till moll of the Co- 
vertures, in relation to Trade, and the 

Limn 
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Limitations were dtfcufled; but theft* 
being now over, was reafTumed. Both 
it and the Englijb A£t were much of the 
fame Nature, both impowering Cofti- 
miflioners to meet and treat with one 
another of an Union of the two King- 
doms, and reftri&ing them from treat- 
ing of any Alterations of the Church- 
Government and Difcipline, as eftablifh- 
ed by Law in the refpe&ive Realms; 
only, as I (aid before, the Englijb Aft 
gave the Nomination of their Commif- 
fioners to the Queen, and even required 
the fame of the Scots, without which 
they difcharged their Gommiffioners to 
meet and treat. But the Draught pre- 
fented by the E. of M — ■ — r, left the 
Power of the Nomination blank j and 
we fhall fee afterwards how that Affair 
was managed : Mr. Fletcher of Salton, 
in a pathetical Difcourfe, reprefented the 
fcurrilous and haughty Procedure of the 
Englijb in this Affair ; and exhorted them 
to refent this Treatment, as became 
Scotfmtn, by throwing the Motion of a 
Treaty, until it were propofed in more 
civil and equal Terms, out of the Houfe 
with Indignation. But the Houfe, re- 
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were read* The Cavaliers and Coun- 
try Parties obferving, that there Was a, 
gfeat Inclination in the Houfe to fet * 

M treaty 
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Treaty on Foot, thought it improper to 
oppofe it any longer in general Terms ; 
and therefore refolved to endeavour to 
clog the Commiffion with fuch Reftri- 
ftions and Provifions, as fliould retard 
the Treaty's taking Effeft : And for that 

End, the D. of H n prefented a 

Claufe to be added to the Aft, in thefc 
ACUufea- Terms: viz. " That the Union to be 
g&infl an in- " treated on, fhould no Ways derogate 
cnportting u f rona an y fundamental Laws, ancient 
Vnlon. a Privileges, Offices, Rights, Liberties, 
" and Dignities of this Nation. This 
the Court vigoroufly oppofed, feeing it 
fecluded them from treating on an en- 
' tir6 or incorporating Union ; of which 

the abolifhing of our Parliaments, and 
Subverfion of our Conftitution, was a 
nece(Tary Confequence. And it was 
this kind of Union England defigned and 
defired ; becaufe it rivetted the Scots in 
perpetual Slavery, depriving them of 
any legal Method to redrefs themfeives 
of the Injuries they might receive from 
them, by keeping them Poor, and under 
their Chains. On the other Hand, the 

D.of £ E. of S — ! j, and all 

that were throughly on a Revolution 
Foot, were inclined the lame Way ; be- 
ciufe they were confcious of their own 
Guilt, and afraid, fome Time or other, 
a Scots Parliament (if referved even un- 
der a federal Union; might take them 
v * 1 ■ • to 
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to task, and punifli them as they defervedi 
Whereas if it were out of their Power, 
and the Scots Reprefentation ftifled and 
fupprefled by the much greater Majority 
of the EngUfb Reprefentation in one and 
the fame Parliament, they expe&ed to 
be protefted againft the juft Refent- 
ments of an injured and exafperated 
Nation. For thefe, and fuch Reafons, Oebate there* 
I fay, the Court oppofed this Claufe J 1** 
and the Arguments they adduced fttf 
reje&ing it, were tb this Furpofe : That 
fince Scotland and England were undfcb 
the fame Sovereign, who did here me* 
diate betwixt Her two Kingdoms ; and 
that England had given ample Powers to 
their Commiflioners, it would be unbe- 
coming in Scotland to reftrift their Com- 
miflioners, and inferred a Jealoufy of 
Her Majefty : That it might occafion a 
Stop to the Treaty ; fince it was to be 
believed, That England would expeft 
our Commiflioners (hould meet and 
confer with as full Powers as theirs i 
And laftly, ther§ could be no Hazard in 
not reftri&ing our Commiflioners ; fince 
it was exprefiy provided, That no Mat- 
ter or Point treated of, and agreed to, 
fliould take Place, and be of Force, un* 
lefs it be firft reported to, and obtain 
the Approbation of the Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms : That when this Re- ' 
port was made, then was the proper 

M 2 Time 
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Time to confider, whether they would 
agree to that Scheme of Union, which 
the Commiflioners had proje&ed, or re- 
ject it. To this it was anfwer'd, That 
Scotland and England's being under one 
Sovereign, was the Reafon why this 
Claufe was neceflary ; fince woful Ex- 
perience taught us, and it had been 
often complained of in this Houfe, that 
our Sovereign was under Engli(h Influ- 
ence, and fubjeft to the Counfels of Her 
Englifb Minifters, who regarded the 
Imereft and Honour of Scotland no far- 
ther than was confiftent with that of 
England : That the adding this Claufe, 
could never infer the leaft Miftruft of the 
Queen's Inclinations towards Her anci- 
ent Kingdom ; fince all that could be 
made of it was, That the Scots Parlia- 
ment being fenfible, that the Queen was 
not in a Capacity to know the Intereft 
and Circumftances of Scotland, fo well 
as that of England, had taken Care to 
prevent any inconveniencies that might 
a rife from thence: That there were 
ibme Things fo facred, that the Jeaft In- 
novation or Alteration, far tefs abrogat- 
ing, or fufpending of them, was never 
to be tampered with, or the Subjeft of 
any Treaty : And the Particulars of this 
Claufe ; fuch as, the Sovereignty, Inde- 
pendency, and Freedom of the Nation, 
being of this Nature, ought to be added ; 

That 
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That England could not take it imifs, 
feeing they themfelves had, before they 
advifed with us, reftri&ed their own 
Commiffioners from treating on any 
Alteration of the Church Government 
of that Kingdom. But whether that 
had been or not, we were a free, inde- 
pendent People; and had a Power to 
give what Inftru&ions, Powers, and 
Keftri&ions we pleafed to our Commifli- 
oners ; neither was it to be imagined, that 
England, upon the Account of this Claufe, 
would refufe to treat, bccaufe the very 
lame Claufe, in the fame exprefs Words, 
was inferted in the A& of Treaty, in the 
Reign of King James Vh and to the fame 
Phrpofe in moft of the fubfequent Atts 
of Treaty ; and yet neither that King, * 
(who would have had good Reafon to be 
offended at any Difrefpeft or Diftruft 
fhown toward him, who was known 
by the Scots, acquainted with their Hu- 
mours and Conftitutions, and had given 
fignal Proofs of his Affeftion to his na- 
tive Country andSubje&s) nor his Sue- 
ceflbrs, nor the Parliament of England, 
made any Scruple upon that Account, 
to meet and treat with the Commiffio- 
ners of Scotland. Thefe, and many o- 
ther Argument?, were adduced for and a- 
gainft this Claufe ; and theQueftion being 
put, Add the Claufe or not, it carried in ^Bed* 
the Negative by Plurality of two Voices. 

M i And 
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And hpre I muft obferve, and lament 
the woful Fate of this Nation; for 
though it was well known, that the 
fclouie was to be that Day upon this 
grand Affair, and the Court had mu- 
ftered together every Individual of their 
Party ; yet Seven or Eighf of the Cava- 
• Jier and Country Parties were abfent, 
and thereby loft this Claufe ; which, 
had it pa fled, would have proven a 
mortal Stroke to the Court ; they being 
refolved to have laid afide theTreaty of 
Union, and adjourned the Parliament ;

And the Courtiers, upon the fame; 
Grounds, oppofed it; but obferving it 
took with the Houfe, they did not pre- 
fume to do it openly, but by a confequen-

And now the Court thought themfelyes 
fecure of having a Treaty ; for, if the 
Claufe was turned into an Aft at the 
CJofe of the Seflion, (when they had 
no more to require of the Parliament at 
this Time) they might grant the Royal 
The vfe they AfTent to the Aft of Treaty, or refufe 
proofed to it to this, as they fliould oe direfted 
from England: And in cafe the Claufe 
was turned into an Order of the Houfe, 
then they might diffolve the Parliament, 
(their Lawyers afluring them, that no 
Orders of a Parliament were valid, and 
in Force, after its Diffolution) by which 
Means the Aft, impowering CommiC?

have proceeded to any more Bufinefs 
that Night ; when, inftantly after the 
laft Name in the Roll was called, the 

D. of H n y addrefling himfelf to 

the Chancellor,, moved, That the. No-- 
1 minqtion of the Commiflioners for the 
Treaty fhould be left wholly to the 
Queen. 

Delate then- This, you may be fure^ was very fur- 
upon. prizing to the Cavaliers, and Country 
Party ; 'twas what they did not expeQ: 
1 fliould have been moved that Night, 
. and never at any Time from his Grace, 
who had, from the Beginning of the 
Parliament to this Day, roared and ex- 
claimed againft it on allOccafions; and 
about 12 or 15 of them ran out of the 
Houfe in Rage and Defpair, faying a- 
loud, 'twas to no Purpofe to ftay any 

longer, fince the D. of H n had 

delerted, and fo bafely betray'd them. 
However, thofe that remained oppof- 
ed it with all their Might ; and a hot 
Debate arofe upon it, wherein the Ca- 
. valiers ufed the very Arguments that 

the D. of H n had often infilled 

on, upon this and the like Occafions. 
What! leave the Nomination to the 
. Queen ! No ; She is, in a Manner, a 
Prifoner in England ; and the Eftates of 
Scotland had taught us our Duty, in a 
Cafe nearly related to this, duqng the 

Cap, 
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Captiyity of King James I. Our Queen 
knew none of us, but as introduced by 
Her English Miniftry, and recommended 
by our Inclinations to ferve that King- » 
dom. Our Queen never had an Oppor- 
tunity to know the true Intereft of our 
Country ; and though She did, yet, as 
She was circumftantiated, could not 
Ihew Her Regard for it; and whothefl 
fo proper to nominate Scots Commiflior 
ners to treat on Scots Affairs, as a Scots 
Parliament ? The Court, and the D. of 

H n y (though he well enough faw 

the re, and many other Speeches and 
Motions; fuch as, that no Perfon that 
had any Eftate in England, fhould be of 
the Number of the Commiflioners, were 
levelled at him ) made few or no An- 
swers to the Arguments againft the Mo- 
tion ; but infifting, that the Senfe of the . ' 
Jloufe might be known upon it, a Vote 
was ftated at laft in thefe Terms: 
" Leave the Nomination of the Com- 
f* miflioners to the Queen, or to the 
" Parliament : And the former, by the 
unfortunate and unfeafonable Abfence of 
thefe abovementioned 12 or 15 Mem- 
bers, did carry by a Plurality of 8 Voi- carried.

and any Perlon, that will be at the 
Pains to refleft upon the Management 
of this Affair, muft be the more enraged, 
when he fees how eafily it might have 
been, and yet was not prevented ; for, 
if fhe firft reftri&ing Claufe (which 
was loft by the unaccountable Neglett 
of fome Members) had been carried, 
we fbould not have had one Word more 
of the Treaty ; or had the Nomination 
been left to the Parliament, (which 
was loft by the unreafonable Humours of 
fuch Members as left the Houfe in a 
Hurry) thofe of the Commiffioners that 
represented the Barons would have 
been lb well chofen, that they might 
/eafily have obftru&ed the Treaty 's be- 
ing Drought to fuch a Conclufion as af- 
terwards happened. For I may affirm, 
fit confifting with my certain Know- 
ledge) that • the Englifb^ knowing the 
Backward nefs of the Scots Nation to en- 
ter into an Incorporating Union, would, 
if there Had been but two or three 
Members in the Scots CommifSpn that 
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oppofed it, been fo far from pufliing it as 
they did, that the Treaty would have 
been advanced no further than thofe o- 
thers that had been fet on Foot formerly.

Part in this Affair a little more parti- H — UiV 
cularly : 'Tis true, fome Reports had Behaviours 
been whifpered about, from the Begin- 
ning of the Parliament, that his Grace V 
Behaviour in this Point would prove 
as it did, and many were uneafy at the 

«reat Familiarity that appeared betwixt 
im and the E. of M r ; but yet 

all were unwilling to believe any thing 
that was amifs ot one, who had flood 
fo firm, and done fuch Service to his 
Country, efpecially in this Point, where- 
upon ne had fo frequently, nay, not 
many Days before it fell out, exprefTed 
and declared his Opinion and Refolu- 
tion. But the following Particular will 
make his Conduft the mort'unaccoun- 
table: That very Morning, on which 
this Affair was concluded, about 40 or 
50 of the Cavaliers being met together* 
had under Confideration, whether ic 
would be moft proper to chufe the 
Commifli oners in a full Houfe ; or that 
every Eftate fliould feparate and chufe 
fuch as Ihould reprefent themfelves; 
And inclined to prefer the laft ; becaufe 
they were fu re, to carry what Barons 
tliey pleafed, but might run the Hazard

t>f lofing all the other Way ; yet fuch 
was their Confidence in, and Deferencfe 
to, the Duke, that before they would 
determine themfelves pofitively in it, 
they difpatched the E. of S ■■ e, 
George Lockbart of Carnwath, and George 
Home of Whitfeldy to acquaint his Grace 
of what had pafTed amongft them, 
and defire his Opinion : But his Grace 
being abroad when they came to wait 
upon him, the Meflage was not com- 
municated to him, till juft as the Parlia- 
ment fat down, Mr, Lockbart meeting 
him accidentally in the outer Houfe, 
delivered his Commiflion ; to which he 
gave this Anfwer : Tell thefe Gentlemen, 
'twill be Time enough for us to confider 
on that Affair ; for it fliall not be in 
this Day. I never yet could hear of a- 
ny reafonable Excufe he made for this 
his Behaviour. 'Tis true indeed, he en- 
deavoured to vindicate himfelf, by al- 
leging, that after the Parliament had 
rejected the feveral Claufes that were 
propofed to be added to the Aft, 
thought it to no Purpofe to ftrive any 
longer ; for fince the Court would have 
had a Majority, to give the Nomina- 
tion to the Queen, he might be allowed 
to give Her the Compliment. And 
next, that he thought it better ; be- 
caufe if the Commiffioners that were 
named by the Queen, did what was not , 



V 
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approved of in the fubfequent Parlia- 
ment, we might better and more fevere- 
ly take them to task, than if we had 
named them our felves : But, with his 
Grace's Permiflion, this will not ftand 
the Teft ; for, to confider the laft Part 
of the Argument firft, it cannot be ad- 
mitted, that the leaving the Nomination 
to the Queen, was preferable to the 
Parliament's having it ; becaufe it was 
obvious and plain, that if the Queen had 
the Nomination, She would take Care 
•to pitch upon fuch as would be very 
pliable, and do what was defired of 
them ; and fince it was as plain, that 
there was too great an Inclination in 
the Houfe to have a Treaty, and accept 
of an Union, there was the greater 
Need to have fome well-chofen Perfons 
upon it, that would be an Awe-band 
over others ; and reprefent Matters 
fairly and fully, both at the Treaty, and 
in the fubfequent Parliament: And next, 
his Grace had no Reafon to imagine, 
that the Court was able to carry it to 
the Queen. For he knew that the Ab- 
fence of fome of the Cavaliers was the 
only Reafon of lofing the Reftri&ing 
Claufe ; and that there were feveral o- 
thers that voted all along with the 
Court formerly, would have left them 
upon this Occafion ; and confequently 
thofe Members I fpoke of, not de- 

fated

feited the Houfe, the Cavaliers, inftead 
of the Court, had carried the Vote by 
Eight Voices: And then he might 
have been fure of having had all the 
Barons, fuch as were his Friends, and 
would have been faithful and ufeful to 
the Country. But I am afraid the true 
Matter was, his Grace had a true Mind 
to be one of the Treaty himfelf, and, 
forefeeing he would not be named by 
the Parliament, he refolved to rely up- 
on the Commiflioners, and the E. of 
M ■ r's Promife, of his being nam- 
ed by the Queen : And therefore (whe- 
ther by Capitulation with thefe noble 
Lords, or merely a Thought of his 
own, the better to recommend him to 
the Queen on this Occafion, I fhall not 
determine) took upon him to make the 
Motion, that it might appear he had 
indeed made the Compliment, and been 
the Promoter and Advancer of leaving 
the Nomination to the Queen: And, 
to confirm what I advance, let us re- 
member, that we never heard of any 

other Reafon for the D* of A e 7 s 

not being named upon the Treaty, than 
his having reprefented to the Queen, 
that he had engaged upon his Honour 

to bring the D. of H n to be upon 

the Treaty ; or elfe, that he would not 
be concerned in it himfelf ; And the 
Qpeen refufing to name the D, of * 
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ds he had promifed he refented it fb 
far, that he would not fuffer himfelf to 
be named ; and even fhreaten'd, at that 
Time, to oppofe the Union upon that 
Account, though Ways and Means 
Were fallen upon afterwards, to induce 
him to alter his Mind. But to return 
back to his Grace's Defences: Let us 
fuppofe them to be good ; yet I would 
fain ask,, whence he got that new 
Light, and that fo fuddenlyii and why 
did he not communicate the fame to 
his Friends, that, if they had been of 
the fame Mind, all might have gone on 
that Way, and the Complement to the 
Queen been the greater : Little did he 
confider, their differing this Time en- 
couraged the Court, and occafioned a 
thoufand falfe Reports, which did a 
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Jealoufy that, in fome Meafure, contribut- 
ed much to the bad Succefs that attend- 
ed the Country's Affairs afterwards. 1 
have dwelt the longer upon this Sub- 
jefit ; becaufe, as I fa id before, this fa- 
tal Act was the firft fuccefsful Step to- 
wards Scotland's Chains ; and all I fhall 
add concerning it, is an old Scots Proverb, 
That fitting bemixt two Chairs^ often occa-

He was a Man framed and cut out HicbaraQn, 
for Bufinefs, extremely capable, and ex- 
tremely afliduous; of a proud, afpir- 
ing Temper, and, when his Affairs and 
Politicks went right, haughty to* a 
great Degree; and, vice verfa, the ci- 
villeft, complaifanteft Man alive, and a 
great Affe&er of Popularity ; he had 
gone backwards and forwards fo often, 
and been guilty of fuch mean, un- 
gentlemanny Compliances, to procure 
the Favour of that Party with which 
he defigned to engage ; that no Man 
whatfoever placed any Truft in him ; 
even thofe of the Revolution Party on- 
ly employed him as the Indians worfhip 
tne Devil, out of Fear ; and as foon as 
they found themfelves ftrong enough 
without him, they kicked him out of 
Doors ; and though honeft Men wel- 
comed a Gueft fo capable to ferve them, 
and willing to do their, and now his, ' ^ 

N 2 Ad- 
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Adverferies all the Prejudice he could % 
yet they were fecretly glad to fee one 
that had been lo fevere to them, hum- 
bled : As it was plain his being turned 
out of the Secretary's Office, was the 
Caufe that induced him to oppofe the 
Union ; fo, upon that Account, he was 
much carefled, but little trufted, by the 
Cavaliers. 

During the flhort Interval betwixt 
, the Scots and Englijh Parliaments, let 

us give a particular Account of two or 
three worthy Scots Patriots, that have 
lhewn great Zeal for their Country's 
Service, and made a great Appearance 

in it; and thefe are the E.of £ /, 

• E. M /, and the L. B o. 

; " Life with general Applaufe, and, by a 
conftant Traft of Honefty and Inte- 
grity, gained the Efteem of all Men : 
He did not make a great outward 
Appearance at the firli View; yet 
. was a Man of good Underftanding, of 
great Honour and Loyalty, well-temper- 
ed, courteous and affable, and defer vedly 
much trufted by all that wifhed well 
to the Royal Family, His own Fami- 
ly was always Loyal, and had fo great 

a 
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a Concern in the Welfare and Pro- 
fperity of the Kingdom, (being thefe 
many Years heretable- Conftable of 
Scotland) that it was natural to expeft, 
he would prove a feithful Subjeft, and a 
good Countryman. 

E. M 1 - 1 of Scotland was Ma- e. M-- 
fter of a quick and lively Spirit, a great cbarta 
Vivacity of Wit, an undaunted Cou- 
rage, and in fhort, of a Soul capable ' 
of doing great Things : But his Mif- 
fortune was, he could not ferioufljy 
at leaft for any Traft of Time, apply ' 
himfelf to Bufinefs, being loofe and ir- 
regular in bis Meafures, and too bent 
upon his Pleafures. However, being a 
Man of Honour and Capacity, he was 
always faithful to his Prince and Coun- 
try, did them both great Service, and 
merited much from them. 

* 

L. B o did not take the L. B- 

Oaths, and comply with the Govern- ch * tati 
ment after the Revolution, till the Year 
1704. that he was perfwaded to it, 
merely to give his Affiftance to prevent 
the Court's Defigns, of fettling the Sue- 
ceflion of the Crown on the Family of 
Hanover • he was a Man of excellent 
Parts, improven by great Reading; be- 
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ing perhaps one of the beft Lawyers in 
the Kingdom, and very expert in the 
Knowledge of the Scots Conftitution; 
he reafoned much and pertinently in 
Parliament; and teftifying, on all Occa- 
fions, an unihaken Loyalty to his 
Prince, and zealous Affe&ion to his 
Country, he gained the Love and Ji- 
fteem of all good Men. 

But let us turn our Thoughts to the 
Parliament of England, (which met the 
2%th of October) all Men were anxi- 
ous to know, whether or not that 
Houfe would repeal the Claufp in their 
Aft complained of by the Scots, upon 
the doing whereof the Commencement 
of the defigned Treaty depended. 
This happened to be the firft Seflion 
of that Parliament, and the Court was 
afraid to propofe this Affair, till once 
they knew a little of the Temper of 
the Members, of which this new Houfe 
confifted ; for which Reafon it was not 
moved till about the latter End of this 
Year. But by that Time, it was evi- 
dent enough oy their Proceedings, that 
the Court and Whiggs now conjoined 
together, had a vaft Plurality of Voi- 
ces, and fo Mr. Secretary Harley mov- 
ed, That the Claufe of the Aft, paffed 

laft 
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la ft Seflion, declaring the Scots to be 
Aliens after the 25th of December, lhould 
be repealed. To which Mr. Bromly, 
and teveral others of the Tories, re- 
turned Anfwer to this Effeft; That 
they had remonftrated againft this Aft 
laft Seflion; becaufe they thought it 
a Piece of unneceflary and unwarran- 
table Injuftice done to the Scots, and an 
irregular Procedure towards perfwad- 
ing them to meet, and treat in a friend- 
ly Manner, and with a Difpofition of 
Agreement : But fince the Houfe was 
then of another Opinion, they were 
obliged to fubmit. But they would 
gladly know, what was the Matter 
now ; why thefe very People that pro- 
pofed it laft Year, and told us, it was 
abfolutely neceffary for the Honour 
and Security of EngUnd, are the firft 
that propofe the repealing of it now ? 
To this little Return was made, fave 
that the Scois feemed to be of a bet- 
ter Temper, and more difpofed to- 
wards an amicable Agreement,* and a 
Treaty of Union, than formerly ; and, 
in general, that it was necelTary ; and 
fo it was at laft found, and according- 
ly repealed by both Houfes. The To- 
ries indeed gave little or no Oppofi- 
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tion to it; for they knew that the ob? 
ftru&ing any Meaiure that would pro- 
mote a Treaty of Union with Scot? 
land, would be mighty difpleafing to 
the People ot England, who were very 
fond of it ; and next they confidered, 
that if the projefted Union did not 
come to pafs, (and indeed there was 
not then, nor a long Time after, e're 
a Man in Britain expe&ed it ) they 
had a fair Occafion to blame and at- 
tack the Miniftry, for thus proftitut- 
ing the Honour of England, by firft 
promoting this A£t as fo necefTary for 
England, and then repealing it, to gra-

niaronocky Mr. Fletcher of Salton, and 
Mr. Henry Maul of KjHj> ( who were 
the chief Inftruments of perfwading 

him 
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him to attend the Treaty ) and wrote 

to the D. of H ■ ■■ ■ n, who 

was then in Lancafhire: And having 
communicated to them his Difficul- 
ties, he defired their Advice and Di- 
rection, how he fhould behave, and 
particularly, whether or not he fhould 
proteft and enter his Diffent againft 
thefe Meafures; being refolved to re- 
ceive Inftru&ions from them, as a 
Warrant for his Procedure, and to 
juftify his Conduft : To whom they 
all unanimoufly returned this Anfwer, 
That if he fhould proteft, he could 
not well continue longer to meet with 
the other Commiffioners ; and if he 
entered his Diflent, it would render 
him odious to them ; that they would 
be extremely upon the Refer ve 
with him, lo as he would be utter- 
ly incapable to learn any Thing that 
might be ufeful afterwards in the op- 
posing the Defign ; Whereas if he fat 
quiet, and concealed his Opinion as much 
as poflible, they, expe&ing to perfwade 
him to leave his old Friends and Party, 
would nor be fo fhy, and he might 
make Difcoveries of their Defigns, and 
thereby do a fingular Service to his . 
Country ; therefore they agreed in 
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advifing him, neither to proteft, nor 
difTent, nor do any Thing that might 
difcover his Opinion and Defign, un- 
lefs he could find two or three more 
to concur, and go along with him, 
(which was not to be expe&ed) : But 
to fit filent, making his Remarks of 
every Thing that pafled, and remain 
with them as long as poflible he 
could ; and then at laft, before fign- 

- ing of the refult of the Treaty, to 
find out fome Fretencc or other of 
abfenting himfelf. Mr. Lockhart hav- 
ing thus accepted of his Employ- 
ment, only to gratify the Defire of thofe 
of his Party, and that he might ferve 
them; and having regulated his Con- 
duft as they dire&ed, having ex- 
aftly done all, and nothing more than 
they required of him. And it being 
evident, that upon this Account he 
drew upon himfelf the Difpleafure 
and Malice of the Court in a par- 
ticular Manner. It was hard that the 
Cavaliers likewife Ihould have ob- 
je&ed againft him: What! (faid 
they, after he came down to 

• land from the Treaty, and continu- 
ed fo faying, till they faw him as 
keen as any in Scotland againft the 

Union, 
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Uniort, when under the Parliament's 
Confideration ) he of the Country 
Party, and fuffer an Incorporating 
Union to be agreed without oppofing 
it? What! He a Well-Wirfier to 
the Royal Family, and hear the Suo 
ceffion of the Crown given to Ha- 
nover, without protefting again ft it ? 
Thefe and fuch like were their Say- 
ings of him : I believe indeed they 
did not, and there are but few ftill 
that know the Grounds upon which 
he went: But thefe Gentlemen were . 
to blame, (but 'tis what they often 
fall into) and 'tis very difcouraging 
to cenfure and condemn the Aftions 
of thofe that they have no Reafon 
to diftruft. It is impoflible, at leaft 
improper, to difcover all the fecret 
Springs and Motives that induced 
fuch and fuch Meafures to be taken 
by all that are well Wifhers to that 
Caufe ; and if they have obferved 
the Perfons doing Things for which 
they do not underftand the Reafons, 
to have formerly behaved honeftly, 
they ought to reft fome Time in 
Sulpence before they give their Judg- 
ment. However, Mr, Lockbart was 
fo well warranted for what he did, 

and 
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and his conftant Behaviour fince he came 
to be a Parliament Man fo unblame- 
able, that he has no Caufe to be un- 
eafy at fo rafli and unreafonable 
Cenfures, and might rather have ex- 
pe£ted from the Cavaliers, their Kind- 
nefs than Dilpleafure. But to wave 
this Digreffion, which I thought ne- 
celTary, becaufe of the unjaft Cenfures 
of fome upon that Gentleman's Be- 
haviour ; let us proceed to the Matter 
we are upon. 

Yet before we come to give an Ac- T ^ ftrfl mf* 
count of the Treaty it felf, let us of tb$ Treaty:

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the Scats Aft of Security, and con- 
cerning Peace and War, into Laws* 
knew the Tories, who waited only 
for a proper Time, defigned to lay 
hold on this as a Handle where- 
withal to pull him down ; and there- 
fore, to fave himfelf, by amufing 
England with the Hopes of an entire 
Union, he fet this Treaty on Foot, 
with a Defign to have fpun it out 
fo long, as he was in Hazard of the 
Attempts and Malice of his Enemies. 
T£* Whiggs But the Whigg Party joined moft 
in England, fincerely in the Meafure of an In- 
corporating Union; They knew the 
Scots would not fettle, the Succeffi^ 
on of their Crown as it was in 
England, without either fuch Limi- 
tations upon the Sovereign, as would 
(ecu re them, and their Interefts, 



Councils ; or good Terms From Eng* 
gUnd in relation to Trade and Com- 
merce, (the firfl: of which did not 
fuit their Defigns, and the other they 
had no Mind to beftow that Way;) 
and therefore preferred this of an en- 
tire or Incorporating Union, to all 
the Meafures that had been pro- 
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Seek and Obedience ; for they thouglic 
it not only fecured England from the 
Dangers that might arife from thence, 
but made Iikewife for their <5wn private 
Defigns and Projeflts : For if that Party 
had only projected the Security and In* 
tereft of England, a federal Union 
/ which would have been more accepta- 
ble to Scotland) would have done that 
as effe&ually, as an entire one ; For they 
had the fame Baits of Communication, 
of Trade arid other Advantages, where- 
Vithall to .tempt the Scots to yield to 
them, the one Way as well as the other: 
And after havrng.^perfwaded them eta 
the Faith of this raderal Union to fet^ 
tie the Succeflion bf i hat Crown as it 
wafc in England, all fearfc of a feperate 
Intdreft and V Pfetfender to th6 CroWh 
< vamOi'd. And in a little Time there- 
after, when OncQ Affairs wefe fettled, 
they might eafilyy by an A& of the 
Englifh Parliament/ deprive the Scots 
"of Tuch Priviledges, as they thought 
tended too much to theirDitedvatltag^ 
by Virtue of their enjoying thisConi* 
inunicatictti of Trade fas they did fot- 
tnerly by their Act of Navigation in 
K. Charles the Secbnd's Reign) by thefe 
"Means gain their Ends of reducing the 
Scoti to their Mealures, ahd at the 
fame Time continue therri ( their old 
Enemies, whom they ftill do and ever 

O * will 
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will heartily hate and abhor) under the: 
Bonds of Slavery they've been expo fed 
to thefe hundred Years by paft. But 
the Whigs had fomewhat in View, 
befides the general Intcreft and Securi- 
ty of England, or eftabiifhing the Suc- 
cefllon oftheHoufeof Hanover on the 
two Thrones of this Ifland fallMo- 
narchs and Race of Kings being equal- 
ly odious to them; their Defign being 
fooner or later to eftablifli a Common- 
wealth, or at leaft clip the Wings of the 
Royal Prerogative, and reduce the 
Monarch to fo low an Ebb, that his 
Power fliould not exceed that of a 
Sradtholder of Holland or a Doge of 
Venice, and it was plain and obvious 
fiich Defigns could be more eafily exe- 
cuted, when the Legiflative Authority 
of Scotland was abrogated, by reducing 
the .

They remembred how the Scots 
in the Reign of K. Ch tries the Second 
did caft the Balance and defeat their 
Defign of fecluding the Duke of Tork 
from fucceeding to the Crown, and 
were refolved by this incorporating U- 
mon to remove that Obftacle to their 
future Proje&s and Defigns. Thus the 
Court and Whig Parties in EngUnd d^ 
greeing, (tho* upon different Topicks

* Liberties of the Subjeft. The Scots 

demanding Time to confider of a Re- 
ply, and being convened together for 
that End, there was not any that ap- 
peared againft this Propofal. All of 

them (except Mr. L 1 $ who as was 

> before obferv'd, had Orders from his 
Friends to fit fiienc and make his Obfer- 
v /. vations^ 
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vations) pofitively declaring for this 
Scheme of an entire (as the Englijb 
termMit^ or incorporating CFnion, as 
the Scots term'd ir : But becaufe they 
knew the Scots Nation was rather in- 
clined for a Federal, than this Kind of 
Union, and that the Claufe propos'd to 
be added to the Scots A£fc of Parliament, 
irapowering the Queen to. nominate 
Commiflioners, which would have re- 
ftritted the Commiflioners from treat- 
ing on any Subjeft, that fhould any 
Ways derogate from any fundamental 
Laws, ancient Privileges, Offices, 
Rights, Liberties and Dignities of the 
Nation, was reje&ed by a Plura- 
lity of only two Voices : They all a- 
greed and thought it neceflary once to 
make a Propofal for a Fcederal Union, 
and having accordingly agreed upon 
the Draught of the Propofal, ordered 
the Chancellor to give it in to the 
Board in Name of the Sxots Commifli- 
oners : But left the Englijb Commifli- 
ners fhould be oftended at their not 
giving a dire£t Anfwer to their firft 
Propofel, and to let them underftand 
the true Caufe 6f their Proceeding af- 
ter this Manner, and that they did not 
defign to.rejedt what waspropos'd by 
the EMgltfb : They order'd the Chancel- 
lor after the Propofal was read, to make 
the following Difcourfe. 
s- My 



c My Lords, I am commanded to 
c acquaint your Lordfhips there is no- 
4 thing contained in this Propofal (of 
4 a Fccderal Union) but what the Scots 
4 had always claimed as their Righc 
4 and Priviledge, as being under the 
4 fame Allegiance with England : But 
4 that by making this Propofal, they 
4 did not rejed the other Propofal (of 
4 an entire Union, made by your Lord- 
i fbips ; but are of Opinion this Scheme 
4 would be moft effe&ual to facilitate 
4 the Englifh Succeffion's being efta- 
* blifh'd in Scotland. 

Now let God and the World Judge, 
if the making this Propofal afcer fuch 
a Manner, was not a Bare-fac'd Indig- 
nity and Affront to the Scots Nation, 
and Parliament. 'Tis true indeed, 
they did it out of Regard to them ; and 
it was the only Regard they fhew'd, 
during the whole Treaty, for them, 
but it proceeded more irom Fear of, 
than Love to them ; elfe fince they 
knew 'twould be fomuch more accep- 
table as the other Scheme, why did 
they propole it with a Deiign, and actu- 
ally afterwards, upon the Englifh 
Commiflioners, telling them in a laucy 
Manner, they did not .incline fo much 
as once to take it into Confideratioa 
(their very Words) refide pittifully, 
and meanly from it without faying 

one 
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ftne Word to enforce it: Tho* there 
Jbad been no previous Agreement, 'twixt 
the two Sets of Commiffioners, and 
both had met on equal Terms, with- 
out any Dependance the one upon the 
other, for Places, Penfions, &x. Yet this 
very Preliminary Step was fufficient 
to encourage the Englifh to have pro- 
pofed and expefted fuch Conditions 
from the Scots as they pleas'd, and 
thought convenient for EngUnd, and 
the Scots Corrtmiffioners faere fo fenfi- 
ble of the Meanefs of this Propofal, 
that it was fufficient to inform all the 
World, how little Regard they had for 
the Honour and Intereft of their Coun- 
try in a Matter whereon her future 
Mifery, or Happinefs depended, that 
they conceal'd this Difcourfe which 
they order'd the Chancellor to make 
in their Names, and did not as ufual 
in all other Occafions Record and En- 
grofs it in their Minutes. However L 
found a Way to get a Copy of it in 
thefe very Words as I have fet it 
down. 

The Englifh Commiffioners, as I faid 
before, having refus'd to take this Pro- 
pofal. under their Confideration. Thfe 
Scots made no further Delay, but agreed 
to the Propofal of an entire Union as 
•contained in the Propofal, made firft 
by the Englifh Commiffioners, which 

being 
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being the main Game the Englifh were 
in Queft of, and the ground Work upon 
which all the Stru&ure was to be built : 
The Lords Coimmiffioners of both 
Kingdoms fet about the Regulation of 
the Trade, receive Laws, Taxes and 
Debts of the two Kingdoms, wherein 
the Scots Commiffioners agreed to and 
accepted ot iuch Terms as the Englifh 
Commiffioners were pleafed to allow 
them : *Tis needlefs to recapitulate all 
the Articles, and Heads of this Treaty, 
they have been all fo often publifhed in 
Print,andcanvaffed upon by People of all 
Perfuafions and Profellions, that none 
can be ignorant or them. 

'Twill fuffice here, to make fome *tm*ris 
few Remarks upon the Behaviour of tbtnu t° n9 
the Commiffioners at the Treaty. In 
doing of which, I crave Leave once 
more, in the firlt Place to obferve, how 
pitifully they abandon'd their Propofal 
of a fcederal, and accepted of an 
incorporating Union, bafely betraying 
and meanly giving up, the Sovereignty, 
Independency, Liberty, Laws, lnte- 
reft and Honour of their Native Coun- 
try, in Defence whereof their Fathers 
had chearfully expofed their Lives and 
Fortunes, and gain'd immortal Praife 
and Glory throughout all the World, 
bravely maintaining and defending the 
fame, againft all Attempts of the Bri- 

P tains 
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tains, Romans, Saxons, Danes, Nor- 
mans and Englifh, and all other foreign 
anddomeftic Enemies, for the Space of 
above 2000 Years; But from the Com- 
mencement unco the Coiiclufion of this 
Treaty, 'twas as plain as two and throe 
make five, that the Scots Comn;flio- 
ners were refolv 7 d (for theReafons al- 
ready mentioned) to agree ro and ac- 
cept of a Scheme of Unron, tho' upon 
never fo unequal and unreasonable 
Terms ; for at the feperate Meetings of 
the Scots Commiffioners, it a Difficulty 
was at any Time ftarted, or an Obje&i- 
on made to what they were conclud- 
ing, an the Anfwer you received was 
j ; ' to this Purpofe, 'tis true it had better 
be fo and fo, but we muft not be too 
ftiflf; the Englifh won't ag»ee otner- 
wife, and Pm fure you would not break 
the Treaty for this ; and thus they pro- 
ceeded all along, without having any 
Regard for the true Interelt of their 
Country ; endeavouring only as much 
as poffible to palliate their ownKaavery 
and hoodwink the Nation from difcern- 
ing the fame; for which End fome- 
times they pretended to differ from the 
Englifh CommifTioners, and Reports 
were induftrioufly noifed abroad^ that 
the Treaty would break up without 
concluding on any Scheme, particularly 
when the Scots did infift to obtain £ 
'--.'3 < greater 
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greater Abatement of Taxes, and t\i6 
Englifli by Piece-Meal and as with Re- 
lu&ancy confented to it. And in re- 
gulating the Number of the Scots Re- 
prefentatives in Parliament, the En- 
glifli propofc Thirty Eight Commoners* 
the Scots made a great Noife about it, 
and a folemn Conference rauft be ap- 
pointed to debate on that Subjed ; 
whereas all this was contrived to deceive 
the World with a Belief, that bothSides 
flood zealoufly for the Interefl: of their 
refpe&ive Countries, and that this was 
no pateh'd up Commiflion, but confid- 
ed of Perfons upon an equal Footing* 
who had no Dependency upon, nor fe- 
cret Correfpondence and Projeft with 
one another. It confiding with my 
certain Knowledge that the Englifli did 
defign from the Beginning, to give the 
Scots Forty five Commoners, and a 
proportionable Number of Peers : Bun 
had the Scots flood their Ground, I 
have good Reafon to aifirmi that the 
Englifli would have allowM a much 
greater Number of Representatives and 
Abatement of Taxes; for the Englifli 
' faw too plainly the Advantage that 
Would accrue to England by an Union 
of the two Kingdoms upon this Scheme, 
and would never have ftuck at any 
Terms to obtain it: And indeed they 
cannot be blamed for making the beft 

P 2 Bargain 
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Bargain they could /or their own Coun- 
try, when they found the Scots fo very 
j complaifant, as to agree to every Thing 
that was demanded of them, managing 
all Matters in a private Club f fo thac 
when the Scots Commiflioners met a* 
mongft themfelves, a Paper containing 
an Anfwer to the laft Demand of the 
Englifh Commiflioners was prefented 
by the Chancellor or one of the two Se- 
cretaries, which being read, was imme- 
diately approved of, and then given in f 
to the general Meeting, without being 
difcourfed upon (as Matters of fuch 
Weight and Importance did require) or 
the Commiflioners allowM Copies, or 
theleaft Time to confider what was 
contained in ir, and thus they drove on 
headlong to a Conclufion, which they 
effe&uated on the Day of 

1706. M^ny were the Handles 
to bubble over the Scots to it, fuch as 
repeated Affurances from the leading 
Merchants in London, for ere&ing Ma- 
nufactories and Companies for carrying 
on the Fifhery. The Communication 
of Trade was magnified to the Skies, 
and the EaJtandWeJl India Gold was all 
to terminate in ScotlandiBut the Equiva- 
lent was the mighty Bate; here was 
the Sum of 598085 Pound Sterling to 
be remitted in Calh to Scodand (tho* 
the Scots were to pay it and much more 

back 
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back again in a few Years, by engag. 
ing to bear a Share of the Burdens im- 
pofed on England, and appropriated for 
Payment of England's Debrs.) This was 



land in a Capacity for profecutingTrade, 
ere&ing Manufactories and improving 
the Country ; But in Reality here was 
a fwinging Bribe to buy off the Scots 
Members of Parliament from their Duty 
to their Country, as it accordingly 
proved. For to it we may chiefly 
afcribe that fo many of th?m agreed to 
this Union, the Hopes of recovering 
what they had expended on the African 
Company! aqd obtaining Payment of 
Debts and Arrears due to them by the 
Scots Government (it being articled in 
the Treaty, that it fhoulcj be expended 
this Way) prevail'd upon many to 
overlook the general Jntereft of their 
Country. 

The Treaty bejipg thus brought to 
a Period, the Scots States-Men and trup 
blue Revolutipncrs, and the Englifb 
Miniftry and Whigs upon the fame 
Con fiderat ions, that mov'd them firft 
to enter upon this Meafu^, and there- 
alter conclude it in thofe Terms, re- 
fplv'd with their utmqft Vigour to, pro- 
fecute, in the refpeftive Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms, the Defign of Uniting 
the two Nation^, according to the Ar- 
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tides agreed to by the Commiflioners, 
tho' I knew thev were very diffident 
of Succefs, and did not expeft to have 
carried it through at the Time the Scots . 
Parliament met, and had it not been for 
fome very particular unexpe&ed Acci- 
dents, they'd not come off as they did, 
and of which we'll hereafter have Oc* 
cafion to give a more particular Ac- 
count, only let me remark at this Time, 
there feem'd to hive been a Chain of 
Accidents all tending dire&ly to the 
Ruin and Overthrow of this poor Peo- 
ple, among which, none of the leaft was 
^-.jefH— 's the Death of Charles Earl of Home, 
pevb One cannot imagine how great a Lofs 

04r*a*r the Royal Family and Country Party 
f uftainM by it ; for tho' he was one that 
did not exprefs himfelf with any tolera- 
ble Share of Eloquence ; yet he was Ma- 
tter of a found Judgment and clear Con- 
ception, and had a particular Talent of 
procuring Intelligence of his Adverfa- 
ries moft fecret Defigns, fo as generally 
he informM his Friends of them, and 
thereby gave them an Opportunity to 
thwart them : And this proceeded from 
his being efteem'd by People of all Par- 
ties, on Account of his eminently un- 
byaiTable Honefty and Integrity in both 
puvateand public!* Matters; and the 
Want of thi> Intelligence, was an un- 
speakable Difadvantage to thofe that 

oppos a 
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opposed the Union, in the enfuingParlia- 
ment. He had given evident Proofs 
that no Temptation could feducc him, in , 
the leaft,from profecuting and adhering 
with the utmoll: Vigour, to what he 
ownM to be his Principle and Opinion; 
and was fo zealous for the Interqft of 
his Country, that would he have de- 
ferted her, he inflight, more than once, . 
have made his own Terms with the 
Court, and was fo faithful to the Royal 
Family, that he fufferd much. upon, 
that Accouqt, and was more rely 'd 
upon than any other ; and fo well was 
his Reputation eftablilhU that hcprov'd 
anAwe-Band over others; andfo,oblig 7 d 
them to fufpend their private Grydges, , ^ 
a s nd joyn cordially in one Meafure^ ' 
>' Before the^arUat^ent met in Scotland) sw$ ^ ^ 
the Statefmen return'd hither from Lon- fun in Scot- 
don, .and took all imaginable Pains to u^rhmg

give falfe GlofTes and Reprefentations 
of what was agreed to, in the Treaty,, 
and put fuch a Face upon, and gave 
fuch Accounts of it, (but the Articles 
them Selves were kept a mighty Secret,, 
no Copies being alio w'd of thepi, and in 
England* Proclamation emitted, prohi-. 
biting all Books and Wagers on that 
Subjeft) that ac firft it took, generally 
With the Scotch-Men ; byt no fooner did 
the Parliament meet, an<3 the Articles 
appear inJfublick, but the Nation lee- 
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ing how different they were, from the 
Accounts they firft had of them, be- 
came univerfally averfe to the Projeft, 
as will be feen in the Sequel. The 
Squadrone likewife about thisTime,pre- 
tended as much as any to diOike the 
Union, but as they never fcrupl'd to 
fcrve their own Intereft, tho* at their 
Countries Coft, no fooncr was the

nion with the greateft Heat and Zeal 
of any in the Parliament. A Gentleman 
on a certain Occafion, having privately 

argqed with my L d R —h> 

and anfwer'd all his Arguments for the 
Uqion, concluded that Pofterity would 

curfe 
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curfe his Memory /if he concurred with 
a Meafure that fo infallibly brought 
Ruin to his Country. To which his 
Lordfhipreply'd, That he did not value 
what was to come after he was gone, 
provided he could obtain his Ends now, 

and be reveng'd of theD e of ^ — 7, 

which he had Reafon to believe would 
be more eafily attained if the Union had 
once taken Efte£t. I have mentioned 
this Story as a Sample that inducM the 
Venerable Squadrone to enter into this 
Meafure. The Presbyterians appear'd 
moft zealoufly againft the Union ; the 
Miniiiers were every where apprrehen- 
five of the Kirk Governtnent,and roar'd 
againft the wicked Union from their 
Pulpits, made Refolves and fent Ad- 
dreffes againft it from feveral Presbyte- 
ries, and the Commiflion of the AiTem- 
bly, as we fhall hear by and by ; but no 
looner did the Parliament pafs an A& 
for the Security of the Kirk, than moft 
of their Zeal was cooPd, and many of 
them quite changed their Notes, and 
preach'd up, what not long before they 
had declared Jntthema's againft ; yet 
with no EfFeft, for their Auditories rtood 
firm, and the Clergy loft much of their 
Reputation, by fbewing fo much Sel£ 
iflinefs, and little Regard to the Intereft 
and Honour of the Country, 

The 
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jj.Tho Differences likewife and Envy 
that arofe 'cwixt the two Dukes of 
j jwA : n and A^-lt contributed* 
not a little to the obftru£ting fhe Qppo- 
fition the Court Party would have met 
with: But nothing fo much favM the 
Union from being totally demolifhed, 
as the Seafon of the i ear, for had not* 
the Parliament met and fat in the Win-' 
ter, and the. Weather prov'd. very rainy 
and tempeftuous, 'twould have beeaim- 
pnffible to have kept the Country People 
from coming to a Head from all Part? 
of the Kingdom, and tearing in Pieces 
all chofe that promoted it. y TJ^is by the 
By ; but when we came to the Parlia-> 
ment it. fclf, theij we lhalV have thefe 
Particulars more under our Confedera- 
tion, and then it, will evidently ap* 
pear, that thp' the Articles of the Union 
were appro v d on in Parliament, yep 
the whole Nation was altogether averfe 
to them,^, ' , ..• • . , t 

We come now to the Parliament it 
felf, on which all Men'? Eyes were 
fixed, expe£Ung to le^rft the Fate of 
the Nation, whether it were to remain 
free and indcpendant, or under the Co- 
lour and Pretext of an Ujnon, be alto- 
gether at the Difcreiion of another 
Itronger and richer People, its avowed 
Enemies, and be rendr^ altogethev 
uncapable to exert it ielf, and defend 

its 
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its Liberties,, as became free People. 
Thefe Confidqrations brought together 
an unprecedented Number of People 
of all Ranks, Sexes, Ages, and Perfua- 
fions, from all Corners of the Land, to 
Edinburgh^ and every one now pre- 
tended to underftand the Politicks, and 
give their Opinions freely and avowed- 
ly of the S^a'te of Affairs. 

The Parliament met the Third of rttVxrUmtn* 
OBob. 1 706, to which the D. of ^ — js 
was appointed , Commiflioner. The 
Queen's Letter, Commiflioner, and 
Chancellor's Speeches, confilicd chiefly 
in fptting forth the Advantage thap 
would accrue to the Nation by being 
united with England ; and therefore re^- 
commended the Treaty, as agreed to m 
by the Cotnmiflioners, and craved Suh- 
,fidies. The Court prevailed in the firft 
Sederunt to have the Articles of Union 
read, and proceeded immediately to the 
Consideration Qf them ; and it was not 
without fome Struggle obtained, That 
all Records relating to former Treaties 
betwixt both Kingdoms, fhould be laid 
before the Houie, and ihat in the Inter- 
vals of Parliament they might be feen 
by all that call'd for them, in the lower 
Parliament Houie, where the Lord 
Regifter fhould order fome of his Ser- 
vants to attend On the 15th the 
Court mov'd, that in the Terms of the 
v — 'Refolve, 
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itefolve, paft the 12th, the Houfe 
fhould proceed to the Confideration of 

the Articles of Union: There were many 
Motion tUt oppos'd this as too hafty a Procedure

arofe a hot Debate, whether or not 
the Parliament without particular In- 
jrguments a- ftruttions from their Conftituents, could 
gdinftit. a lter the Conftitution of the Govern- 
ment ; the Courtiers alledg'd the Affir- 
mative, fince the Members had ample 
Commiflions, to do all things for the 
Good of the Country, and that one of 
the Reafons aflign'd in the Proclama- 
tion, for fummoning this Parliament, 
was to confider on Ways and Means to 
Tor if. unite thefe two Kingdoms ; to which 

it was reply'd, 'twas true the Com- 
miffions were ample, but the very Na- 
ture ot them, bound up the Reprqfen 
, tatives, from overturning the Confti- 

tution of the Kingdom, or difpofing of 
what did not belong to them ; viz. 
The Reprefentations of the Shires and 
Boroughs, the Defign of fending them 
there being to preferve their Conftitu- 
ents, Rights and Priviledges, and give 
Advice to their Sovereign in making 
Laws, and fupporting and upholdin] 
, that Conftitution, by Virtue off whicl 

they 
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they firft received theirCommiffions,and 
accordingly met and a£ted: And as 
for the Reafons alledg'd from the Sum- 
mons of Parliament, every Body knew 
the Nation, had nothing of the Union 
in their View, at the Time this Parlia- 
ment was chofen, befides it was fo 
long ago, that it was not ftrange the 
Barons, Freeholders, and Burghs ex- < 
pe&ed their Reprefentatives fhould 
advife with them ; and fince they were 
not allow'd to have a new Elettion, 
That thus their Senfe of this Weighty 
Affair might be known in Parliament, 
that it would tend much more to the 
Honour of the Commiflioners of the 
Treaty, if it was approved of in a 
Parliament calPd for that Purpofe, or 
by Members who had received the 
frefli Inftru&ions and Opinions of the " 
Nation, than by *a Parliament which 
had continued to long, and thereby fo 
many of its Members corrupted by 
Bribes, Penfions, Places, and Prefer- 
ments. A great Deal more to this Pur- 
poie, was urged and infilled upon ; but 
at length a Vote was Hated in thefe 
Words, Proceed to confider the Arti- 
cles of the Treaty, or Delay : But it p A riumm 
carried in the Affirmative, by a Plurali- f*** " r cen ' 
ty of 64 Voices, and all that the Coun-g"* Tn * 
try Party could claim, was, that the 
Houfe Ihould not proceed to Vote, and 

approve 
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approve any of the Articles, Until 
they were all once read, and difcoursM 
on by the Members, after which the 
Houfe proceeded to, and in few Days 
finifh d the reading of them. The 
Country Party, particularly the D. of 
H^n, D. of M.of A'-^'e, 

L-^-ds B ^-n and If^^o, Mr. FJet* 
cher oSSalton, and Sir D^-d C^^h 
of MilmrAtg, taking a great Deal of 
Pains toexpofe the Unreafonablenefs of 
the feveral Articles, as they went thro* 
them ; but the Courtiers very feldom 
made any Reply, having refolv'd tcf 
truft to their Number of Led-Horfes, 
and not to trouble themfelves with 
Reafoning.

ters of it. The Commiflioner, as he 
patted along the Street, was curfed and 

reviled to his Face, and the D of 

H huzza'd and convey'd every 

Night, with a great Number of Apren- 
tices and younger Sort of People, from 
the Parliament Houfe to the Abbey, 
exhorting him to ftand by the Country 

and 
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and a (Turing him of his being fupported. 
And upon the Twenty Third of October, 
above Three or Four Hundred of them 
being thus -employ 'd, did, as foon as 
they left his Grace, haften in a Body to 
the Houfe ot Sir Par. J^l„ (their late 
darling Provott, one of the Commiffio- 
ners of the Treaty, a great Promoter of 
the Union, in Parliament, where he fat 
as one of tfie Reprefentatives of the 
Town of Edinburgh") threw Stones at 
his Windows, broke open his Doors, 
and fearch'd his Houfe for him, but he 
having narrowly made his Efcape, pre- 
vented his being torn in a Thoufand 
Pieces. From thence the Mob, which 
was encre&fed to a great Number, went 
thro 7 the Streets, threatning Deftru&i- 
on to all the Promoters of the Union, 
and continued for four or five Hours in 
this Temper ; 'till about three next 
Morning, a ftrong Detachment of the 
Foot Guards, was fent to fecure the 
Gate call'd the Netherbow Port, and 
keep Guard in the Parliament Clofe. 
*Tis not to be exprelfed how great the 
Confirmation was that feizM the Cour- 
tiers on this Occafion : Formerly they 
did, or pretended not to believe the 
Difpofition of the People agamil: the 
Union ; but now they were throughly 
convinced of it, and terribly affraid of 
their Lives. This Paffage making it 

, evident 
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evident that the Union was cramm'd 
down Scotland's Throat. For not only 
were the Inclinations of the Elder and 
Wifer known by the A&ions of the *, 
Rattier and Younger, but even the very 
Soldiers as they march'd to feize the 
Forr, were overheard faying to one 
another, 'Tis hard we (hould oppofe 
thole that are ftanding up for the Coun- 
try, 'tis what we cau't help juft now t 
but what we won't continue at. The 
Mob being Once difpatch'd, Guards of 
regular Forces were placed in the Par- 
liament Clofe, Weigh- Houfeznd Nether- 
bow Port, and the whole Army, both 
Horfe and Foot, was drawn together 
near Edinburgh, and continued fo all the - 
Seflion of Parliament : Nay the Com- 
miflioner (as if he had been led to the 
Gallowsj made his Parade every Day 
after this, from the Parliament Houfe 
to the Crofs, (where his Coaches wait- 
ed for him, no Coaches, no Perfon, that 
was not a Member of Parliament, 
being fuffer'd to enter the Parliament 
Clofe towards the Evening, of fuch 
Days as the Parliament was fitting) 
thro two Lanes of Mufqueteers, and 
went from thence to the Abbey, the , 
Horfe Guards furrounding his Coach, 
and if it was dark, for the greater Se- 
curity, a Pare of the Foot Guards 
likewife. This Mob was attended

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faith bad Confequences to the Country 
farty ; for falling out before the Nation 
•was equally inform'd of the State of Af- 
fairs, and equally inflam'd with Refent* 
rnent, it was the eafier difpatch'd, and 
difcourag'd Others from making any At- 
tempts for the Future, and gave Occa- 
sion to the Courtiers here, to reprefent 
to the Miniftry of England not to be al- 
Iarmed, for it confided of a Parcel of 
rafcally Boys, no others being concernM 
in it, tho' the Chief of the Country Par- 
ty had encouraged and hirM them oat; 1 
befides the placing of theie Guards over- 
awed many both in and out oftheHoufe. 

Tho' it was plain to all unbyafs'd Pco- ftc Council 
pie, that this Mob had its Rife very ac- lumation^ 
cidentally, yet the Government was not agwjt ifobu 
fond of any fuch Amufements,and there- 
fore ths next Day after it happened, the - 
Privy Council met and ordained thefe 
Guards to be continued, and emitted Afp$lnu 
a Proclamation againft Tumultuous G *»*** 
Meetings^ wherein they commanded 
all Perfons to retire off the Streets when 
ever the Drum ftiould beat and give 
Warning, order'd the Guards to fire up- 
on fuch as fhould not obey, and grant- 
fcd an Indemnity fuch as fhould on that 
Occafion kill any of the Leidgs,and next 
Day the Chancellor acquainted the Par- 
Jiament what had happened, and what 
the Council had done on that Occafion* 

and 
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and then the Proclamation being rea& 
a Motion was made, that the Council 
{hould have the Thanks of the Houfe 
for providing for the Safety of the Par- 
liament: That it be recommended to 
them to continue their Care therein. 
No Body pretended to juftify, on the 
contrary, every one condemned Mobs ; 
but it was alledg'd, fince that the Mob 
was difpers'd, and no further Fear of it, 
there was no Need of the Continuation 
of the Guards, efpecially in the Parlia- 
ment Clofe which feem'd an over- 
awing the Parliament ; and was never 
pra&ifed in any Kingdom fave by 0//- 
• ' <ver Cromwell, when he defignM to force 
the Parliament of England to his own 
Ends; that it wastheTown of Edinburgh's 
Privilege to maintain the Peace within

' * * of fuch tumultuous Meetings, or of 
(hewing any Difrefpe£t towards my 
Lord CommifTioner, yet his Grace was 
conrtantly laluted with Curfes and Im- 
precations, as he pafs'd through the 
Streets v and if the Parliament let till 
-towards Evening, then to be fure he 
and his Guards were well pelted* with 
Stones, fome whereof even enter'd his 

* ; i, fj Coachj 
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Coach, and often wounded his Guards 
and Servants ; fo that often he , and his 
Retinue were oblig'd to go off at a top 
Gallop and in great Difprder. 

If now we leave the Town, and 
make a Tour through the Country, 
tho' the Badnefs of the Seafon prevent-' 
ed their coming together, and proceed- 
ing to A&s of Violence,. yet there we 
Hull find the fame, if not a greater 
Averfion to the Union, which amongft 
other Things appears from tfreAddrefc 
fes that were preferred during this 
Scrffion of Parliament, from feveril 
Shires, Stewartries, Burghs, Towns ■ and 
Parifhes fituateel in ail Corners ofrhe 
La. id, Whig and lory, PresbyteriaA 
and Epillopal, South and North, all a- 
greeing againft: the Union. I know 
Very well that the Author of the Hifto^ 
ry of Europe, for the Year 1706, and 
that vile Monfter and Wretch Darnel 
De Fce y and other mercenary Fools and 
Trumpeters of Rebellion, have often 
aflerted, thatthefe AddrelTes and other 
Inftances of the Nation's Averfion to 
the Union, proceeded fronj the falfe 
Glo(Tes and underhand Dealings of thoffe 
that oppofed it in Parliament, where- 
by the meaner Sort were imposM upon 
and deluded into thofe Jealoufies and 
Meafures. I fhall not deny, but per- 
haps this Meafure of ^ddreflihg had

Land; But I'd ask thefe hawking 
Scriblers, if they reckon the Barons 
and Freeholders of the Nation, among 
the Number of thefe Led Horfes, if they 
do, what (hall Become of the Vox Populi i 
will it continue Vox Dei? I'd further 
.ask them fince thefe Addrefles were 
carried on, as they allcdg'd, why did 
not the promoters of the Union bring 
counter Add re (fes to the Parliament, 
jfure it wont be faid that they wanted 
Inclination, Intereft or Reafon on their 
.Side, this Meafure had taken away the 
Argument of the Nation's Diffatisfa&ion

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from the Anti-Unioners and juftified 
the Promoters of the Union, that they 
did what was agreeable to, at leaft to 
fo many as (hould addrefs for it ; but 
the Truth of the Matter lies here: They 
did attempt it, but could prevail in no 
Place but the Town of Air, where they 
got one fubfcrib'd, but by fo pitiful and 
fmall aNumber,that they thoughtShamc 
to prefent it, efpecially when One a lit- 
tle thereafter againft the Union was 
fign'd by almoft all the Inhabitants of 
that Town ; neither did they omit any 
Thing in their Power to obftrutt the 
AddreiTes againft the Union, but with- 
out Succefs, except iu the Shire of Air, 
where the E-£-4s of L— —n, S~^s and 
G&Ujv, prevailed with moft of the Gen- 
tlemen to lay it afide, tho* other wife 
they exprefs'd themfelves as oppofirs 
to the Union, as in any other Place^ 
and in the Town of Edinburgh, wh$re 
after an Addrefs was figned by many 
Thoufands/ they prevailed with the 
Magiftrates to prohibit it, by threat- 
ning to remove the Parliament and 
Judicatories from thence ; and laftly in 
thefe Shires, where the greateft Men 
who were Promoters of the Union had 
their Eftates and Interefts (fuch as 
Argylefbire, Bute, Sutherland, &C. and 
are as it were petty Sovereigns them- 
felves; yet they could not?, tho' they

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vourM to perfuade their Vaffals an<J 
Tenants to figa an Addrefs for the 
Union, and were obligM to compoyncj 
with them not to fign againft it.

vnloL • C Copy of one of them, and which was 
for the moft Part, made Ufe of every 
v where (excepting thai fome of the We- 
ftern Parifties added the Inconfiftenly of 
the Union with the National and lb- 
lemn Leagues and Covenants; and like r 
wife the Name of the Places fiotn 
whence thefe Addreffe? came ; and then 
it will appear, that all thefe Places of 
the Nation that were not under the Do- 
minion of fome Highland Powers, who 
promoted the Union, did N fhew their 
Averfion and UnwiUingnefs to enter in-

Having dwelt fo long on thefe Ad- 
dreffes, 'tis Time now to leave them,

a Pity, if (ooner or later, he and they be 
not as high ere&ed on a Gibbet a* the 
Honour and Intereft of the Nation are 
by their Means deje&ed : This being 
promis'd, my Reader won't be furpriz'd 
to find fo great a Work accomplifh'd in 
fo Ihort a Time, and ferves to inform 
him, how fairly Matters were manag'd ;

the Ctrcumftances of this Nation, and 
if any others wcrfc fit to be added. The 
Courtiers Would by no Means allow of 
this,for now that they were in a fair Way 
of carrying thro* the Union, the fewef 
Clogs upon the Sovereign, fo much the 
better for them,who efteemM themfelves 
worthy of, and expefted great Remarks 
of Favour (hould be pour'd down upon 
them, which Reftri&ions on the Sove- 
reign might have prevented.

then it followed, That it Was the gene- 
ral Intere(i of all Britain to have flich 
Limitations as were neceffary to be put 
upon the Succeflbrs of the Crown, iiu 
ferted and ftipulated in the Articles : 
And as to what concerned Scotland "in 
particular, the general Obje&ion againfl: 
the whole Scheme of an Incorporating 
Union, viz. That its Representation 
could but aft precarioufly in the Parlia- 
ment oiGrtat Brit am, was as pat on this 
Occafion as any other. While this Stib- 
jeft was warmly Debating, a Motion 
was thrown in, that fince the different 
Sentiments of People were like to run 
fo high, a fhort Recefs might be grant- 
ed, to inform the Queen oT the prelent 
State and Temper of the Nation, inre- 
fpc£t to the Union> and beg Her Ma- 
jefty thro' Her great Wildom, would 
be pleas'd to confider upon Ways and 
Means to prevent the fatal Conlequen- 
ces that might thereupon enfue* This, 
of all Propofals was moft difagreeable to 
the Courtiers, For they had heretofore 
been ac great fains to conceal the true 
Sute and Inclinations of the People from 

S T a their 
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their Friends in EngUni y left while they 
were engag'd in a valiant War Abroad, 
the Fears of raifing a civil One at 
Home might divert them from profe- 
cuting the Union, which Proje£fc had fo 
cxafperated the Nation againft them, 
that they knew they had loft all their 
Intereft, and if it mifcarry'd, could 
not expeQ: Safety at Home. For thefe 
Reafons they ail opposM this Motion, 
and moft eagerly demanded a Vote up- 
on the Article, not allowing the Mem- 
bers to fpeak their Thoughts, and give 
their Arguments in Behalf of the Mo- 
tion, but calPd out in a Mobbilh difor- 
derly Manner, a Vote, a Vote, which 
'jfpprovei. was at latt ftated and the Article ap- 
proved. 

ExriMgrfars The Earl Marflial (in the Terms of 
Protcftsthn the A& of Security) protefted that no 
H*infl it. p er f on c0 uld be defign'd Succeffor to 

the Crown of this Realm after the De- 
ceafe of Her Majefty and failing Heirs 
of Her Body, who is Succeffor to the 
Crown of England, unlefs that in this 
or any enfuing Parliament, during Her 

'« Majefty's Reign, there be fuch Condi- 
tions of Government fettled and ena&ed, 
as may fecure the Honour and So- 
veraignty of this Crown and Kingdom, 

^the Freedom, Frequency and Power of 

^Parliaments, the Religion, Liberty and 
Trade of this Nation from Evglijb and 

^foreign Influence, and thereupon took

Then the 3d Article (which appoints The ^ At- 
both Kingdoms to be reprefented by one ticli ' 
and the fame Parliament; falling under °»* icr * m 
Confideration, the Country Party did 
all that Men could do tq fhew what 
Deftru&ion tfris alone, fuppofing there 
was no more, woijld bring infallibly 
upon the Nation. That it was equal 
for us \o fink oar own Conftitutidn, 
when the Englifli woqld not allow the 
Jcaft Alteration in theirs, which was an 
Example to teach us how facred all who

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value their Liberty, efteem the fmalleft 
Point in their Fundamental Conftituti- 
on, and of how dangerous a Confe- 
quence it is to allow the leaft Alteration 
thereof: That it could not be cxpe&cd 
that the fmall Proportion which Mem- 
bers of this Kingdom feven fuppofing 
this whole Houfe was tranfplanted) did 
bear to the Members of England, could 
ever enable them to manage and carry 
Affairs as to provide for the feveral Ca- 
fes that might exift in this Part of the 
Ifland, fmce they were to be incorpo- 
rated with a Set of Men, who had even 
different Interelts amongft themfelves. 
and would certainly much lefs regard 
the Circumftances of us, to whom all 
Fa&ions bare a natural Antipathy: That 
in all Nations and under every Form of 
Government, there were fome Things 
which could admit of no Alteration by 
any Power whatfoevcr, without which 1 
{here could be no Authority or durable 
Eftablifhment. Thefe were call'd Fun- 
damentals, or ("according to the modern 
Phrafe) the original Contraft, whereof 
the Conftitution being Rights and Pri- 
vileges of Parliament, were the moft 
valuable and confiderable, that accor- 
dingly no Parliament or Power what- 
soever could legally prohibit the Meet- 
ing of Parliaments in allTime coming,or 
(jenrive any of the three Eftates of its

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Right of Sitting and Voting in Parlia* 
ment,or give away,transfer or furrender 
the Rights,Powers and Privileges of Par- 
liament;butby thisTreaty theParliament 
of Scotland, was entirely abrogated, the 
Rights and Privileges thereof furrender'd, 
and thofe of England fubftituted in their 
Place ; That if the Parliament of Scot- 
land can alter or difpofe of their Funda- 
mentals, the Britijb Parliament may do 
the fame, %nd how then had we any Se- 
curity : That what was ftipulated in the 
Treaty, with Refpeft either to the Rc- 
prefentation of Scotland in that Parlia- 
ment, or any other Priyiieges and Im- 
munities granted to Scotland might and 
would be continued and perform'd ; and 
how did we know but that for the Uti- 
lity of the united Kingdom, thefe Privi- 
leges and Immunities might be refcinded 
by this Almighty Power of Parliament, 
•nd the Scats Members be declared Ufe- 
lels and feat a packing Home ; That al- 
tho* the Parliament had a Power to 
make Alterations of its Fundamental 
Rights and Conftitution, yet the fame 
Could not be done without the Confent 
of every Member ; for tho* the Legifla- 
tive Power is indeed regulated by Majo- 
rity of Voices, yet the Refigning or Sur- 
rendering of theRightsand Privileges of 
the Nation (which thefe of the Parlia- 
ment may bejuftly ftilW) was not fub-

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jeft to Suffrage, being founded on Do- 
minion and Property, and could not be 
legally done, without the Confent of e- 
very Memher, who had Right to vote, 
nay, of every Perfcn who had the Right 
to ele£fc, and be reprefented in Parlia- 
ment : That the Reprefentatives of 
Shires and Boroughs were at leaft, but 
Deligates, impower'd to meet and make 
Laws for the Good of the People they 
reprefented, and for preferving their 
Rights and Privileges, and fupporting 
and maintaining the Conftitution of that 
Government, by which their Confti- 
tuents were united into one Body, and 
from whence their own Authority to 
jtneet and aflt, was derived, and 
therefore they would! not alienate the 
Rights and Privileges of their own Con- 
ftituents, without a particular Warrant 
for that EfFe<3 : But by this Treaty the 
Conftitution of Parliament in genersH 
was not only wholy alter'd, or rather 
furrerider'd, but the Barons and Burghs 
did fuffer in their particular Rights and 
Privileges, for fupporting the 22d Ar- 
ticle (which reftri&ed the Quota of the 
Peers, Barons arid Boroughs that were 
to fit in the Parliament, to a certain 
Number) fhould be reje&ed ; yet never- 
thelefs the Batons and Boroughs were 
forfeited of their Judicative Capacity, 
%o which they Iftd an undoubted Right 
fend Title, as' ancient as the Origin of 
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this Kingdom and Parliament, and of 
which they could not deprive tkeir Con- 
ftituents without their own Confent and 
Allowance : Further the Barons urg'd, 
that tho' for their own Con veniency they 
ponfented to the Settling a certain Num- 
ber to reprefentand aft in their Names in 
Parliament, yet they had as good a 
Right to fit and vote and advife their 
Sovereign when ihey pleas'd to realTume 
the lame, as the Peers, of which this and 
the Twenty fecond Article deprived 
therp. It was represented that the Mem* 
hers being obligM to refide fo long in 
London attending the Parliaments, was 
of it felf fufficient to drain and exhauft 
the whole Species of Money in the Na- 
tion. Thefe, I fay, and many other An 
guments were in fitted on to fhew the 
Diflionour, Inequality and Prejudice that 
would arife to the Nation, from this Ar- 
ticle, but atl to no Purpofe j the Cour- 
tiers had Ears and would not hear, Hearts 
and would mot underftand, nay, Mouths 
but would not fpeak; few or no An- 
fwers to be made, but a Vote requir'd, 
whereby the Senfo of the Houfe Was to 
be known and the Matter determined ; 
and thus they drove furioufly on to ap- 
prove the Article: But before vqting, 
the M s of J e entered the follow- 
ing Proteftation upon the Foot, ^nd in 
Confequence of his Motion mentioned 
in the 255 Pag. and bearing the fa<ne 
Narrative, ' ' Whereas 
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Miffuis of Where as it does evidently appear ^ fince 
< Aoianda1e , # fa Printing, Publishing and Considering 

°f ^ rt * c ^ es °f Treaty before this 
Houfe, ibis Nation feems generally averfe 
to this Incorporating Union in the Terms 
now before us, as fubverfive of the Sove- 
reignty , Fundamental Lonftitution and 
Claim of Right of this KJngdom, and as 
threatning Rum to this Churches by Law 
eftablijl/d ; and fince it is plain, that if an 
Union were agreed to in thefe Terms by this 
Parliament^ and accepted by the Parliament 
of England, it would in no Sort anfwer 
the peaceable and friendly Ends proposed by 
an Union , but would on the contrary create 
difmal Diffractions andAnimofities amovgfl 
our Selves, and fuch Jealoufies and Mi- 
Jlakes betwixt us and oux Neighbours, as 
would involve thefe Nations into fatal 
breaches and Confufions, therefore, I do pro- . 
' te(l for my felf, and in Name of all thofe 
that will adhere to this my Proteflation f 
That an Incorporating Union of the Crown 
and KJngdom 0/ Scotland with the Crown 
and Kjngdom of England, that both Na- 
tions Jball be reprefented by one and the fame 
Parliament, as contained in the Articles of 
the Treaty of Union is contrary to the Ho- 
nour % Inter eft, Fundamental Laws and 
Con ji nation of thii KJngdom, is a giving 
up of the Sovereignty, the Birth-right of 
the Barons and Burrows, and is contrary to 
the 3 d Jfi of Her Majeflfs Parliament, 
1703, As alfo that the Subjects of this

KJngdom by furrendring the Sovereignty 
and Parliaments are deprived of all Secu- 
rity* both with Refpett to fuchRights as are 
bj the intended Treaty ftipulated and a- 
greed, And in Refpett of fuch other Rights, 
both Ecclefiaftical 4nd Civil, as are by the 
fame Treaty pretended to be re fervid ta 
"them, and therefore I do froteft, that this 
Jhall not prejudge the Being of future Scots 
Parliaments and Conventions within the 
Kingdom of Scotland at no Time coming. 
To which the Dukes of Hamilton and A- 
thole, the Earl of Errol, Earl Marfbal, 
Earls of Strathmore and Selkirk, the 
Lords Salton, Sanple, Oliphant, Balme- 
rimo, Blantyre, Bargany, BeIhaven,CoU 
vii and Kinnard, G. Lockhart of Corn- 
wath, Sir J. Foulis of Collingtoun, Sir 
T. Lauder (^"Fountenhall, A. Fletcher of 
Salton, Sir Robert Sinclair of Longfor- 
piacus, A. Fergufon of Ifle, J. Brisbane 
of Bifhopton, W* Cockran of Kilma- 
ronack, J.Graham <?/Bucklivy, K.Rollo 
of Powhoufe, J. Murray of Scruan, J. 
More of Stonny wood, J. Forbes of Coi- 
ledon, D. Beaton of Balfour, H. Balfour 
of Dumbrog, J. Hope 0/Rankeiller, P. 
Lyon of Auchterhoufe, J. Carnegy of

Thefe Three preceding Articles 
(which comprehended the uniting the 
Two Kingdoms, the Succeflion of the 
Two Crowns, and Reprefentation of 
both Kingdoms by one and the fame 
Parliament) being thus approved, the 
other Articles of the Treaty fell under 
Confideration, which did fettle and re- 
gulate the Taxes, Trade and Method 
of difpenfing Juftice in this Part of the 
Ifland, with Regard to the different Ci- 
vil Laws, Forms and Conftitutions of 
the Two Nations ; but fo many Books 
and Pamphlets were publifh'd, and 
have been collected and read on thefe 
Subje&s by People of all Ranks and 
Perfualions, that I may refer the Rea- 
der to the Articles of the Union, where 
they are all collefted, and forbear refu- 
ming the feveral Arguments that were 
hinc inde alledg'd and addue'd. *Tis 
fufficient to obferve , that the Parlia- 
ment would not regard the intolerable 
Burthen they laid upon the Nation, by 
fubje&ing it to the fame Taxes as in £»- 
gland fa few inconfiderable ones already 
imposM in England^ being only provided 
againft (but no Care taken of what 
might and will come upon it. Tho 1 it 
was made evidently appear to the Con- 
viction of all, that had the leaft Concern, 

for 
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for their Country, that Scotland never 
was, nor ever would be in a Condition 
v to bear them,both becaufe of the Height 
and Extenfivenefs, and likewife the Na- 
ture of them ; there being many Spe- 
cies of Trade and Domeftick Commo- 
dities, which, altho' Indifferent with 
Relation to the Intereft of Englandjytt 
were abfolutely neceffary to Scotland^ 
fuch as Salt, Foreign and Domeftick,the 
laft whereof the Scots proportionably 
make greater Ufe of, than in England^ 
and the other was necelTary for their Fi- 
filing ; but by taxing it, the Dutch^ who 
have no Duty upon Salt, can and will 
eafily underfell them. 'Tis true, indeed, 
a Drawback was allow'd for luch Fifh, 
Beef and Pork cur'd with foreign Salt> 
as fliould be exported ; but it had been 
much better there had been no Duty at 
all upon the Foreign Salt. The high 
Duties likewife upon Tar, Iron, Line- 
feed, Timber, &c. (Part of which the 
Englijh ftand not fo much in need of as 
the Scots, or are provided with them at 
Homej were down-right Ruin to Scot- 
Und ; and the opening of a Door, for im- 
porting English Cloths and other Goods, 
and the Prohibition of exporting 'Scots 
Wool, did all ftand in a direft Oppo- 
sition to Scotland's Welfare. In fiiort, 
it was obvious that by thefe Taxes, Cu- 
ftoms and Prohibitions, the Nation part- 
ed 
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ed With its own certain little (but Im- 
provable) Trade, upon the Imaginary 
View of another, which many afferted 
never would anfwer the pretended Ex- 
pectations : And as to the Laws and dif- 
penfing of Juftice in the Nation, all was 
lodgM to be cut and carry'd upon, in the 
Hands of the Br*7/^Parliament,in which 
only a fmall infignificant Number could 
know or have any Regard for the Scots 
Conftitutions andCircumftances; fo that 
the College of Juftice and other heri- 
table Jurifdiftions did all, notwithftand- 
ing the Provifions made for them, ftand 
for the Future upon a very precarious 
Footing, all being expreily provided to 
be under the Regulations of, or alter- 
able by the Britijb Parliament, when the 
Utility of Great-BritAin required it , 
which is a Handle to be made ufe of up- 
on any Occafion,bV for any Defign. The 
Example of the Fate of Wales and Ire- 
land were often mentioned, and many 
other Inftances illuftrared, to fhew the 
inevitable Confufion and Deftru&ion 
that mull confequently follow : But all 
to no Purpofe, for tho' fuch as under- 
took and promoted the Scheme ol Uni- 
ting the Two Kingdoms, pretended to 
fee what none elfe faw, and not to fee 
what every Body elfe faw, and thus fold 
and betray'd the Sovereignty, Liberty^ 
Trade, Wealth, and every Thing thai 
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II efteem'd Dear and Sacred by a free 
People, to be manag'danddifpos'dof by 
a People generous to none, and avow'd 
Enemies to our Country ; there was no- 
thing alledg'd, or could be alledgM as an 
Argument to difprove the Hard (hip and 
Unreafonablenefs of Scotfmen*$ engaging 
to fubjeft thcmfelves to thefe Burthens, 
which were appropriated for Payment of 
England** Debts, contra&ed before the 
Union,fa ve theSum of Mony ad vane'd by 
England % which was callM theEquivalent, 
becaufe it amounted to 398085/. Ster- 
ling, the Sum computed to equal what 
ScotUnd, by being fubje&ed to thofeTax- 
es which were appropriated for Payment 
of England's Debts, would by its Cuftoms 
and Excife contribute thereto ; but if 
Scotland was to have had an Equivalent, 
for what fhe loft by the Union, at leaft. 
fuchParticulars as redounded toEngland?* 
Advantage, where was the Equivalent 
for Her Sovereignty, the Removal of 
Her Parliaments andSeat of Government, 
which kept the Great Ones and confe- 
quently the Money at Home, was it the 
Communication of Trade ? No ; fo far 
otherways, that this very Particular 
(when reftri&ed to the Regulations of 
England) was of it felf fufficient enough 
to ruin Scotland, being oppofite to Her 
Intereft in all Points,excepting the Liber- 
ty of Trading to thePlantations^and even 

that 
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that was faid to be but Precarious, and 
©nly as Interlopers, the Eaft and Weft-In- 
dia Companies monopolizing the fame ; 
and where was the Equivalent for the 
Diffolutionof theA>^^r/V4»Companies? 
Was there any Reparation made for the 
barbarous Treatment Scotland received 
from the Neighbours of England, and 
the Ruin of Her Colony, ?he Blood and 
Lives of Her People, and the Profpeft 
of a fair and profitable Colony, of which 
they were the principal Caufe? 'Tistrue 
indeed, Part of the Equivalent was ap- 
propriated for paying the feveral Sums 
of Money that had been advane'd by the 
Subje&s of this Nation, for carrying on 
that great Work with 5 per Cent, of In* 
tereft; but no Thanks to England for 
that, for Scot/men by this Means purcha* 
fed their own Company themfelves,and 
made a Prefent of it to the Englifb Eaft 
and Wtft-lndi& Companies,fince theFund 
from whence this Sum had its Rife did 
flow from Scotland ; and that Trade was 
monopolized by thefe two Companies i 
But the Truth of the Matter lies here, a 
Sum of Money was neceffiry to be diftri- 
buted amongft the Scots, and this Distri- 
bution of it amonglt the Proprietors of 
the African Company, was the cleanln 
eft Way of bribing a Nation, to undo 
themfelves; and alas ! it had the defign'd 
Effeft. 

Having 
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Having traced the Parliament fo far, state of the 
let us now turn our Thoughts again up- Countr y- 
on the Temper and Behaviour of the 
People of this Nation, and there we 
fhall find every Body enraged and dif- 
pleafed, efpecially tfye Commons who 
exclaimed againft th^fe of greater Rank, 
that they gave them not encourage- 
ment enough to come into Edenburgh in 
a Body to raife the Parliament. 

The firft that made any formal ap-AMfrGM- 
pearance was the Town of GUfgav^ 0Wm 
the Provoft and Town Council, oppo- 
fing the fubfcribing of an Addrefs to 
t;he Parliament againft the Union, great 
Numbers betook themfelves to Arms^ 
drove the Magiftrates out of Town, 
infulted every Body that they thought 
favoured, or was fo much as lukewarm 
in difclaiming the Union, mounted 
Guards, and rambled about for two 
or tl;re;e Days together ; but a ftrong 
detachment of Dragoons being Com- 
manded thither, furprifed two of the 
Chief Leaders, Vindlay and Montgomery, 
(both mean Artificers) brought them 
Prifoners to Edenburgh Caftle, and the; 
Mob foon thereafter dwindled into no- 
thing. About the fame Time, thq Shires 

of Dumfries, Kjrcudbright y Gallowah Air y 
and Clyefdale, were all ready and keen to 
take up Arms,and a confiqerable Nura* 
ber near to Two or Three Thoufand of 

u the.

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the Commoners came in Arms to the 
'Articles hunt Town of Dumfries, where they pub* 
" Dumfrks. Uckly burned the Articles of the Uni- 
on and affixed upon the Crofs a Pa- 
per entituled, An Account of burning 
the Articles of Union at Dumfries ; 
wherein they at large gave their Rea- 
fons of protefting againft this Union ; 
and becaufe from this Paper we may 
make an eftimate of the Opinion the 
inferior Rank of People had of the 
Union, and thereby fee it was no ways 
fuch as has been induftrioufly repre- 
sented, I fhall infert it Word for Word 
as it was affixed on the Crofs, and is as 
follows, ; - > « h " i :

We have herein no Defign againft 
HerMajefty, nor againft England, nov 
any Englijhman, neither againft our pre* 
fent Parliament in their Ads or A&ings 
for the Intereft, Safety and Sovereign- 
ty of this our Native ancient Nation, 
but to teftify our dilfent from Difcon- 
tent, with a Proteftation againft the 
Twenty-five Articles of the iaid Union, 
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fubfcribed by the forefaid Commiffion- 
ers, as being nonconfluent with, and 
altogether prejudicial to, and utterly 
(Jiftru&ive of this Nations Independen- 
cy, Crown Rights, and our conftitute 
Laws, hath Sacred and Civil ; we fliall 
not here condelcend upon the particu- 
lar Prejudices that do and will redound 
to this Nation, if the faid Union fhould 
be carried on according to the printed 
Articles, but refers the Reader to the 
variety of Addrefles given into the pre- 
fent Parliament by all Ranks from al- 
moft all Corners of this Nation againft 
the faid Union - t only we mud fay and 
profefs, that the Commiflioners for 
this Nation have been either Simple, 
Ignorant, or Treacherous, if not all 
Three, when the Minutes of the Treaty 
betwixt the Commiflioners of both 
Kingdoms are duly confidered, and 
when we compare their daftardly yield- 
ing* unto the Demands and Proposals of 
the Engfifh Commiflioners, who on the 
contrary have valiantly acquitted them- 
fclves. for the Interelt and Safety of 
their Country ; we acknowledge it is 
in the Power of this prefent Parliament, 
to give remiflions to the Subfcribers of 
the forefaid Articles, and we heartily 
wilh for a good Agreement among all 
the Members of the Parliament, fo as 
it may tend to the fafety and preferva-

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tjon both of Church and State, with 
all the Priviledges belonging thereto 
within the Kingdom of Scotland ; but 
if the Subfcribers of the forefaid Treaty 
of Union, with their Affociates in Parli- 
ament, fhall prefume to carry on the 
faid Union by a fupream Power over 
the generality of this Nation, then, 
and in thatCafc, as we judge that the 
confent of the generality of the fartie can 
only deveft them of their facred and ci- 
vil Liberties, purchafed and maintained 
by our Anceftors with their Blood, fb 
we proteft that whatever Ratification of 
the forefaid Union may pafs in Parlia- 
ment, contrary to our " Fundamental 
Laws, Liberties and Pri\iledges Con- 
cerning Church and State, may not be 
binding upon the Nation now, nor at 
any Time to come, and particular- 
ly we proteft againft the Approbation 
of the firft Article of the faid Union, 
before the Priviledges of this Nation 
contained in the other Articles, had 
been adjufted and fecured, and fo we 
earneftly require, that the Representa- 
tives in Parliament, who are for our Na- 
tions Priviledges, would give timeous 
warning to all the Corners of this King* 
dom,that we and our Poftcrity become not 
Tributary and Bondflaves to our Neigh- 
bours, without acquitting our felves 
as becomes Men and Chriftians. And 
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tye are confident that the Soldiers now 
in Martial Power, have fo much of the 
Spirits of Scotsmen^ that they are not 
Ambitious to be difpofed of at the plea- 
fure of another Nation ; and we hereby 
declare, we have no Defign againft them 
in the Matter. 

, Whoever is at the j>ains to confider 
this Paper, may eafily difcerri that its 
of ^ riiftick Compofition ; but yet it 
evidently fhews what a regard thofe 
People had for the Sovereignty of the 
Nation, and that they were willing t<3 
lay afide their private Difference^ and 
join fc?r the common Intereft thereof. 

There were ( none appeared with fo 
much Zeal againft the Union, as the 
Weftern Shires, where a vaft Number of 
People, and chiefly the Cameroma#s r 
were willing to have Ventured their All 
againft it ; and for this purpofe they 
had feveral Meetings among tile Ring- 
leaders 6f therti; divded themfelves in- 
to Regiments ; chcfe their Officers ; 
provided themfelves with Horfes and 
Arms; mentioned the Reftoration of 
the Kihg as the moft feafible grounds 
to go upon to fave their Country ; 
were fo far reconciled to tlie Northern 
Parts, (whom formerly they hated 
heartily upon account of their different 
Principles of Religion) and Eptfcopal 

Party, that they were willing to join 

U ^ . and 
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and concert Meafures with them for the 
defence of their common Native Coun- 
try, and had appointed Correfpondents 
in all Places, from whom and to whom 
they might receive and give Intelli- 
gence ; fent their Emiffaries throughout 
all the Kingdom to ftrengthen and 
encourage their Party, and fuch as 
would joyn in defence of their Country, 
particularly difpatching fome on whom 
they did moft rely, to try the Pulfefs of 
thofe Members of Parliament who were 
againft the Union. There was one 
Cunningham of Eckait % who had "been 
very Inftrumental in promoting the 
late Revolution ; but upon the late 
Peace of Refwick, the Regiment where- 
of he was Major being broke, he went 
to Darie^ and after the fatal Ruine of 
that Enterprife, returning to Scotland, 
he lived privately at his Country-houfe 
in none of the beft Conditions ; he had 
often applied for a Poft, but notwith- 
ftanding of the Levies that were made 
after the War broke out again, could 
never obtain fo much favour ^s to be 
provided for in the Army, which he 
and every Body believed to proceed fron* 
his being faithful in the.difcharging of 
the Trull the Company placed in iiim 
when he went to Damn ; for thus did 
they treat all that were not inclined ta 
jjetray this, and every other frojeft

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that tended towards Scotlands Advan- 
tage. This Gentleman being a little 

- dilgufted at this Treatment, and taking 
the Ruirte of his Country mightily to 
Heart, was foon known to thefe We- 
ftern Negotiations, and (being altoge- 
ther of , the Presbyterian Principles) en- 
tirely trufted , by them, I know there 
are many do think that he was aCrea- 

" ture of the Courtiers, and employed by 
them as a Spy; becaufe about this 
Time, he was often with forne of the 
Leading Men of the Court, and had, 
fince the Commencement of the Uni- 
on, a Company of Foot beftowed on 
him : But in niy Opinion he was fin- 
cere, and for his being often at Court, 
That he told his Friends in the mean 
Time, he was obliged to do, becaufe 
ne underftood they fufpe&ed him, and 
if he got this Employment, it has been 
by fome Interefl: that I cannot difcover ;

Negotiates, and found them of Opinion 
(to which he likewife agreed ) That 
there was no Way to fave the Nation, 
but firft by raifing the Parliament, and 
then declaring for King James. Mr. 
Bnsbone having communicated what he

Cunmnghame to perfevere in his Defign,

all that hadpafled, and what Mr. Cub* 
ninghame deflred ; the former appeared 
fbmewhat lly in making any Promife 
and Engaging, but feemed to approve 
the Meafure, and infinuated he would 
do every thing that an HoneftMan could 
defire ; the other frankly undertook what 
was demanded, and feemed very keen 
to have the Projeft executed; of which 
Mr. Cnnmnghame being informed, Thus 
Fraughted and inftru&ed, away he 
went from Edinburgh into the Country, 
and having foon obtained and gained en- 
tire Credit with the Ringleaders, the 
firft Difcovery he made was, That the 
Court fearing a Storm from hence, had 
gained over Mr. Hepburn a.

Cunninghame having traverfed through 
the Country, and finding all as he 
wifhcd, concerted that all fhould be 
ready to rife in Arms on the firfl: call, 
and that he fhould have the chief Com- 
mand of them until they met with 
fuch other Parts of the Kingdom as 
Ihould join for the prefervation of their 
Common Liberties, and that fome Per- 
fon of molt eminent Quality and Capa- 
city fhould be pitched upon to Com* 
mand all.

back) were juft upon the Wing, and 
would, without doubt have kept the ^ tQiU 
Trjfty had not the Duke of Hamilton) a 
day or two before the prefixed time of 
theirRendesvouz,fent Expreffes privately 
(without acquainting any of thefe who 
he knew were confcious of the Concert^ 
thro* the whole Country, ftri&ly requi- 
ring them to put oft' their Defign at this 
Time ; and his Grace being entirely 
trufted, by thefe means fo thwarted 
and broke the Meafure, that not above. 
Five Hundred, who were more forward 
than other?, came ,to the Place appoint* 
ed ; Mr, Cunnivghamt returning foofl 
to Edinburgh^ gave a full account of all 1 
he had done, and by what means he 
Was difappointed, which at once both 
baulked and furprized a great many 
Honeft Men ; and fome indiftinft Ac- 
counts of this Preparation, and other 
Rendefvouzes coming to the Govern- 
ments Ears, The Parliament repeated 
that Claufe of the Aft of Security which 
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allowed and ordained Rendefvouze? 
VST of the fenfible Men. What induced 
the Duke of Hamilton to tl>is Meafure, 
I ftiall not determine* fome Swore he 
was under Capitulation with the Court, 
others would teli you, he was afraid tcr 
venture, becaufe of fyis Eftate in Eng- 
land ; all I ever heard alledged on his 
behalf was, That he thought the Na- 
tion was by no mearis in a State fit for 
fuch an Enterprise at that time,, becaufe 
the Englifb had fent their Troops to the 
Borders, and more Forces would be;

Nation be undone, and all that joy ned

not 7000 ftanding Forces in all Britain, 
of which thefe that were in Scotland 
Were fo diflatisfied with the Union, that 
every body knew, and the Officers had 
acquainted the Government, that they 
could not be trufted, Nine parts of Ten 
being inclined to joyn with thofe that 
oppofedit. But to pafs over thefe things, 
this I may affert, That had not the 
Duke of Hamilton taken this courfe, the 
Parliament had been at once font a pack* 
ing, and the proje&ed Union Demo- 
lifhed, in which cafe aU thefe that had 
appeared moft forward for it would have 
fled, having Horfes laid, and always 
feady to carry them off from the Dan- 
ger they hadreafon to dread, and juftly

granted or refuted this juft and reafon- 
able demand, that a National Addrefe 
rcprefenting the fame Things, fhould 
be Signed and forthwith lent to the 
Queen. This Meafure can\e firft from 
the D— of A— e, and Mr. Fletcher of 
Salton, and was relifhed and recom- 
mended by the Duke of Hamilton* and 
generally approved of by every Body ;

could not be ignorant, that the great- 
eft Part of thcle Gentlemen who were

Whilft Two or Three Days were 
fpent in endeavouring to reconcile

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Letters had been fent and difperfed 
through the Country, inviting Per- 
fons of all Ranks to come to Edin- 
burgh and demand an Anfwer from 
the Parliament to their Addreffes ; ' 
but fuch Meetings might occafion 
Diforders and Trouble, for which 
Caufe he prefented a Proclamation* 
difcharging any fuch Meetings and 
gathering together during the fitting 
of Parliament, which was approven 
of, but protefted againft by George

A Guilty Conference is a ftrange

During the Time that the Country J Defyn of 
had been thus, thpugh to no purpofe,^^?^- 
employed in endeavouring to obftruftf^£; 
the defigned Union* the Parliament of the Parlia- 
ment faft through the Articles, and be- menu 
ing advanced to the 22th Article, 
(wherein the Quota of Swf/aWV Repre- 
sentatives in the Britifb Parliament was 
adjufted ) there was no more, time to 
be loft ; Whereupon the Duke of f$u 
milton convened a good Number of 
the moft leading Men of thofe who 
had oppofed the Union, pathetically 
exhorting them not to look back- 
wards upon what might be thought 
done amifs by any, but to go oil tor- 
wards now at the laft hour to do fome- 
thing to fave the Nation, juft come to 
the brink of Ruin.

He told them he was perfwaded, 
That if any Thing would weigh 
with the Ehglijby and prevail upon 
them to let the Uflioa drap, 'twas 
this Meafyre ; for they might re- 
member, the lalt Treaty of Union 
which was authorized by the Rump 
Parliament 1702, came to no Effed, 
and one Chief Reafon was, that the

having demanded a Day or two to take 
the Propofal into Confideration before 
they came to a final Refolution, the 
Duke of Hamilton was in the interim at 
great Pains to convince them, and fuch 
others (who were not prefent when 
the propofal was firft made) as he 
thought fit to communicate it to the 
reafonablenefs of the Meafure ; the 
greateft Difficulty with fome t was the 
mentioning their having been willing 
to fettle the Succeffion on the Houfe 
of Hanover j which they faid was a 
kind of Obligation upon them to make 
their refuge to that Family to proteft 
them in oppofing the Union's taking 
effed, and endeavouring to reftore the 
Nation to its ancient Rights and Con- 
ftitution, whereas their Defign was, and 
had ever been, to preferve the Nation, 
and at the fame Time to reftore the 
King to the Throne, which they 
thought the prefent Temper of the 
People would much Advance. To this 
the Duke of Hamilton returned, That 
it could draw no Obligation upon them 
to adhere to the Intereft of the Houfe 
of Hanover^ fince they did not Proteft 
againft the Motion's being reje&ed, 
the Narrative only bearing the true 
Matter of Fatt, viz,. That fuch a 
Propofal had actually been made, and 
even fuppofing it were, otheiwife, it 
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greater firetches with a Defign that 
good might come of it, and he hoped 
this would be the laft ; for added he> 
(to fuch as he was intimate with) this 
bold and clear Proteftation, backed by 
the Separation^ will not only confound 
the Englifb) but likewife encourage our 
own Fellow Subje&s, and engage theiii 
to ftand by and fupport us ; and for his 
Part, he was of Opinion, that if the 
JLnglifh did not defilt from Profecuting, 
they muft have recourfe to Arms and 
call over the King, and he doubted not 
but . the Nation, to fave themfelves 
from utter Ruirie, would concur with 
them, and he was willing to venture as 
far as any. By thefe and fuch Confide- 
rations, all were brought over, and at 
the next meeting, declared their Ap- 
probation of the Meafure, promifing 
to adhere to the Proteftation, which it 
was taken for granted, the Duke of 
Hamilton would prefent; only the Duke 
of A~- e could by no Reafons be pre- 
vailed upon to adhere to the Protefta- 
. tation, becaufe of that Claufe in Rela- 
tion to the Houfe of Hanover ; but he 
engaged to join in the Meafure of lea- 
ving the Houfe, and all that fhould be 
afterwards thought neceffary and de- 
manded of him; 
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All Things being thus prepared and 
adjufted, next Day was appointed for 
the Execution, which being communi- 
cated to a great Number of thofe which 
were againft the Union, it caufed an 
univerfal Joy, and great Numbers of 
Gentlemen and eminent Citizens flockM 
rogether that Morning about the Par- 
liament Houfe to convey the feparating 
Members, and affift them in cafe they 
fhould be Maltreated as they came 
The Meafure from the Houfe ; but all their hopes foon 
h L°uke%tt e van ^ e d and came to nothing, for that 
miltoji! 3 Morning the Duke of Hamilton pretend- 
ing to be fcized of the ToothaGh, refu- 
fed to go to the Houfe ; but fome of 
his Friends having freely expoftulated 
with him upon this his Conduft, tel- 
ling him this double dealing and waver- 
ing would convince the World of what 
was faidconcerning his Grandfayr in the 
Reign of King Charles I. and He 
efteemed the fecond Part of the fame 
Tune : He was at laft prevailed upon 
to go to the Houfe and profecute the 
Meafure ; but when he came there, he 
called for his Friends that were upon 
the Concert,defiring to know from them 
who they had pitched upon to enter 
the Proteftation ? They told him there 
was nonefo proper as his Grace, being 
the Perfon of the firlt Quality and molr 
Iatereft in the Nation, begging and im- 
ploring 
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ploring he'd lead them on at this 
Time, and alluring him they'd ftand 
by him with their Lives and Fortunes ; 
yet nothing would do, he ftill perfifting 
in this Resolution not to be the prefenter 
of it, though he fwore he fhould be the 
firft adherer, an*, fo much Time was 
fpent in wrangling upon this Point, 
that the Parliament had met and ad- 
vanced fo far upon the Bufinefs that the 
Opportunity was loit. 

'Tis not to be exprefled, what a rage 
alj thofe that had been upon the Con* 
pert, nay, I may fay, the whole Na- 
tion (for it was foon fpread abroad) 
were in tp fee the Duke of Hamilton 
thys three times, one after another, 
brealc the Defigns and Meafures that 
were laid down, for oppofing the de- 
figncd Slavery of the Nation ; and I was 
told by the 6avlo/ S — ^, That if the 
Meafure had heen purfued and executed, 
the Commifliqners, and other Minifters 
of State, had refolved to prorogate the 
Parliament, and give over the Profecu- 
tion of the Ui\ion. I was likewife af- 
fured by oi\e who had it from one of the 
Minifters of State, that the reafon why 
his Grace changed his Mind, and made 
Ihort a turn in this Affair was, that 
after his Friends had left him, the Eve* 
ning before the Proteftatlons was to be 
entered, and the Separation made, ei- 
ther 
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tfier the Commiffioner himfelf or one 
from him ( bat I have forgot which) 
came privately to his Grace, and told 
him he had Intelligence of what was 
in agitation, and could allure him if it 
was not let fall, England, would lay the 
blame of it upon him, and he would 
fuffer for it, and that this threatning in- 
duced him to change his iMind, and con- 
found the Meafure he himfelf had con- 
certed, promoted, and engaged People 
of his Principles to enter into : Whether 
this truly was, or was not the Reafon, 
is what I cannot aflert ; but this Beha- 
viour of his, gave occafion for People to. 
talk far and wide, that he had made his 
terms with the Court, and betrayM the 
Country Party, and did fo exafperate 
and diicourage them, and create fuch 
Jealoufiesand Drynefs betwixt him and 
the Cavaliers, that for the future, no 
other Meafures were concerted, and 
every one did that which was good in 
his own Eyes; and in a few days, great 
numbers of thofe that had appeared 
£ealoufly againft the Union, deferted 
the Houfe in Defpair : So that when the 
42d Article (which took the Houfe up 
two or three Days inadjufting) came to 
be approved, there was little or no op- 
proreihtions pofition againft it, only before voting 
againft the Mr. Lockhwt of Carnrvoth entered a

are Hereditary Members of her Ma* 
jefty's great Council and Parliament; 
do hereby become Ele&ive, and ftf 
her Majefty is deprived of her born 
Councellors, and the Peers of their 
Birth-right ; and whereas they are at 
prefent One Hundred and Sixty irt 
Number, they are by this Article re- 
duced to Sixteen ; are to be joyned . 
with the Houfe of Lords in EngUnd; 
whofe Number at prefent confifts of 
above One Hundred and Eighty,' 
whereby 'tis plain that the Scots 
Peers (hare of the Legiflative ajjcj Ju- 
dicative Powers in the Britifb Parlia- 
ment, is very unequal with that of 
the Englijhj though the one be the 
Reprefencatives of as independent 4 
Nation as the other, and that it is 
a plain forfeiture or the Peerage of 
this Kingdom : And as it is the height 
of Injuftice, and againft the Laws and . 
Praftice of this, and all well govern- 
ed Nations, to forfeit any Perfon with- 
out an heinous Crime, to 'tis againft 
all Laws to forfeit either the Peers 
that are now prefent, or thofe that are 
Minors and Abfent, without fo m\xc\\ 
as being called or cited for that End. 
It is likewife contrary to the true 
Honour and Intereft of Her Majefty 
and the Monarchy to fupprefs the, 
gftate of Peers, who have formerly 

been 
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been the greateft fupporters of thq 
Monarchy ; and it is difhonourable 
and difgraceful for this Kingdom, that 
the Peers thereof fliall only have Rank 
and Precedency next after the Peers of 
the like Order and Degree in England^ 
without regard to their Antiquity, or 
the Dates of their Patents, as is itipu- 
lated by the following Articles of this 
Treaty. 

In the next place, each Shire and 
Royal Burgh within this Kingdom, 
have the Number of their Reprefen- 
tatives determined by A£ts of Parlia- 
ment, whofe Number at prefent being 
Oi^e Hundred Fifty-five, are by this 
Article pf Treafy reduced to Forty- 
five, and to be joyned to Five Hundred^ 
Thirteen in the Houfe of Commons, 
where they can "have no Influence, by 
Reafon of the vaft difproportion of 
their Numbers ; befides that, the Ba- 
rons and BurgefTes of this Nation by 
this way of Uniting, are deprived of 
their inherent Right of being fully and 
individually reprefented in Parliament, 
both in relation to their Legiilative and 
Judicative Capacities : And they are 
not only highly prejudged in leffen- 
ing their Reprefentation, but alfo de* 
graded from being Members of the 
Parliament of this Kingdom, where 
they fit as Judges in all Caufes Civil 
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and Criminal, to be joyned to the 
Commons of another Nation, who are 

accullomed to fupplicatc for Juftice at 
the Bar of the Houfe of Lords. 

The Barons and Burrows are further 
prejudged in this, That whereas now 
every Shire and Royal Burgh have their 
own Reprefentatives, one Comroiflion- 
er will hereafter reprefent feveral Shires 
and Burghs, who, it cannot be fuppo- 
fed, will underiland the feveral Inte- 
refts and Concerns of the faid feveral 
Shires and Burghs whom they may re- 
prefent. And further, for the prefent 
Reprefentatives of the Barons and Bur- 
rows in Parliament, to offer by any 
Vote or Deed of theirs to incapacitate 
their Conitituents, or deprive them 
of any Fart of their inherent Right, 
is that which their Conftituents may, 
and do juftly difallow, they only ha- 
ving then* Commiffions with the ordi- 
nary Power of making or amending 
Laws, and giving Supplies ; but no 
ways to aker fundamental Conllitu- 
tions, or to take away or diminiih 
their Reprefentation , which is alfo a 
Piain forfeiture of their Conftituents, 
of their inherent Rights, and undoubt- 
ed Priviledges, and is contrary to the 
fundamental Laws of this Nation, 
which are the Birthright of the People 
thereof! From all which it is plain and 

evident 
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evident, that this, from a Soveraig^ 
independent Monarchy, fliall diffoive 
its Conftitution and be at the difpo- 
fal of England, whofe Conftitution i$ 
not- in the leaft to be altered by 
this Treaty, and where it is not to 
be fuppofed the Scots fliall have any 
Weight in the making of Laws, even 
though relative to their own Kingdom, 
by Reafon of the vaft difproportion 
and difparity of their reprefentation 
aforefaid j and therefore I do alfo pro- 
teft, That no Vote may hinder or pre- 
judge the Noblemen, Barons, and Bur- 
rows as now represented in Parlia- 
ment, to retain, hruke, enjoy and ex- 
Orcife all their Rights, Liberties, and 
Privileges as fully and freely as hitherto 
they have enjoyed them ; and fince it 
"evidently' appears., not only from the 
many Protefts of the Honourable and 
worthy Members of this Houfe, but 
alfo from the Multitude of Addreffes 
and Petitions of the feveral Parts of 
this Kingdom of the Barons, Free* » • 
holders, Heretors, Burrows and Com- 
mons, and from the Commiflion of the , 
general Affembly, That there is a gene- 
ral diflike and averfion to the incorpo- 
rating Union, as contained in thefe Ar- 
ticles, and that there is not one Ad- 
drefe from any Part of the Kingdom

AfFettion and Intereft, the fureft Foun- 
dation of Peace and Tranquility for 
both Kingdoms ; and this my Panella- 
tion I dclire may be received and *n- 
ferted in the Minutes, and recorded in 
the Books of Parliament, as a Teftimo- 
ny of my Difatfent> and the Difaflent; 
of fuch as iliall adhere to me. 

The next Protciiation was made by 
the Earl of B — n x with relation to the 
Rights of the Peers, as follows.

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tlon was fo difpleafed with them, that 
they could not expe£t any of their 
(lamp would be returned from the 
Shires or Burrows, were refolved not 
to Swallow a Cow and flick at the Tail j 
and as they had begun, carried on, 
and finifhed their Proje&s , contrary 
to all the Ties of Juftice and Honour, 
and the Welfare of the Country ; fo 
they continue the fame well pathed 
Road, and commence the Union with 
as great an Invafion upon the Rights 
of the Subje£t, by depriving them 
of the Powers of naming their own 
Reprefentatives, as ever was done to 
a [free People j for they picked out 
Sixteen Peers, Thirty Barons, and Fif- 
teen Burgeffes, that were through pa- 
ced, and altogether at their Becks ; 
whereby it came to pafs, that fomc 
Shires had their whole Number of 
Reprefentatives, as in the Scot* Parli- 
ament, fuch as Argylt Shire, &c. Some 
had Two, fome One, and fome of the 
Chief Shires, fuch as Edinburgh, Fyfe, 
Stirling^ &c. none at all. 

Having brought Affairs fo far, I have 
now no more to fay of the Parliament's 
A&ings, only let me add, That not- 
withftanding the Commiffioner had fo- 
lemnly engaged to the Duke of Hamil- 
ton^ that he would not hinder any 
Perfon from giving his Vote to be one 
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of the Sixteen Peers ; yet jufl: as they 
were going to Eleft, he produced a Let- 
ter from the Queen, which he had, as 
he pretended, at that Inftant recieved, 
difcliarging any of her Servants from 
Voting for him, under the penalty of 
her Difpleafure ; and thus feveral who 
had engaged to Vote for the Duke of 
Hamilton, were obliged to refile, and 
his Grace was baulked to the great 
Satisfa&ion of many, who thought he 
had been too much impofed upon, and 
were glad to fee him cheated by the 
Court* 

It is not to be doubted but the Par- 
liament of England would give a kind 
reception to the Articles of the Union 
as pa (Ted in Scotland, when they were 
laid before that Houfe, as was evident 
from the quick difpatch in approving of, 
and ratifying the fame ; and fo the Uni- 
on commenced upon the Firft of May, 
1707, a Day never to be forgot by JrW- % 
land, a Day in which the Scots were 
ftripped of what their PredeceiTors had 
gallantly maintained for many Hun- 
dred Years, I mean their Independen- 
cy and Soveraignty. 

I fhall leave this Melancholy fub SomRmuk:. 
je£k with adding a few -Obferves that 
fome were pleated to remark. 

Firft, That the firft Article of the 
Union was apptoven th? fourth Day of 

Z 2 
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November which was the Birth-day of 
oar Dutch ironical Saviour King William, 
being the Day preparatory to Gunpowder- 
Ire of on. 

Second, That the Peerage was re- 
nounced the eighth of January, which 
was the Date of the Warrant for the 
Religious Murder of Glenco,u$on Which 
Day likev/ife the Eafl of Stavis, Signer 
of the faid Warrant, after 4 he had with 
more than ordinary Zeal appeared that 
Day in Parliament, was found dead in 
his Bed ; or, as was reported, hanged 
himfelf. 

Third, The Ratification of the Arti- 
cles of the Union was upon the fixteenth 
of the Date of the Sentence of the Roy- 
al Martyr King Charles /the Firft. 

Fourth, The Diffolution of the Scots 
Parliament or Kingdom Was upon the 
Twenty-fifth of March, being the firft 
of the Year in England, and a hand- 
fome new Years Gift to that King- 
dom. 

Fifth , The Equivalent (jttus Price of 
Scotland) came to Edinburgh on the 
Fifth of Auguft, the Day the Earl of 
Gourie defigned to perpetrate his horrid 
Confpiracy againft King James VI. 

I have now brought the Affairs of 
Scotland from Queen Anne's Acceflion to 
the Throne,- to the Conclufion of the 

lalt 
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laft Scots Parliament, I proceed next 
to give an account of what happened 
after the Commencement of the Union, 
particularly of the ProjeOs that were fet 
on foot to fubvert the fame, and re- 
ftore the King. It is not to be ex- 
pected I can difcover all the fecret 
Tranfanftions at the time I write this, 
for many of them were carried on in 
France, and others, though ^t home, 
were kept very Secret ; yet you'll per- 
ceive I have come at the Knowledge 
of fo much ?s will fufficiently enable 
you to Upderftand the true Origine and 
Progrpfs of the defigned Invafiop frojn 
France, in March 1708. 

To begin then, No fooner was the 
Firft of May paft, than the Miniftry 
(now of great Britain) took care to 
eftablifli the Union of the two King- 
doms, and as by the Articles it was 
agreed, their fhould be the fame Regu* 
lations, Impofitions, &c. of Trade 
throughout the united Kingdom (that 
is to fay, that the Laws relative to 
Trade in England fhould take place in 
Scotland^ Immediately two Commif- 
were appointed, one for ma- 
naging the Cultoms, the other the Ex- 
cife o( Scotland, which confifted partly 
of Englifby partly of Scotsmen (though 

thefe latter had no preteotiqns to inti*

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tie them to that Name, fave their be- 
ing born in that Country ; they and ail 
that were employed afterwards as Com- 
miflionefs for managing the equiva- 
lent, or advanced to any of the new 
Pofts, being down right Renegadoes, 
and rewarded on no other account 
than the Affiftance they gave in felling 
their Country) at the fame Time valt 
Numbers of Surveyers, Collectors, 
Waiters, and iri (hbrt, all or moftofthe 
Officers of the Cuftoms and Excife 
were fent down from England, and 
thefe generally fpeaking , the very 
Scum and Canalia of that Country, 
which remembers me of a very good 

Story : Sometime thereafter a, Scots Mer- 
chant Travelling in England, and {hewing 
tome apprebenfions of being Robbed, his 
Landlady told him he was in no hazard, 
for all the Highway-meh were gone y and 
upon his enquiring how that came about ; 
why truly, replied fhe, they are all gone to 
your Country to get Places. Thefe Fel- 
ions treated the Natives with all the 
Contempt, and executed the new Laws 
with all the Rigour imaginable ; B \6 
that before the HrJi Three Months 
were expired , • there were too apa- 
rant Proofs of the Truth of what had 
been often allmed in relation to the 
bid Bargain Scotland had made ; 'tis 
true iirieed^ fome particular Merchants 
. % ' ' c - • 4 - made 
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made vaft gain at this Jun&ure for 
the Duties upon Wine, and moft other 1 
Foreign Commodities being much iefs * 
in Scotland than in England^ great Quan- 
tities were imported into the former 
before the Commencement of the U- 
nion, afterwards carried into England, 
returned an extraordinary Profit j but 
as difcerning, People faw that was only 
the* accidental Confequence of what 
could not be well avoided at , this 
Jun£ture,and that thefe Sun fhine Days 
would be fopn over Clouded (as the 
Merchants have fince cffe&ually cxperi- 
mented) it did no Ways lefTen the d read- 
ful Apprehenfions of the Confequences 
of the Union, and the People of all 
Ranks and Pcrfwafions were more and 
more chagrin'd and difpleafed, and re- Th &opu 
fented the lofs of the Soveraignty, m&™Zlfpe- 
were daily more and more perfwaded, rated againjt 
that nothing but the Reftorationof the 
Royal Family, and that by the means 
of Scotsmen, could reftore them to their 
Rights. So that now there was fcarce 
one of a Thoufand that did not declare 
for the King, nay the Presbyterians and Favw tb$ 
Cameronians were willing to pafs over*"*- 
the Obje&ion of his being Papiit ; for 
faid they, (according to their predefti- 
nating Principles) God may convert 
him, or he may have Proteftant Chil- 
dren j but the Union can never be good, 

Z 4 and 
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and as the Reader may remember, the 
Commons fhew'd a greater Alacrity and 
RtacHnefs tojoinagainft the Promoters 
of the Union, whilft it was in Agita- 
tion than did thefe of better Rank and 
Quality, fo were they at this time more 
uneafy at their Subje&ion, and zealous 
to redeem the Liberty of the Country; 
and thenceit was, thaton all Occafions, 
in all Places, an4 by all People of all 
Perfwafions, nothing was to be heard 
throughout all the Contiy, fave an uni* 
verfal Declaration in favour of the King, 
and Exclamations againft the Union, and 
thofe that had promoted it. 

Nay, fo great a length did their In- 
dignation lead them, that the Presby. 
terian Minifters became univerfally Ha- 
ted and Difpifed, and loll all their In- 
tei eft with the Commons, thefe not 
flicking to tell them publickly, that they 
wercTime-fervers, and had Preached up 
againft the Union, whilft they thought 
their Kirk not well enough fecured ; but 
that once being done, they valued not 
the Country nor the Peoples Liberties 
and thus were the Commons come to 
this lucky pafs, that they would have 
entered into, and profecuted any Mea- 
fure without the previous Advice and 1 
donftant Concurrance of the Minifters, 
who, formerly, on all other occafions, 
a£Ud only with a view to themfelves, ' 

Could 
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could never be guided by the Nobility 
and Gentry, and rendered the Commons 
im manageable, by the influence they 
had over them. 

As thefe were the Peoples Inclinati- 
ons, fo likewife was there an univer* 
fal Expectation of the King's coming 
over to them ; whence this came I can- 
riot tell, but People were over all parts 
prepoffeffed and pleafed themfelves with 
an Opinion, it would happen very foon ; 
fo that for feveral Months they were in 
a conftant Expectation of him, and this 
was before any Meaiure ; fop the pur- 
pofe was finally concluded, and in fuch 
Countries, where few or none were 
privy to the Concert, be fides they acted 
ponfecjuentially to this their behalf and 
expectation, preparing themfelves to 
receive and amfthim ; for the Weftern 
Shires had their private Deligates froni 
each Parifh to meet and concert xMea- 
fures together, and amongft others, they 
appointed feveral of their number to 
apply themfelves towards getting of 
Intelligence ; they named their Officers 
who fliouid head them, till once the 
Nobility and Gentry took the Com- 
mand upon them ; they had Arms ma- 
king in all Places, and appointed Peo- 
ple to buy Horfes ; fo that a worthy 
Friend of mine in the Shire of Air, af- 
fured me, That very Summer Twelve 

or 
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or Fifteen Hundred good Horfes had 
been brought over from Ireland which 
were picked and brought up by Coun- 
try People, and carried where no body 
knew ; and fome of thefe Ringleaders 
and Delegates in Clydfdale, did come 
to Mr, Lockhmdi Carmvatb, telling him 
they were ordered by a confiderable 
Party, to enquire of him againft what 
time he thought the King would Land ; 
apd upon his anfwering that he won- 
dered how they could ask fuch a Qpe- 
ftion of him ! and that he knew nothing 
of thefe Matters; they anfwered, he 
plight indeed be fhy in divulging his 
Mind to them, but they doubted not 
but he knew, and they would be glad 
to know like wife, that each of them 
plight fpare one or two of their beft 
HQrfes from Work, and have them 
jtt good Condition againft he landed. 
j\nd on another occalion, one of the 
ehief C^meronim* told him, they were 
content to join in an Array with the 
fytfcopaltAns, for it was not nqw a time 
iov Scotland to be divided ^mongft them- 
telves. 

I have inftanccd thefe two Particulars, 
to fliew the inclinations of the People,' 
the like to which happened to feveraj 
oiher People in all parts of the King- 
dom ; fo that I well may aver, That 
the Commons were moft impatient at 

' r , ' ' the 
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the King's delay in coming over, an<| 
were moft fincerely ready to have made 
him welcome by aflifting him to the 
utmoft of their Powers ; and tho 7 the 
Commons appeared with lefs Caution, 
and more Bare facedly, yet were not 
the Nobility and Gentry lefs defirous to 
have him amongftthem; fothat never 
was a Prince or Deliverer more longed 
for by a People, and what Ov/^obferved 
long ago,

was remarkably evident on this occafi- 
on ; for from hence arofe that Unani- 
mity amongft the Epifcopals and Pref- 
byterians Cavaliers, and many of the 
Revolutioners, fo that according to the 
Herts Proverb, Thej were all one Man's 
Bairns; had the fame Defire, and were 
ready to join together in the defence of 
their Country and Liberties. 

It is not to be doubted, but thefe 
Accounts would foon reach the Ears oP^ eo fJ cni 
thofe at St.' Ger mains and Ver fails. For nc 
in the firft Place, during the time that 
the Articles of the Union were under 
the Confideration of the Scots Parlia* 
inent, the Engltfb Miniftry, allowed or 
rather encouraged their News-Mongers 
jo afcribe the oppofition they met with, 
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to a Spirit of Jacobitifm ; and next care 
was taken to inform how averfe the 
People were to the Union, and pref- 
fing the King's coming over as the 
luckieft opportunity for reftoring of 
him, and advancing the Affairs of Frame, 
by giving a diverfion to the Engltjh 
Arms, and ths French King by the bad 
Succefs of his Arms, during the iaft 
Campaign (wherein he loft the Battles 
of Audenard and Turin, and ftveral 
ftrong Towns) being brought to a weak 
French P a{ *> began to relifh the Propofal, and 
King inclines feemed in earned: to do fomething for 
S-/^ y our. King; for which end he fent over 
£nj. ° UT Colonel Hookes to get Intelligence, apd 
Treat with the People of Scotland. 

I haveelfewheregiven an Account of 
this Gentleman , and I have good 
Grounds to believe lie was palmed upon 
the Court of St. Germans, being pitched 
upon by the French King, as one that 
would follow his Directions and be true 
. to his Intereft; and indeed he was 
not difappointed, for the Colonel fliowM 
more concern to raife a Civil War at any 
rate (which was what the French King 
chiefly wanted) then fo to manage and 
adjuft Meafures as tended moft for King 
James's Service, and to encourage his 
Subjedsto do for him. 

Now it will be proper to remember, 
$hatv the two Dukes of Htmilton and 
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— f, had for fometime been in fead P^w 
Terntt with one another, thefirftclaim'd 
Merit upon the account of his paft Afti- a!"" 
ons, his Intereft and Qualifications, 
(which are feldom undervalued by great 
Men; the other thought he was to be 
valued, and would yield to none becaufe 
of the Intereft he had of late got with 
the North Country Gentry, and the 
the great number of Men he cotild 
raife ; but he never confidered thefe 
would have join'd the King, not out of 
AfFe&ion or Obedience to him, (tho* he 
might have a Cbnfiderab'le ftroke With 
them, and was therefore to be valued) 
but from a Principle of Loyalty, which 
they had manifefted on all occafions*. 

Thefe Dukes had their feveral Friends; 
fome Honeft Men being difgufted at the 
Duke of HAmtlton, on the Account of 
his Behaviotir during the laft Parlia- 
ment, inclined to think the Duke of A- 
thole would venture further for the 
King ; which, as it picqued the one, 
fo it elevated the other, nay, tofogreat 
a degree, that the Duke of A — e y and 
his Partisans, railed openly againft the 
Duke of Hamilton, and pretended to cfo 
all themfelvcS. 

There were others again, who rement- 
bring the Duke of A — e's Condu&, at, 
and on feveral occafions, fince the Re- 
volutions, were afraid he was not 

thoroughly 
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thoroughly well founded, but a&ed 
more from a defire of revenging him- 
felf of the Courtiers, who had ilighted 
him, than a true Principle of Loyalty ; 
and confidering, that he was; by no 
means qualified to be the Head of & 
Party, tho' in general, an ufeful Man, 
in promoting fo good a Defign, thought 
he was to be humoured, but not fo as to 
difguft the Duke of Hamilton altogether. 
For tho 1 the laft's Behaviour in all 
Points was not approved of by them, 
yet being throughly convinced that he 
was altogether Loyal, and tho' perhaps 
a little too Cautious, or rather Timo- 
rous in concerting of Meafures, would 
infallibly join the King, and venture as 
far to ferve him as any Man alive ; and 
it being evident to a Demonftration, 
that he was ubfolutely neceffary to be 
with the King, becaufe of his Intereft, 
Courage and Conduft, and particularly, 
his dexterity in managing the different 
Parties in the Kngdom , Upon thefe 
'Considerations, I fay, they thought he 
was to be valued, refpetted and ad- 
vifed with, and having notified the 
lame to the Earl of Midleton % (who a- 
greed with them in it) and he again to 

theK g; the Duke of Perth, who 

was of a quite different Intereft from 
the Earl of Midleton, foon made up with 
the Duke of A — e ; and Jiaving more 

In- 
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Intereft with the Priefts and Roman Ca- 
tholicks, than the Earl of Midleton, pre- 
vailed fo far with the Court of France, or 
at lca& with Hookes himfelf, that when 
Hookes arrived in Scotland, he (hould 
make his chief Application to his Cor- 
refpondept the Duke of A — e. 

It may feem ftrange, that fuch Divi- 
fions fhould have lafted amongft thofe of 
the Court of St.Germains ; but the fame 
happened during the Exile of King 
Charles II. and is a clear Proof, that 
nothing can feparate Statefmen from that 
felfifh ambitious Principle, that over- 
rules all their Proje&s, tho' often to the 
Prejudice of their Mafter, and (as on 
this occafion) of themfelves ; for fure 
Unanimity and Concord were neceflary 
to People in their Circumftances. 

Thefe being premifed, I go to acquaint CoiovdBoA* 
you, That Hookes fet Sail from France/}™ *™£ 
and Landed in tht Northen Parts of Scot- Und. 
land, fometime about the later end of 
February y or beginning of March 1707. 
and being conduced to Stains, afcer lie 
received fome further account of the 
prefent Pofture of Affairs, from the 
Countefs Dowager of Errol (who was 
entirely of her Brother the Duke of 
Perth's Intereft, and a very pragmatical 
Woman ) and acquainted fome of thofe 
with whom he was to Traffick of his 
Arrival* he fet out towards the South, 

ana 
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and came into the Shires of Perth and 
Angut, where he met with great num- 
bers of Gentlemen (who were for the 
J moft part of the Duke of A—e*s Par* 
ty ) with whofe Franknefs arid Hofpi- 
tality he was fo much taken, $md they 
again with his Bufinefs and Errand, 
that he openly avowed the fame, and 
was carreffed as an AmfialTador indeed ; 
and I have been told, e tooki tw elie- 
hough to be called his Excellency. 

After he had remained fometime .in 
this Country, and found People's Pulfes. 
and pitched upon thofe with whom he'a 
j Treaty fen- treat, he fell to Bufinefs. I cannot in- 
eiby him and deed fay, that he had a perfonal Iriter-

tain it is, they concerted Meafures toge- 
ther ; but there were feveral with 
whom he met, and to whom he made 
his Propofals. The firft thing he produ- 
ced was a Letter from the King, and 
another from the French King, being his 
Credentials, impowerirtg him to treat 
with the People of Scotland, in order to 
bring about the King's Reftoration, and 
to recover the Nations Soveraignty and 
Ancient Privileges; then he produced 
a long Paper, containing feveral Queries 
drawn by Monfieur De Torci, relating 
to the number of Men, that could be 
raifed in Scotland ; the conveniency of 
fubfifting Troops with Meat, Cloaihi 

and 
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afld Quarters, and their carrying on the 
War; the number of Men, Sum of. 
Money, and quantity of Arms, Ammu- 
nition, and other Warlike Stores necef- 
fary tb be fent from France: Thefe, and 
fuch like Matters being concerted 
and adjufted, an Anfwer to the M. de ' 
Torci's Queftions was compiled, which 
gave a (dittinft Refolution to each Query, 
containing a full account of the State of 
Affairs, particularly the inclinations and ■ 
fortfardnefs of the People to venture 
all for the K7— <-g's Service, and ear- 
neftly ehtreatfcd him to come over as 
foon as pofliblfe. < v 1 

Ifhould be glad I were Matter of a. 
Copy of thofe Papers, fo that I might 
itifert them at large ; however, I have 
often read them, and this is a ftiort Ab- 
ftraft of the moft material Heads con- 
tained in them. ;

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While all this was a doing, they kept i 
not their Affairs fo fecret, but that great 
numbers at that very time, and after- 
wards every little Body, that pretended 
to be a Jacobite, knew of Hookes being ! 
here; and tho' not all the Particulars, yet 
the main Defign and Refult of his Ne- 
gotiations ; and tho' 1 am very far from 
derogating from the Honour and Praife 
thefe Gentlemen deferve, upon the ac- 
count of the evident Demonftratioit 
they gave of their Loyalty upon this 
occafion, yet I muft joii* with thofe 
who are of Opinion, that they took too 
much upon themfelves. A few private 
Men in a corner of the Coubtry to ne- 
gotiate and lay down Schemes upon lb 
weighty an Affair, without the Advice 
and Concurrence of others, who they 
knew to be as Loyal, and as* Capable to ? 
jferve the King as they were themfelves r 
nay, without whom they could not 
pretend to influence other parts" of the 
Kingdom ; and I can afcribe if tano^ 
thing fo much as the Duke of A — e\> 
Ambition, to be thought the chief and' 
firft Promoter of the King's Refto- 
ration, and thefe other Gentlemen's 
great Zeal and firm Perfwafion, That i£ 
they could have the Honour of bring* 
ing the King over, the Nation was li>' 
dilfatisfied and difgufted at the Union, 
that every Body will join with thenn

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and they be each of them valued as a- 
tiother Monk; and indeed afterwards, 
when People argued with them upon 
this Point, alledging they had not 
a£ted prudently with regard either to 
the King's or their own Intereft ; they 
t;o foment Divifions at a Juncture when 
every Body was to be pleafed, and, as 
far ^s poffible, Honoured, fome of thetii 
did not ftaad to anfwer, that they ditf 
not value that, they doubted not of 
Succefs, arid as they had run the ha* 
zardf, t:hey expe&ed the Honour of ir. 
If Scotland had been concern'd, they 
Alight have ventur'd tor do what they 
did, and done the King's Affairs with 
a fmall Power ; for indeed, I do believe 
their was very few that would have, op- 
pos'd him: But, : alas, they little eon- 
lider'd that England was in the Play* and 
the united Strength of zM.

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Communicate their Opinions to the 
Earl of Mi<Ueton\ upon which Hooks 
fent them more than once or twice im- 
pertinent, haughty, threatningLetters 
and great was the Schifm upon this 
account betwixt thofe that carried on 
this Bufinefs with Hooks f and fuch as en- 
clin'd to correfpond with the Earl of 
Midleton, and were thusnegle&ed, par-

Fjlmoronock) Lockhartoi Cdrnwrth,Maul 
of Kjlly, and Captain Str&ton, that the 
former in ail Companies, where they 
ufed the Freedom to tell their Minds 
(which was indeed too many ) and by 
the Accounts they gave to the Court at 
St. Germ&ms, made no Bones of calling 
the other People Cowards and Luke- 
warm, and giving them all the harfh 
Epithets imaginable; tho' the Duke of 
Hamilton, and his Friends bore them no 
Enmity and wiihed them good Succefs,, 
and were very far from envying any 
Man the Honour, provided he brought 
the Kingdom in Safety, and did fo re- 
gulate Matters as that he might be- 
come fuccefsful. 

And therefore in all their Accounts 
to the King, they told him, They 
would ftnve with none that were doing 
him Service, fave in out-doing them in 
that Point of it lay in their Powei, allu- 
ring 1 
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ring him, they were ready to venture 
All when he required it, and advifing 
him, as they thought themfelves ia 
Duty bound, not to hazard his Royal 
Perfon, unlefshewere fo attended, and 
in fuch a Capacity as to be able to ac- 
complifh his Defign, in order to which 
they at leaft thought Ten ThoufancJ re v - 
gular Troops absolutely NecefTary (thp 
other fet having demanded only fix of 
feven Thoufand) to be brought bver 
with him, and recommending to him t6 
fall upon Meafures to fatisfy the People 
as to the fecurity of their Religion and 
Civil Rights (which by the other was 
wholly negletted) without which he 
could not expeft to fucceed, and in do- 
ing which there was no great difficulties, 
becaufe of the different Parties in the 
Kingdom. Thefe Gentlemen thought 
it their Duty to reprefent Matters thus 
to the King, fince a faint Attempt 
might have proved fatal to the King's 
Perfon ; and if it mifcarried ruined the 
future profpeft: of his Affairs, and the 
hopes of recovering Scotland's Rights 
by rivotting Rebellion and the Union; 
fince it was clear, if once they drew 
their Swords as Duke H — —n ex- 
prefTed it, they njuft throw away their 
Sheaths, and therefore they continually 
remonftrated, that it was better to fi|-

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do it to purpofe. Now let God and the 
World iudge if thefe Gentlemen, by 
giving fach Advice, did deferve to t!e 
Hindered and mifreprefented as they 
were ; however they had this (atisfa&i- 
on, that they cou'd not blame them- 
feives anl were, notwithftanding, re- 
foVd to join with the King upon his 
Landing, tho' lu fliould not bring fuch 
a force as they thought neceffary for 
him: The Truth of which would have 
.appeared had not the Dcfign miicarri- 
ed.

1 ' ihould be in Scotland by the next Augujt^ 
!a*id went in a French^Ship which waited 
upon him on the North Coaft of France, 
where he arrived in May 1707. and ha- 
ving given an account of his Arribafly, 
^and the Reception he met with; Tri- 
umphed no little over the Earl of 
.MiMtton^ whom, and his Friends in 
Scotland he accufed of backwardnefs to 
ferve the King. 

In the mean time every body expe&ed 
to have heard of the Defigns being put 
|n Execution ; but fome. Weeks before 
fheMoAFhof 4vg u ft (theumfc appoint- 
ed for rpaKing the Attempt) Notice was 
,frnt, that it ., could not be done then j 
^nd thereafter fey eral Diets were pre- 
4 fixed, 
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fixed, which took as little effeft, and it 
was next to a Miracle, that fo long de- 
lay, and fo many off puts, did not bring 
all to Light, and occafion either then, 
or at leaft afterwards, when the At- 
tempt was made and mifcarried, the 
ruin of many People ; for as I faid be- 
fore, the Defign was known to fo many 
People, and fo much difcourfed of in 
common' Converfation, that it was 
ftrange yitneffes and Proofs fliould be 
wanting to have hanged any Man. 
But fuch was the Loyalty and Affecli- 
on of the People to the King, that tho* 
the Government knew there had been 
a Correfpondence witli France, yet could 
they not procure any certain Intelligence, 
nor afterwards the leaft accufation againft 
any one of the many who they knew 
were deeply dip'd and concerned in it. 

But to proceed, after feveral times 
had been appointed for making the At- 
tempt, and neverthelefs no appearance 
of its being Executed, People began to 
think that the French King's Affairs be- 
ing fomewhat retrieved by b the Battle 
of Almanz,s y which happened during 
the time Hooks was in Scotland, he was 
refolved to referve this Defign in favour 
of the King's to another occafion, and 
this proceeded from reflecting on Hooks 
Behaviour here, and Jealoufy, I'm afraid 
too well grounded, that the French 
r i A, a ^ Kin^ 
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King only minded our King h: io far as 
his own Intereft led him, and made ufe 
of him as a Tool to promote and bb 
fubfervient to his own private Defigns: 
Duke of None were more of this Opinion 
a aci than the Duke of H- fo that ha- 
ving waited without feeing any Rea- 
fon to believe the French King was iti 
earneft till the end of January 1708. his 
Affairs in England requiring his Pre-^ 
fence, he fet out about that time frorti 
Kjnniel to Lancajter. I know his Ene- 
mies have upbraided him highly on this 
Account, as if he had fled, or at beft 
return'd juft when he faw the King a 
coming ; but as I have not fpared him 
when I thought he deferved it, fo I hope 
my Reader will believe me when I vin-

Vindictt. Before he was poflitively determined

his Crowns ; That they got good Words 
and fair Promifes, but had come to no 
Determination as to the Time or Me- 
thod of Accomplifhing it ; befides, Mr, 
X)gibvj of Boyn (being fo ftraitned in his 
Circumftances, that he could not refide 
in Scotland, and trufted by the Duke of 
A—*e and his Friends, to Negotiate 
for them, and Prefs the Execution of 
what had been agreed to by them and 
Hooks) had like wife wrote from France 
to the fame purpofe to his Correfpon- 
dents.

This is the French 
kirk ' Account. But after this we (hall take 
Occafion to examine their Coridu£t par- 
ticularly, whether they might have 
landed in the fifth had they managed 
their Affairs right. One Thing is cer- 
tain, had not the Wind chopt about and 
kept them bound up in Newport Pits,

The former, in 
old Times, owed much to the Scots Va- 
lour, in afliftine them .agaihft die later; 
.and ( thefe having in many pitchejl 
Eattlesj befides aThou&nd Skirmifl^s 
and Inciirfions, found the fad effe£h of it; ; 
and even in this prefent Age have nqt 
been a little Obliged to the Scotch Valour 
in the Wars with France^ tho 1 when they 
Conquered for England, they did but 
drive the Engl/Jb Chains fa ijiuch the 
harder and falter u^oaScotUnd\ but I 
need not infift upon what all Hiftori,es 
agree in ; and fince a full Account of the 
Atchievments of the Scots Heroes js 
fliortly eipe&ed from Dr. Ahtnrombie. < \ 

As the Scots were a Brave, fo like wife VohtA 
a Polite People ; every Country has its 
own peculiar Cuftoms, and fo had Scot- 
Und\ but in the main, they lived aja4 
were refined, as other Countries, and 
this won't feem ftrange, for the Englifb 
themfelve? allow the Septs to be a Wife 
<and Ingenious People, for fay they to a 
Proverb, They never knew a Scots Mm a 
tool. And if fo, What fliould hinder 
them from being as well bred and civi- 
lized as any other People ? Thofe of 
Rank £as they ftill do ) travelled A- 
.broad into foreign Countries for their 
, ■ . ... - Cca , Im- 
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Improvement ; and vaft riumbers, when 
their Country at home did not require 
their Service, went into that of forreign 
Princes, fromwhenc6, after they had 
gained immortal Honour and Glory, 
they returned home; and as it is ob- 
vious, that at this very time, ( which 
muft chiefly proceed from this humour 
of Travelling) the Scotch Gentry do far 
exceed thofe of England ; fo that in 
the one you fhall find all the Accom- 
plilhmentsof well-bred Gentlemen, and 
in your Country Englijh Efquires*, all 
the Barbarity imaginable; fo doubtfefc 
the odds was the fame, nay, greatet 
in former Ages ; for the Scots took ais 
great care to improve themfelves then 
as now ; whereas 'tis well known, that 
it is but of late, that any Inclination 
to Travel has feized the Engli{b % (tho* 
not near to fuch a Degree as in Sect- 
land) and that the Improvement of 
their Gentry is much owing to their 
being employed of late in the Armies 
Abroad. At Home the Scots King kept 
a Court, to which reforted Ambaffa- 
dors from Forreign Princes, and to 
whom again AmbafTadors were fent 
from Scotland; and^ that the Scotch 
Court was fufficiently fplendid may be 
eafily gueiTed at, were it from no more, 
but the ftately Fabricks of King James 
the Vth's Palaces, \viz s Stirling^ Lin- 

HthgoW) 
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UthgotVi Faulk I and, and Holywood-houfe) 
he being the beft lodged Prince of 
^ny in Europe at that time, from the 
Acts of Parliament regulating the Ap- 
parel and Attendants of People of all 
Ranks, and mentioning the numerous 
Offices belonging to the King's Family, 
and from the high and honourable Of- 
fices of State. 

As Scotland was a Brave and Polite 
Nation, fo like wife from thence arofe 
;reat Islumbers, famous in all Ages for all 
;inds of jLearning ; here the Chriftian 
Religion foon took Footing, and was 
preferved in Purity, when moft other 
Rations were corrupted ; and tho* in 
Procefs of time, the Church of Scot- 
land became, as did the reft of Europe^ 
Subjeft to the Papal Hierarchy, yet ihe 
was amongtt the firft that fliakM it off. 
The happy Conftitution of Govern- 
ment, well digefted Laws, and regular 
Courts and Forms of Juftice, eftablifhed 
in Scotland^ are a plain Proof, that the 
Scots were a Wife and Learned People : 
Befides, the nijmerous Colonies of 
Learned Men ("as ajl IJiftqrie?, and 
parricularly Dr. Mackenzie's late Trea* 
tife do give an Account at) fiirniOied 
by Scotland to forrgign Countries, is an 
undeniable Teftiwony of it. Some may 
hence infer, that there was no Encou- 
ragement fof Learning at Home, but 

Cc 2 * that 
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that is a great miftake, for 'tis well 
known, that the Churches and Univer- 
sities of Scotland, were not only adorn'd 
with noble Fabricks, but likewife en- 
dowed with, confiderable Revenues in 
the time of Popery ; and even fince the 
Reformation, there was a more orderly 
ahd equal Diftribution of the Clergy's 
Revenues in Scotland than in England^ 
'Tis true indeed, in the former, none 
were fo largely, or rather profufely 
provided, as fome in the other-, but 
there was none but had a fufficient Com- 
petency thereupon to live eafily and 
conveniently ( which can't be laid of 
England) and before the abolition of 
of Epifcopacy, the Bifhopricks and 
Deanries were a fufficient Encourage* 
mentfor ftudy, and had the defired Ef- 
fedt. ' 

Pow.rfuL I proceed next to confider her Power. 

And here we {hall find Scotland courted 
by all the neighbouring States, and the j 
Kings matching themfelves and Daugh- 
ters with the greateft Potentates. 'Tis 
true indeed, her Situation led her to 
have moft to do with England ; and 
hence it was, that fhe always joined to 
prevent England growing Power. ' And 
this was the Engine of the famous 
League entered into by Charlemain % and 
Ach*ius r a league which their Pofterity 
for many Ages kept fo inviolably, and 

proved 
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proved fo advantageous for both the 
Kingdoms of trance and Scotland, that 
no Hiftory relates the Parallel of it. 
The Scots King was without Doubt a 
powerful Prince. 'Tis foreign to my 
Purpofe to debate whether he had an 
abfolute or limited Power ; fofar is cer- 
tain, he was endowed with a Revenue 
confifting of Duties upon Trade, the 
Reddendo'* of his SubjeftsEftatesCwhich 
all held of him as their Supream Lord 
and Superior, and did pay a yearly 
Rent, or Few) and the Crown Lands ; 
which fufficiently enabled him to keep 
a fplendi{l Court, and maintain the Dig- 
nity of his Royal Charader. 'Tis but 
a late Practice to impofe Taxes thro 
the Country, and formerly there was 
no Occafion for them ; for when the Na- 
tion's Service required, the Subjects 
were obliged, and did attend the Roy- 
al Standard where they maintained 
themfelves, and gave as fignal Proofs 
of Fidelity and Courage, as the mer- 
cenary Troops now a Days. In thole 
happy Days the King fought for the 
People, and they for the King, againft 
the common Enemy; looking upon their 
Interefts and Profperity to be recipro- 
cal. And by thefe Means they did, 
for many Hundreds of Years, delend 
theimelves againft the powerful At- 
tempts of the Romans , Pic?*, Normans, 
o: Cc 4 Danes, 
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t>anes % Saxons, and Kingdom of Eng- 
land, bringing into the Field Armies 
confifting of ten, twenty, thirty, forty, 
Qr fifty thoufand Men : Nay, not only 
defended their own Limits, but had 
Men to fpare for the Affiftance of their 
Allies abroad , it being univerfally 
known, that not only private Perfons 
flocked over to the Affiftance of France, 
but even Royal Armies were fent, as 
during the Captivity of King James L 
and afterwards led in Perfon by King 
James V. when he underftood the French 
King was hardly put . to it: And I'm 
told, there are ftill to be feen in France 
authentick Records of that Prince's ha- 
ving lent the French King eleven Ships 
of War, one whereof was the biggeft 
tjien in Europe \ which leads me to men- 
tion, that not many Years ago the Scots 
were able to keep their own with, nay, 
fight and defeat the EUgliflr Fleet at

faWriou*. Neither were thoffe wanting who did 
profecute Trade, and brought home 
Riches to themfelves, and the Country; 
whid) is fufficiently confpicuous from 
the many confiderable Towns fituated 
overall the Kingdom, where the Mer- 
chants lived and followed their Trades 
and Employments, and from the Ai- 
nu la red Regulations and Priviledges of 
Trade with France. Holland, Dantzick* 

£c/ v ' r , * * •* To 
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To conclude : The Scots were frLoyah 
People Loyal f o their King, and Zeal ; - 
ous Afferters of their Liberties ; there atu ^ 
needs no greater Proof of the Firft, than 
the Lineal Succeflion of fo many Kings 
of one and the fame Race and Defcent, 
And where is the Nation can boaft of 
the like? And the other is as evident 
from the gallant Oppofition they made 
to all Invaders. How manfully did 
they recover their Country and Liber- 
ties under the confpicuous Command of 
King Fergus II. when their Enemies 
flattered themfelves, that the Name of 
Scot was wholly extirpated out of the 
Ifland? How highly did they refent 
BdlioPs bafe Surrender of the Indepen- 
dency of the Kingdom ? ( 'tis more as 
probable, thefe, our Progenitors, would 
never have entered into an Union with 
England ; ) And how couragioufly did 
they ftand it out under the happy Con- 
duct of King Robert Bruce, ag^inft the 
reiterated Efforts of England ; and, at 
laft, after the Effufion of much Blood, 
drive thefe Invaders out of the Country, . 
and fill their Souls with Tuch an Appre- 
henfion of the Scotch Valour, that even 
their own Hiftorians own Fifty £*g 
would have fled before a Dozen oJ 
Scots ? And now fhow me any Country 
but Scotland that can boaft of having 
defended their Liberties fo long and fc> 
ii. > va- 
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valiantly againft a more powerful and * 
numerous People bent upon their Ruin, 
' and that frequently without the Afli- 
ftance of Allies; and having nothing to 
confide in fave their own heroick Valour, * 
and God's Blefling, by the Means of 
which they always made good their 
King's Motto 

Nemo me imfane Uceffet. .

In thefe happy Circumftances, and 
finder this glorious Charafter, was thq 
Scots Nation of old. But that kind Pro- 
vidence which had fupported her fo 
many Hundreds of Years, at laft grew 
weary, and entirely deferted her after 
King J&mesyVs Accefiion to the Throne 
of-Englsnd. For the Union of the two 
Crowns may be reckoned the fatal Mr a, 
from whence we are to commence Scot- 
ls*d*s Ruin : And whoever will confi- 
dcr the^Jiftory of the two preceeding 
Reigns, and the Minority of this, may 
perceive the Face of Affairs mightily al- 
tered, and paving as it were the way 
to accomplifh the Ruin of the Kingdom, 
Formerly the Animofities and Feuds pro- 
ceeded from the Qparrels'of one Family 
with another, or the Ambition of fome 
afpiring great Man; but then the Au- 
thority of the King did diflipate and 
cjuafti them, and they never, or at leaft 

feldom 
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feldom failed to be fufpended when the 
Honour and Defence of the K-, — g or 
Country required it. And if there was 
any who did on fuch Occafions continue 
obftreperous, or fide with the Enemy, 
they were efteemed by all their Fellow 
Subjects, and declared and treated by 
the States, as Rebels. So that the Eng- 
lijh feldom or never reaped much Ad- 
vantage of inteftine Divifions, and to 
this unanimous and hearty Concurrence / 
of all the Subjefts towards the Defence 
of the Country, is chiefly to be afcribed 
to the fo long Continuance and Duration 
of the Scots Kingdom and Monarchy ; 
but in thefe later Days Differences of 
Religion came in the Play, which ftir- 
red up the Confciences of fome, and 
were a fair Pretence to cover and carry- 
on the Ambition and felfifh Defigns of 
others: Of which Queen Elizabeth ta- 
king Advantage, fo fomented and en- 
couraged thefe Divifions ( by fupporting 
the weaker Party, and keeping the Con- 
tenders in an equal Power as poflible, 
that fo they might deftroy one another) 
that the Nation was totally divided, 
and at odds. And fuch Grudges and 
Heart-burnings arofe as have never been 
abated, far lefs extinguifhed to this very 
Day, and did at laft bring the Kingdom 
to Ruin. When King James fucceeded 
to the Crown of England^ People were 
* — " weary 
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weary of thcfe Diforders, and flattered 
tbemfelves with the Hopes that now 
)ie'd be in a Capacity of eftablifliing 
Peace and Order : But 'tis amazing, that 
tho' the People were weary of thefe 
"Wars, Civil and Foreign, which had 
raged in the Countiy for fo many pro- 
ceeding Years, they did not forefee that 
to be freed thereof by the Union of the 
two Crowns, was fuch a Chance, as to 
leap out of the Frying-pan into the 
Fire. For who is it that would not 
prefer the greateft Hard (hips attended 
with Liberty, to a State that deprived 
him of all means to defend himfeif a- 
jgainft the Oppreflions that muft inevi- 
tably follow ? And who is it that would 
not forfee that fuch Confequences would 
follow the Union of the two Crowns? 
We are told, that when King James 
was preparing to go and take pofleffion 
of his Crown of England, his Subje&s 
of Scotland came to take their leave of 
fiim, and convey him part of his way 
thither, yith all the State and Magni- 
ficence imaginable ; but amongft thefe 
numerous Attendanrs, deck'd up in their 
fined Apparel, and mounted on their 
befit Horfes, there appeared ah Old, 
Reverend Gentleman of F)fe } cloathed 
all over in the deepeft Mourning ; and 
being asked why, whilftalil were con- 
tending to appear moft Gay on fuch an 

< ' ' . " occa- 

- 
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bccafion, he fhould be fo firigular ? Why 
truly, replied he, there is none of you 
congratulate his MajeftyY good For- 
tune more then I do, and {lire lam to per- 
form my Duty to him ; I have often 
marched this Road, and entered Eng- 
land in an Hoftile manner, arid then I 
was as well Accoutered in Clothed, 
Horfes and Arms, as my Neighbours, 
and fuitable to the occafion ; but fince 
I look upon this Proceffion, as Scot- 
land's Funeral Solemnity, I'm come to 
perform my laft Duty to my deceafed 
and beloved Country, with a Heart 
full of Grief, and in a Drefs correfpon- 
dent thereto. This Gentleman, itfeems, 
forefaw, that by the removal of thfe 
King's Refidence from Scotland, the 
Subjeft wanted an occafion of making 
fo immediate an Application to the 
Fountain of Juftice, and the State of 
the Nation could not be fo well under- 
ftood by the King ; fo that the Intereft 
and Concerns or every particular Pef- 
ifott of the Nation in general would 
ht committed to the care of the Mini- 
fters of State, who a&ing with a view 
to themfelves, could not foil to opprefe 
the People: He forefew that England 
being a greater Kingdom, made (asfaid 
Henry VII. when he gave his Daughter 
'to the Kiqg of Scotland, rather than 
she -~ of France) an Acquificion of 

Scot- 
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StotlMif'wA that the King would lie 
under a neceflity of Tiding with, and 
pleafing the, moft Powerful of his two 
Kingdoms, which were Jealous of, and 
Rivals to one another , and that there- 
fore ever after the Union of the Crowns, 
the King would not mind, at leaft dare 
encourage the Trade of Scotland, and 
that all State Affairs would be managed, 
Laws made and obferved, Minifters of 
State put in and turned out, as fuited 
beft with the Intereft and Defigns of 
EngUnd ; by which means Trade would 
decay* the People be oppreffed, and the 
Nobility and great Men become altoge- 
ther corrupted. Befides thefe Inconve- 
niencies which would arife from the 
Management of Publick Affairs, he like- 
wife forefaw, that the very want of 
the Royal Prefence necelfarily would 
occafion other Loflps: It deprived the 
Kingdom of a Court, where was fpent 
the Revenues of the Crown, and which 
drew Foreigners to the Country, and 
was an Encouragement to Trade, Arti- 
ficers, and the Manufactures of the 
Country : So that the Produ& of the 
Country would prove a Drug, and the 
Species of Money be drawn from thence, 
and vaft Numbers be oblijged to defert 
the Kingdom for want of Employ- 
ment, and others flock to London to 
make latereft at Court, to obtain re- 

drefs 
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drefs of their Grievances, or Places, or 
Preferments; which befides would not 
be fo numerous as when the Court re- 
mained in Scotland. . . . . 

As thefe, and many more fuch like 
were the obvious and plain Confe- 
rences of the Union of the two Crowns, 
it is ftrange the Parliament of Scotland, \ 
took no care, to provide at leaft, that 
after the Deceafe of his Majefty the two 
Crowns (hould difunite and be enjoyed 
* T*y different Sterns of the Royal Line. 
This is what other Nations, nay private 
Families, ufually have done. But the 
truth on't is, the preceeding Glooms 
and Hopes of better Times drew Peo- 
ple in to negle£fc this Meafure, and 
King "James proved fo kind to his Coun- 
try-men (many of them he advanced 
to great Polls in England) .that others, 
' without thinking, drove on till they 
had run themfelves and Country over 
Head and Ears into theGulph, tho' they 
Wiight eafily have forfeen that as a Pha* 
ra<jh arofe who proved unmindful of* 
and unkind to the Jem ; So their be- 
loved King (who being born and bred 
amongft them, knew and loved them) 
could not always live, and would be 
fucceeded by Kings itrangers to them, 
'and would rule them as teemed mpft 
tor the Advantage of their other Defigns. 
AikI laftl^-'iia 'Procefs of Time, the 

~ ~' %r Nobility 
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Nobility and Gentry turned, generally 
fpeaking, fo corrupted by the conftant 
and long Trad of Difcouragement to 
all that endeavoured to re&ify the 
Abufes, and advance the Intereft of 
the Country, that the fame was entirely 
negle&ed, and Religion, Juftice, and 
Trade, made Tools of to advance the 
private and finifter Defigns of felfifli 
Men : And thus the Nation being for 
a hundred Years in a manner without 
a Head, and ravaged and gutted by 
a Parcel of Renegado's, became, from 
a ftourifliing happy People, extreamly 
miferable, Hewers of Wood, and Draw- 
ers of Water : For at the Union of the 
two Crowns, the odds betwixt Scotland 
and England was computed but as one 
to fix ; whereas at the Union of the 
two Kingdoms, at about one to fifty : 
The plain Reafon of which was, that 
ever fince the Scots K — g's Acceflion 
to the Englijb Crown, Scotland has been 
on the decaying Hand, and England (and 
all the States of Europe) advancing 
thorough the Encouragement and Pro- 
teftion they met with in advancing 
and carrying on their Trade ; but 
no fooner did Scots Men appear in- 
clined to fet Matters upon a better 
footing, than the Union of the two 
Kingdoms was proje&ed, as an efTe&ual 
Meafure to perpetuate their Chains and 
Mifery. " " it 
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It is beyond the reach of Man to 
affign Reafons for the good or bad Fate 
that attends Kingdoms, Families, or 
fingle Perfons; (for the Ways of God 
are pa ft finding otit) yet there are t\Vo 
Confiderations that I have often re- 
flected ,dn, to have had a great fhare 
in bringing down thofe Judgments which 
have of late fallen upon the Kings and 
Kingdom of Scotland: For fince the 
Union of the two Growns^ nlany and 
heavy have been the Misfortunes of 
both. The fir A is, the mean fpirited 
Behaviour of K — J— S V1 iu not re- 
venging his Mother's Murder. Ought 
he with a View of not intating Queen 
Elizabeth) been guilty of fuch an unna- 
tural Subntiflion? And. was it not tl 
fervile Acknowledgment of England** 
Dominion, to fuffer the facred Perfoa 
<>f the Queen of > Scot land to be Tried, 
Condemned,, arid Executed, without. fo 
much as daring to fay it was ill done? 
And was it not; a Connivance at the 
greateft Violation ... and Encroachment 
that was ever offered to the Divine 
Rights of crqwned Heads, thus filently 
to fee her treated after fuch a man- 
ger, who was accountable, to none but 
(5od? How much was he degenerated 
from the illuftrious and generous Stock 
from whence he fprung ? And which 
Of his Royal Progenitors would , npt 

D have 
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have refented it with Fire and Sword ? 
For my part I'm afraid, the Indignation 
of God was ftirred up upon this Account , 
againfl: his Pofterity ; and that particu- 
larly in the Cafe of his Son Charles I. 
God vifited the Iniquity of his Father 
committed by (hewing fo little Duty 
and natural A fFeft ion to his Motherland 
regard and value for the facred Rights 
of crowned Heads : For tho f we often 
read of Concjuerprs having difpatched 
conquered Kings/ and Subjefts murder- , 
ing their Sovereigns; yet Ihe was the 
firit Inftance of a Royal Pannel, and 
the only Precedent to the hard Fate : of 
her Grandfon. ; > '? . ^ 

The other Confideration, is the Share 
the Scots had in the Rebellions! againft 
King Charles I. and K\r\^ James Jh For 
fureit was both theirDuty and Interefttb 
have affiled and fupported them againft 
their Rebellious Subje&s of England * 
But to aft the part they dicj, was, be-* 
fides the Folly, fuch a Crime, as I am 
afraid is not wholly : as yet avenged, and 
has had no final ftiare in bringing us 
to the ihilerable State to which we are 
reduced. The Jews were God's* pecu? 
liar chofen People, and he afTured therh 
a more particular and immediate lhare 
in the Adminiftrafion of affairs in Jew* 
ry, than in other Nations ; but upob 
their Rebelling againft Him and 'Hia 

' Anoints^ 
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Anointed, he gave them up to the 
• Power and Laws of a Forreign People, 
and at laft fubverted their Monarchy, 
defac'd their Government, deftroyea 
their Country ; and as the greateft 
Temporal Curfe, cut them off from 
having the name of a People on the 
Face of the Earth. Ho w near a Rela- 
tion there is betwixt the grofs and cry- 
ing Sins of the Jews, and thofe of Scot* 
land, and what a refemblance there is 
in their Punifhment, let fuch who have - 
had any (hare in Promoting the firft,

every thing which might obftrud the 
Union, was pleafed to grant the defire 
of thefe Noble Lords, and though the 
.Queen had exprefly required that the 
. Scots Lords of the Treafury fhould give 
<her Treafury in England a publick fecu- 
rky for the Re payment of that Money, 
did accept of thefe Lords miflive Letters 
as a fufficient fecurity for the fame, and 
dprdered the Money to be paid to Sir 
D — d N—n, who carefully, about the 
time that the Scots Parliament met, re- 
mitted jt to the Earl of G w y to be 

employed by his Lordfliip for promo* ' 
ting his Countries Ruineand Miiery.

they would pot have it known that her

the Reafons of theft Infinuations ; but ' 
tmmbly conceive, that if the Money had 
b$cn fairly applied to the pretended pur- 
pofe, there could have been no fuch oc- 
cafion for fo much Caution and Jealoufy, 
TTSuch as endeavoured to juitify th<? 
Court u'flt of the Minifters of State in 
this Matter, feern to wonder how the 
paying of iuft Debts can fye reckoned a

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Penfions and Employments have been* 
beftowed, or continued, in order to pro- 
cure Friends to affift the Defignsof fuch 
as have the difpofal of them. 

But fuppofing that this Matter, wheri 
taken in a general View, might be fair, 
and could be jultified, yet the Tables 
turn if you'll confider the particular 
Cafe and Circumftances of it ; for tho* 
the Minifters of State in Scotland were 
very lavifiriri obtaining Penfions to ftoj> 
the Mouths of hungry Gapers, yet they 
fehlom or never paid them, but as a 
particular Favour, and upon particular 
Views; and who ever will impartially 
refle£t upon the grand Affair under A- 
gitation ; when this pretended nent 
of Arrears was made ; and Place frorri 
whence the Money ; the Claodeftine 
Manna* of obtaining and difpofmg of 
it \ and laitly, that all the Perfohs (ex- 
cepting the Duke of A 0 on whom 

it was beftowed, did Vote for and pro- 
mote the Union : Whoever, I fay, will 
impartially reflect upon thefe Particula rs, 
mull: conclude that the Money wns de- 
iigned and bellowed for bribing of Mem; 
bers of Parliament.

notwithstanding he got part of this, 
did oppofe the Union ; and this ibme 
would urge as an Argument, to prove 
the fame was not applied as hativfefeen 
ailed jed.

Btit : what follows puts this Matter 
Jfey ond all manner of Controverfy ; * fbr 
the Cpmmiffioners of Accounts having 
tequired frbch the Auditors of the Ex- 
chequer \ii Scotland* an Account of all 
Penfions and Salaried due at any Timey 
from the Queen's Accefliott tti the 
Throne, to the £dmmeqcerhent df the 
Union, to the Perfofis contained in the 
aforelaid Account, exhibited by the Earl
